VIETNAM: PERPETUAL WAR FOR PERPETUAL PEACE 

Major public disillusionment with the war in Vietnam is apparent in spite of the 
fact that Left-wing "peace" candidates have not done too well in the primaries. 

It is felt that once the voters begin to oppose the war, the feeling will grow 
wit!h explosive force. Polls seem to bear this out. Johnson’s support is dipping 
from a high of 66 $ last September to less than 50$ now, and some 54$ of Americans 
would withdraw from Vietnam if troubles inside that tragic land continue, accord¬ 
ing to Harris and Gallup. 

This is, of course, due to a combination of objective factors, one of the main ones 
being continuing loss in the Johnson Administration's "credibility," which is to 
say that the home folks are finally catching on to the fact that lies are part of 
the stock in trade of this Administration, certainly no news to anti-communists. 

The anti-government rebellions in Vietnam are a big factor. It is growing increas¬ 
ingly obvious that the Ky government lacks any real basis of public support even 
though it is clear enough that no other government could command any greater support 
than does Ky. Kennedy's error (actually, it was an unspeakable crime of enormous 
proportions) of fomenting and encouraging the assassination of Ngo Dinb Diem and 
his brother—the only national government South Vr.etnam ever had--this murder has„ 
left South Vietnam without the slightest hope of unity now or in the future unless 
it be under military dictatorships backed and financed by the United States. As 
Chesly Manly, the veteran reporter for the Chicago Tribune put it (and Manly's 
credentials as an American nationalist are beyond question): 

"We could w}.n this war in four months but not in four years, for the simple reason 
that after, four years of continued warfare there would be nothing left on which to 
build a nation. The process of disintegration, political and economic, is beginning; 
after four more years it would be a very dismal prospect in South Vietnam. These 
people were under French domination for 80 years and have been at war for about 20 
years. The French destroyed their initiative and sense of responsibility, corrupted 
them and debased their character. Anti-Americanism is beginning because of problems, 
caused by our spending too much money and competing with the Vietnamese for services, 
goods and housing, and in material goods." 

Thus, for the first time, American casualties are exceeding those of the Vietnamese, 
as our troops take over the actual fighting. 'It is estimated that 7500 GI’s will 
die this year, though this figure is certainly optimistic. Out of a population of 
15 million, the hopelessly war-weary and apathetic Vietnamese can supply only 
600,000 troops, and of these, only 100,000 are conbat soldiers. In spite of this, 
fully one-third of the Vietnamese army deserts every year. 

Corruption, bribery, theft, rake-off are prevalent to a degree unimaginable to the 
average American. No one knows how much of our supplies end up on the black market, 
or are funnelled through to North Vietnam, or are used to build luxurious villas 
and apartments for Vietnamese officers and government officials, but it must be an 
enormous proportion. 

The tales of shortages in the field, with cur beys getting killed because Robert 
Strange McNamara fails to supply them with proper weapons, is known through person¬ 
al information from sons and husbands over there. The scandal of Haiphong, which 
is left totally free and ’unscathed to do its murderous work of unloading ships with 
cargoes destined to spit fire and death to our boys is impossible to justify. 

Perhaps some Americans have begun to wonder what on earth we are going to do with 
Vietnam even if we were to win? How many more mouths to feed will we have on our 
hands, then? A mere 15 million? Or 50 million? Or 100 million? Or China, too, 
with 700 million? Perhaps the world? Is there no end to the attempt to bring 
peace, democracy and equality to unappreciative foreigners? But even if we were 
to win the war (an inconceivable inpossibility, of course, because "our" govern¬ 
ment does not want to win ). what then? 

SECRET AGREEMENT WITH KREMLIN 

It must be interjected that there is not the slightest equivocation oh that point. 
"Our" government does not want to win ; and it is this fact that makes futile and 
fwolish all concept- that any Conservatives might heve about the right way to win 
the war. The fact which cannot be dismissed is uhat the real enemy of the American 
people Is in Washington, D. C., nowhere else. 






LIBERTY LO'./DQVN has in its possession a report on "the existence of a secret agree¬ 
ment between the Washington regime and the Kremlin which has never been ratified 
by the Senate—ana which, indeed, is not even known to the vast majority of offi¬ 
cials in Washington, but which explains perfectly the reason why we cannot win. 

Part of this deal is that the United States shall not allow Chiang kai-Shek to 
leave his island, and that is why the regime refuses to use his troops in Vietnam. 
Another part of • deal divides Vietnam in half; the northern part to remain under 
Soviet influence; the southern, American. The deal, in fact, divides up the whole 
world, into spheres of influence and the Washington regime, since Roosevelt, has 
faithfully followed it, if the Soviets have not. This report, scheduled for pub¬ 
lication in a national magazine, cannot at this time be quoted further. Note that 
it bears out, however, the assertion in LIBERTY LETTER No. 62 (March, i 960 ) that 
such an agreement does, in fact, exist. 

AMERICA LOSES—DEMOCRATS WIN 

The hard truth is that, since we cannot possibly win, we are going to be defeated. 

But in the meantime, the war serves many purposes for the Democrats, as well as for 
the Kremlin. Primarily, it serves to unify the Nation around a "war leader," just 
at nhe time, strangely enough, when domestic problems, notably the race struggle, 
ere having the opposite effect. It also takes enough men off the job market to do 
away with unemployment, which is a major political, asset. The war can be managed 
to maintain spending at any amount believed desirable, and you can be sure that the 
amount will, strangely enough, be precisely the necessary amount to guarantee full 
employment and a booming economy without, however, noticeable discomfort to the 
voters. It is also interesting to note that our commitment to Vietnam began in 
earnest only when the stock market started to show signs of profound uncertainty, 
and that Lyndon Johnson's self-admitted model is, as he repeatedly edmits, Franklin 
Roosevelt, who deliberately involved the U.S. In a needless and destructive war in 
order to maintain himself in office by huge war spending. 

A war, as Chesly Manly suggests, brings on a process of social disintegration and 
cultural crisis and tends to break up existing political balances and create an 
entirely new status quo. This has the effect of stabilizing the existing regime and 
strengthening its totalitarian tendencies. Iri other words, durixig a war, including 
a fake one, fought for no valid reason (such as World Wars I and II) the voters will 
tend to accept the permanent militarizing of society, even demand it; freedom and 
individual rights vanish to a dim memory and the power of the central government 
grows. War is the biggest single cause of socialism . In the present case, a growing 
war will totally eradicate the presently-hopeful prospects for a resurgent American 
Conservatism and meke any thought of saving America hopeless. Finally, a war serves 
to add incident to the constant warnings we have heard from our propaganda ministers 
about the "need" for world government lest we are all blown to atomic dust. 

AMERICA LOSES—KREMLIN ’WINS 

Besides the Democrats, the Kremlin also gains by America's involvement in Vietnam. 

The central fact of world history since Roosevelt's election in 1932 is that the 
"American" government will, at all times and at all costs, support the foreign pol¬ 
icy of the Soviet Union. The war in Vietnam is part of that pattern. 

From the standpoint of the Kremlin, what could be more delightful than having the 
United States bogged down in a war which it cannot truly win, and even if it did, 
the result would he an outpouring of aid money into areas which, sooner or later, 
would fall under Communist influence? 

The Kremlin also gains by the weakened American influence in Europe, as we are 
forced to pull out troops to send to Southeast Asia. The entire International Com¬ 
munist conspiracy gains, for the attention of Americans is turned from subversion 
at home, and Communist Cuba, and the gains of the Communists in Latin America, to 
rice paddies and villages 8000 miles from America's borders. Also, the war in Viet¬ 
nam serves to alarm Red China, which fears that it is the prelude to a shooting war 
with America. Thus, the Red Chinese are drawn to the Soviet Union just when there 
were many signs that the Kremlin was losing its hold, and there were even reports of 
border skirmishes between Red China and Russia: these are probably a thing of the 
past* now. Also, the'war serves as a testing-ground for Soviet planes, anti-air¬ 
craft, missiles and ocher weapons, without the danger of actual war. lastly, the war 
conveniently fills out the "Imperialist-American" stereotype which the Communists, 
for years, have been drawing for their people, as well as for world consumption. 

Within all this context, the speech of Robert Strange McNamara in Montreal, Kay 18, 
makes sense. Strange McNamara now calls for universal conscription of all American 
youth—male and feiaale—into a vaBt "Peace Corps," which is to become, ia fact, our 
armyi Says Strange: "I, for one, would not count a global free society out." Ssye 
LIEERTY LCWDCWN: Count it out or court America out, you can't have both.

RIGHT 


Willis Carto's activities in the Radical Right have 
been many and varied. Besides founding Liberty Lobby—he 
was the guiding light behind the publication -RIGHT (edited 
by Edward Vargas and himself under the psydonym E.L. Ander¬ 
son, Fh.D.). RIGHT was described by James Sheldon in the 
AMERICAN EXAMINER of Feb. 27, 1958 as "the house organ of 
American right-wing extremeists." It is Interesting to 

note that in issue #60-Sept. 196Q---its last issue- 

RIGHT editorially urged its readers to support George 
Lincoln Rockwell's American Nazi Party. RIGHT was pub¬ 
lished by Liberty & Property, Inc., a San Francisco corp¬ 
oration. . The Executive Secretary of that organization 
from 1955 to I960 was Willis A. Carto.

NCTHERN LEAGUE 


Northern League was an organization created for the 
purpose of promoting "Pan-Nordic friendship." It cooper¬ 
ated with the Britons Publishing Society (the publishers 
of the Protocols of the Leanred Elders of Zion). The 
American branch was heeded by E. L. Anderson, Ph.D. (the 
psydonyn for Willis A. Carto.) using the mailing address 
of P,0. Box 713, Sausalito, California. Carto recruited 
for Northern League under the names E.L. Anderson, Ph.D., O. 
Ian Bruce MacLeod, and Ian McNish. A Booklist dated 
October 13, 1.962 offered for sale the Protocols of the 
Leanred Elders of Zion, back issues of RIGHT, an d World In 
Fla mes by Francis Parker Yockey (see more on Yockey). The 
address listed was the Sausalito post office box. 

CULTURAL DYNAMICS 


Carto wrote an article for RIGHT under the pen name,: 
E.L. Anderson. Ph.D. entitled Cultural Dynamics . This 
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pedantical work was suppose to appeal to Conservatives and 

Liberals alike-and offered hope by preaching the concept 

of evolutionary ethics. In the introducation to the article 
he rails against "Imperialism" and "the wicked economic 
financial system which is built on exploitation and injustice.' 
The subscribers to Liberty Lobby would shudder at such term- 
inolgy. Now in pamphlet form he offers it for sale 10 for a 
$1.00 in his new "Conservative" publishing ventures. 

Another profound work of Willis Carto's is a Brief 

History of Amerlca -a 4 page pahmphlet written under the 

name Keith K. Kenyon. In this .literary masterpiece the 
author claims that the American government represents only 
the non-Whites and that its aims are clearly to destroy the 
White Race"so that in the resulting hell America may be ruled 
by the one race which is united and made stronger by universal 
confusion—the universal race—Jewry." Carto boasts that he 
'wrote this study for friends in Rhodesia to explain the racial 
['situation in America, v The article was later published by 
'George Lincoln Rockwell in his ROCKWELL REPCRT. 

YOCKEY, YOCKEYISM, AND WESTERN DESTINY 


In June of 1964 Willis A. Carto founded the monthly 
cultural magazine V.’ESTERN DESTIN Y. The editorial office was 
given as P.0. Box 712, Sausallto, California. The editors 

were listed as E.L. Anderson, Ph.D. and Edward Langford- 

another psydonym. The Managing Editor, Frank Meyers, a real 
person is listed in the Rightist Directory (another Carto 
publishing accomplishment) as sharing the same post office 
box: 881, Milwaukee, Wis. as something called the Aryan 

Fellowship League. The Contributing Editors of WESTERN 
DESTINY consisted of many men of great character and abaility; 
men wholly unaware of Willis A. Carto's background or even of 
his connection with the publication. However, among the Con¬ 
tributing Editors were listed Ian Brice MacLeaod-and articles 

were written "by" Ian McNish and Asgard Hall, and others of 
dubvious origin'. Several Europeans-as well as several Amer¬ 

icans were listed without^thelr permission. Consequently, 
there was a rapid turnover in Contributing Editors. The only 
ones that remained were the psydonyms. WD folded in April 1966 
--after Carto had sunk something like $38,000 into the oper¬ 
ation. Checks were drawn,from a Masefield, Ohio bank and made 
payable to Noontide Press,. Inc. using the Los Angeles address 
to which WD moved in August of 1965. 

WESTERN DESTINY was strongly centered around one Francis 
pisrlrer Ynr'.V. *»jr < IvTie Wat’uli 1 Odfi -J pi MUIPed Vyinitrvy 

handcuffed and all on the front cover. Yooitey was the author 
of IMPERIUM and WORLD IN FLAMES. It is interesting to note 
that Carto wrote 'the Introducation to IMPERIUM 



Carto is regarded as the central figure "behind the 
growth of the Yockey cult---a cult which baffles his fellow 
Rightist including George Lincoln Rockwell. Before briefly 
revewing IMPERIUM and WORLD IN FLAMES we should examine the 
founder of Yockeyism: Francis Parker Yockey. 

Yockey (1917-1960) was an attorney who met an uncertain 
fate in a Dan Francisco Jail on June 16, I960. Carto claims 

that Yockey was driven to his death for writing IMPERIUM- 

and claims that Yockey became a martyr for his book. The 

next to the last issue of RIGHT-#59 August 1960--eulogizes 

Yockey, claiming that the A.D.L. and the F.B.I. set out to 
destroy him. Amazingly much of the same material, even the 
same terminoly appears in Carto's lntroducation to IMPERIUM. 

0 

Francis Parker Yockey was born in 1917. He attended the 
University of Notre Dame, Georgetown University, University of 
Michigan, Northwestern University, and the University of Arizona 
(San Francisco Examiner, June 10, I960, p.8) He enlisted in the 
U.S. Army after graduating from- law school. In 1943 he was given 
a medical discharge which read "dementia praecox, paranodi type" 
(S.F. Examiner, June 9, I960, p.l) In his lntroducation to 
IMPERIUM Carto merely says Yockey was given an Honorable Dis¬ 
charge for medical reasons. 

He was amazingly appointed a prosecutor or Nurumberg, 
lster resigned and served as Assistant D.A. for Wayne County, 
Michigan. Later he travelled around Europe settling in 
Brlttas Bay, Ireland where he wrote IMPERIUM. In I960 he 
left his suitcase on an airplane on which be was a passenger 
going from San Antonio, Texas to San Francisco, Calif. Air¬ 
line officials opened the luggage and found numerous passports 

-each bearing Yockey's picture, but with different names. 

The F.B.I. was notified. 

Yockey was apprehended at the home of Alexander Scharff 
of Oakland, a teaclcer of Hebrew and a former principal of the 
temple school Beth Abraham in Oakland. Yockey assaulted an 
F.B.I. agent at Scharff's home. Scherff later claimed that 
Yockey Introduced himself to him by mentioning "mutual Europeam 
acquaintances." (S.F. Examiner, June 15, 1969, p.7.) Scharff 
was later sought by a Federal, Grand Jury--wheather he was ever 
apprehended is not known to the writer of this memorandum. 

While in prison, Yockey boasted of being "the number one 
Nazi in the world," he attempted to escape, and several times 
exclaimed that he would commit suicide. He was held on $50,000 
bond-the normal bail for passport fraud is $5000. The dis¬ 

crepancy may b§ explained by the fact that according to the S.F. 
Examiner, J\jne 19, I960, p.l.-the U.S. State Department had 
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wanted him for 8 years prior to his arrest for matters con¬ 
cerning espionage. 

.Also, while in prison Yockey continually boasted of 
being a Nazi (he even wore little black boots); he cell¬ 
mate considered him he to be a nihlist. His sister, Mrs. 
William Coyne of New York, according to the S.F. Examiner of 
June 18, I960 said: "He(Yockey) was not anti-Communist. He 
felt Russia had a great role to play in history. He told me 
that Hitler made one mistake after another." 

Strange! Let us attempt to Judge him by his own writings. 
IMPERIUM (Noon-Tide Press, P.0. Box 76062, L.A., Calif. §6.00) 
may be described as anti-American, pro-Russian; it advocates a 
neutralized and unified Germany which would lead Europe. It 
is anti-racist (strange for Mr. Carto, eh?). Indeed, Carto 
went to great lengths in his Introduction to clarify these 
'■'misunderstandings. 1 ' 

Even more interesting is Yockey£s WORLD IN FLAMES (Poizon 
Press). It is violently anti-Jewish and equates Jewry with 
America. 'It glorifies the Soviet Union. Examples: "Russian 
morale is tough, because of the barbarian nature of the soldier 
material;" and "The Jewish-Amerlcan morale is poor, the soldier 
material is utterly worthless in itself." Yockey names Tito, 
Sukarno, and Nkrumah as great leaders and writes: "These per¬ 
sonalities embody an Idea, none are out for money or publicity. 
They live simply, work for and live for their ideas." 1 

Certainly Francis Parker Yockey is entitled to his own 
philosophy of life—whatever it may be. But isn't Yockey a 
strange individual to take as one's intellectual and philos- 

phical idol-especially for the leader of a "Conservative" 

organization? Yockey is not made of the stuff which genuine 
American heroes are made. A Magazine which editorially ex¬ 
claims: "But Yockey is certainly not the only great man upon 

which WESTERN DESTINY will lean" is rather a remarkable one 
when all the facts are considered, (WD, June 1964)

BITES HOOVER 




Columnist Drew Pearson is spear=_ 


heading a vicious mean-'campaign 
to discredit J. Edgar Hoover in 
behalf of Bobby Baker, Fred 
Black, Jimmy Hoffa, Eddie Levinson, Carl Cohen, Moe 
Dalitz and a host of others like repute. All of them have 
been indicted and several convicted of felonies. 

Pearson is also attacking Hoover for arresting Soviet 
spies. So it appears taht Pearson is trying to discredit 
Hoover in behalf of the Soviet Union. 

Beginning Feb. 7, 1966, Pearson started a full-scale 
smear campaign against Mr. Hoover. He blasted 
Hoover for the FBI tapping of telephone wires in the, 
organized crime drive ordered by Attorney General 
Bobby Kennedy in early 1961. Pearson knew that 
Kennedy ordered electronic surveillance because he 
printed Kennedy’s confidential directive granting per¬ 
mission to all Federal investigative agencies to use 
listening devices to secure information in the national 
.crime drive. But now Pearson centers blame entirely 
on the FBI Director despite the fact that Kennedy’s 
successor as Attorney General, Nick Katzenback has 
admitted that he himself authorized wiretaps. 

In his Feb. 7th column Pearson wrote: “One bug was 
discovered in the bed of Carl Cohen of the Sands 
Hotel," and he reiterated this charge again in his 
column of Sept. 5 , 1966. Pearson is deeply concerned 
about the Constitutional rights of Mr, Cohen. 

Who is Carl Cohen? Let’s take a look at this person 
at Pearson so valiently defends against “invasions of 
rivacy” by Mr. Hoover. 

Cohen comes from the tough Cleveland mob of 
bootleggers, hijackers and gamblers headed by Moe 
Dalitz who started “muscling in” on Las Vegas in 1947. 

“I came to Vegas and all I had to my name,” said 
Cohen, was a thorough background in gambling. I don’t 
mind saying I was one of the best dice dealers in 
America.” This smart, tough hoodlum is capable of 
taking care of his own civil rights without any help 
from Pearson; if he can’t, he can always turn to the 
powerful mob headed by Joseph “Doc" Stacher, New 
Jersey gangster, who beat a criminal income tax rap by 
paying a minimal $10,000 fine and promising to go 
into^voluntarily exile in Israel.

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“Doc” is a native of Russia, but he did not relish to 
return there. It is hard for an unorianted gambler to 
malce'a fix there. Incidentally, “Doc” is the best under¬ 
world fixer in the business. He has escaped more raps 
than any other hood of this century. He is now running 
the Sands and other clip joints from Israel; Carl Cohen 
is “Doc’s” top front man at the Sands. Another heavy 
investor in the Sands is Isadorc Blumenfeld, who was 
known as Kid Can during the decades when he was 
czar of the Minneapolis underworld; he has been 
indicted for several murders but managed to get mis¬ 
trials or hung juries; the FBI finally nailed Blumenfeld 
on a charge of bribery and perjury and was sentenced 
to eight years’ imprisonment; after imprisoned two 
years he was released because of ill health. Now "The 
Kid” and his two brothers known as Harry Bloom and 
Yiddy Bloom own some of the biggest plush resort 
hotels in Miami. 

Frank Sinatra owns a 9% interest in the Sands. 
Hank Greenspun has an interest in the Sands. Sinatra 
and Greenspun are now bosom pals, but 13 years ago 
they were on the verge of murdering each other. Frankie 
made a threatening remark on the phone and Hank 
challenged him to meet him in true old West style, and 
Hank invited Franke to bring his gunman-bodyguard 
along with him. But Frankie got second thoughts when 
he remembered that Hank came to Las Vegas in 1947 
as first lieutenant to the New York mobster, Bugsy 
Siegel, who boasted he killed nine men. The list of 
investors in the Sands reads like the Who’s Who of the 
underworld. But Drew Pearson castigates Mr. Hoover 
for invading the second privacy of Carl Cohen gangland 

. _ ■ 
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Pearson is even more deeply concerned about pro¬ 
tecting the Constitutional rights of Eddie Levinson, a 
really big-time Las Vegas racketeer, who is a business 
partner of Bobby Baker in several enterprises. Baker, 
Levinson and Jack Anderson, Pearson’s chief legman 
and heir-apparent, are all stockholders in the District 
of Columbia National Bank. They got in as ground- 
floor stockholders when this bank was granted a charter 
a few years ago. 

Vice President Hubert Humphrey’ legal adviser and 
chief campaign fund collector, Max M. Kampclman 
and BajkerNvangle d a charter for the D. C. National 
Bank' through political pressure; Kcmpelman became a 
director and general counselor for the new bank. And 
Bobby Baker promptly obtain two unsecured loans from 
the bank, one for $10,000 and another for $125,000. 

Pearson’s career as a battler for the constitutional 
rights and right of privacy for gamblers, goods, pimps, 
racketeers, communists and assorted criminal types 
would seem to stand in contrast to his’ Activities as an 
avid publisher of letters stolen from the privatei, sealed 
files of anti-communists.

He is Allen 
AldmonMLoll, as charming a salesman 
of bigotry'as ever marketed unadulter¬ 
ated bile. With a show of smiling sin¬ 
cerity, he alternately preaches hatred 
to the rabble and whispers love to the 
ladies (preferably rich old ladies). 

Zoll first attracted national attention 
in the laic 1930's when he organized 
and commanded American Patriots, Inc., 
a Fascist Front listed as subversive by the 
Justice Department. He has now formed 
an alliance with WilHs_Cartq, who, has 
declared in print his desire to rebuild a 
neo-Nazi culture. Carlo has written: 
“We cannot rebuild until we have cap¬ 
tured. Political power is die essential 
criterion, not wishes or windbags, and to 
the goal of political power all else must 
be temporarily sacrificed." Through a 
pressure group they call the Liberty 
Lobby, Carto and Zoll have demon¬ 
strated their ability to mobilize political 
. power. Already, a half dozen congress¬ 
men have become their pawns. 

At age 72, Toll’s ruggedly handsome 
face is creased, his gray hair is thinning, 
and his barrel chest has slipped to his 
waist. Yet he still retains a burly virility 
and a soft-spoken courtliness that seems 
to captivate women. His greatest roman¬ 
tic triumph was over the late Genevieve 
Tillar, one of, the nation's wealthiest 
women, a widow who had held out 
against all suitors for 33 years until Zoll 
came calling in early 1953. He was then' 
57, she in her 80's. He courted her with 
tender talk and love notes on, rose-em¬ 
bellished stationery. As the April buds 
began to blossom, she eloped with him 
to a Washington suburb for a quickie 
wedding. The groom, at least, was de¬ 
liriously happy. For the first thing the _ 
new Mrs. Allen Zoll did was to turn over 
Her financial affairs.to him. 

Never one to venture far out of the 
shadows, Zoll is now more elusive than 
Miles Standish at a love-in. He avoids 
reporters, ignores phone calls, keeps un¬ 
certain hours. Even his closest associ¬ 
ates oever seem to know his whereabouts. - 
parade spent three months pursuing

him around Washington, finally found 
him in the apartment of his latest girl¬ 
friend. He slammed the door on the foot 
of the photographer. "You just want to 
smear me!" he shouted as he pushed 
.his weight against the door. When he was 
confronted with specific information and 
asked to answer questions^ he told his 
lady love: "Honey, don’t listen to them.” 

What questions didn’t he want her to 
hear? Zoll's background, if unknown to 
his female companions, is a matter of 
record. Before his American Patriots, 
Inc. was placed on the subversive list, it 
frequently beat Adolf Hitler’s drums in 
America. It also circulated an article in 
the 1930’s by a Japanese agent, who 
wrote: "Japan is fighting [China], not 
only in her own self-defense, but also in 
the interest of civilization.'' 

An early arrest 

In those days, Toll once mustered 
2000 Christian Front pickets to parade 
around a New York radio station that 
had banned'the rabble-rousing sermons 
of Father Charles Coughlin. Afterward, 
Zoll was arrested on an indictment 
charging that he had tried to extort 
$7500 from the station in return for 
calling off the pickets. Bail was put up 
by the same mystery man who had also 
posted bail for the wife of a fugitive Nazi 
spy. The indictment eventually was dis¬ 
missed for lack of evidence. 

Zoli continued his extremist agita¬ 
tion with an appearance before the Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee to denounce the 
nomination of Felix Frankfurter to the 
Supreme Court Reason: Frankfurter 
was a Jew. "Today in America an anti- 1 
Jewish sentiment Is growing by leaps 
and bounds," Zoll gloated. To place at 1 
tl»is time upoD the highest court another 
one of that race is not only a political 
mistake but a social one.” 

By the 1940's, Zoll had become so 
notorious that his application to the Mili¬ 
tary Training Camps Association was re¬ 
jected at the request of Army Intelli¬ 
gence. Those were difficult days for Zoll. 
With>Americaos united in the war effort, 
it was difficult to sell hate, and he packed 
off to Canada to enlist. 

With a resilience that has character¬ 
ized his carceT, Zoll rebounded in !948 v 
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Comeback of a hate peddler: Allen A>2ofl, leader of ’30’s Fascist front, in f 
taken In 35 years. Still the lover boy atu2. he's going strong again in the hate 
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as the founder and leader of the high' 
sounding National Council for American 
Education. Under the banner of "eradi¬ 
cating socialism and communism from 
schools and colleges," Zoll began a witch 
hunt that left deep scars in the puhlic 
school systems in many parts of the 
country. His supporters harassed liberal 
teachers and scoured school library 
shelves for "subversive" textbooks. One 
conservative critic, though a foe of pro¬ 
gressive education, warned that "Groups 
like those sponsored by Mr. Allen A. 
Zoll can properly be characterized as 
enemies of public education." 

In his oivn way, Zoll was something 
of an.expert on the failures of education. 
He attended public schools in Kansas 
and Arkansas. He entered the University 
of Arkansas, where he played football 
and was graduated in 1919 after he was 
given credit for 16 semester hours for 
service as a lieutenant in World War I. 
lie also spent a year at Harvard Law 
School, then dropped out. Still, when 
Zoll decided to tell people how to run 
their schools, he added the initials 
Ph.D. after his name. The doctorate was 
' from a diploma mill run by a convicted 
con man, who awarded Ph.D.'s to evt*;,- 
1 one in sight when he was on a drinking 
spree. 

Campaign against Israel 

The rise of Israel offered Zoll even 
more fertile ground for sowing seeds of 
hate, rfnd he began to cultivate the 
Arabs. On Nov. 14, 1952, he presented 
a program for fighting "the Communist- 
Jewish world conspiracy" at a five-hour 
luncheon attended by Arab diplomats, 
including several foreign ministers. He 
suggested an Arab boycott of U.S. firms 
doing business in Israel, a demand for 
the end of U.S. economic aid to Israel; 
and a campaign against German repara¬ 
tions to Israel. 

/oil was negotiating with Arab spokes¬ 
men to become their Washington lobby¬ 
ist when he found what looked like an 
even more profitable venture. He began 
his courtship of Genevieve Tillar, a 
petite diamond-in-thc-rough and widow 
of Texas oil millionaire Benjamin Tillar. 
Zoll was'the host at a party when he 
persuaded the 83-year-old widow to slip 
off with him for a more important cere¬ 
mony. They were married in Arlington, 
Va. t on April 14, 1953. 

Almost immediately, Zoll brought ex¬ 
citement into his wife’s life. He formed 
a'company called the Alpha Corporation 
and had her sign over to it General Mo¬ 
tors stock worth hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. There were, other papers for 
her to sign, too. "If Mrs. Tillar would be 
slow about signing a check or if she asked 
too many questions about it," one of the 
family servants later testified, "he would 
scream and shout until she did what he

wanted her to do." Sometimes, the 
servant said, Zoll would awaken his wife 
at night to have her sign papers. 

Zoll thrived on this domestic setup. 
He found business interests to keep him 
traveling, and he entertained his friends 
frequently in his wife's residences in 
Washington and New York. Sometimes 
he would announce his departure from 
Washington, then remain in town at die _ 
home of another woman, according to 
die Zolls’ maid and chauffeur. They also 
testified that he would be "sweet" to his 
elderly wife, then call her "an old bat" 
behind her back. 

In time, she became suspicious both 
of his financial and romantic activities, 
^>n»*&tf'-hircd private detectives to check - 
up on him. They uncovered his whole 
sordid background, including some titil¬ 
lating details about his romantic con¬ 
quests. In each new endeavor, apparent¬ 
ly, he was surrounded by women. “When 
7.olI appeared in court in connection with 
his indictment for extortion," reported 
the detectives, "he was attended by 50 
of his admiring female supporters." 

They quoted one source as telling - 
them: "Zoll had often stated that there 
were many fools in the world, especially 
women, who would contribute money to 
a 'good cause.' ” The private eyes also dug 
up a quote from John Roy Carlson, au¬ 
thor of Under Cover: “Zoll was promot¬ 
ing 'patriotism* as a racket by appealing 
to a certain kind of woman. He paid par¬ 
ticular attention to fat old ladies with

fat pockctbooks.'* 

After one of ZolTs New York parties, 
die detectives noted — in the stilted 
language of their trade—die unusual 
solicitude he showed one guest. They 
described a wealthy society matron who 
was "about 40, and very good looking, 
and, while rather substantial in propor¬ 
tion, had an excellent figure. Last night, 
the host, Zoll, took this woman to the 
comer, hailed a taxicab for her, assisted 
her into the cab, and as she climbed in 
gave her an affectionate pat on the rear 
most part of her anatomy: In our 
opinion, diis act Is significant of some¬ 
thing more than friendly relations . . •** 

Mrs. Zoll won a legal end fc o the 1953 
marriage in January' 195*57 A Reno, 
Ncv., judge stated: "The court con- 
| eluded that die plaintiff was entitled to 
a decree of annulment to her marriage to 
the defendant upon the ground of 
fraud. ..." 

To save his marriage and, presumably, 
the millions that went with it, the dis¬ 
mayed Zoll tried to appeal the decision. 
He paid a final, urgent call upon his ex- 
wife and, in his best hearti-and-flowers 
manner, begged her to take him back. 
The detectives recorded their conversa¬ 
tion. 

Generous with her money 

Zoll began by offering to return cer¬ 
tain valuables. "You're getting very gen¬ 
erous,’* she said wryly, "with all the 
money that I’ve loaned you." 

"Betty, honey," he pleaded, calling 
her by nickname, "you were very gener¬ 
ous to me while we were together, very 
generous. 1 never would’ve left you in a 
thousand years. 1 would have stayed and 
done my best to protect you and look 
after you and care for you and keep all 
manner of harm away from you ... I 
told you that we were going to have 
a beautiful married life the rest of our 
lives, grow old together, go down the sun¬ 
set lane hand in hand, having fun, but 
things didn’t work out that way. If was 
partly my fault, dear. 1 kndw that now, 
but I was trying to look after your af¬ 
fairs . . / 

"You said you wanted to make it easy 
for ine, but you made it anything but 
easy," said his cx-wjfe, "One of the 
^ things [you did] was very treacherous. 
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You even took time and interest in my 
property and pawned the stuff which 
you. . .put up as collateral, and I knew 
nothing in the world about it for months 
afterwards. It was a great shock to me." 

"It wasn't treacherous/' pleaded Zoll. 
“Don’t say things like that.” 

“It was treacherous/' insisted Gene¬ 
vieve. 

"No, it wasn’t," he said. "I heeded the 
money to do so many things with, that I 
needed. If I'd known, my dear, that this 
was ever going to happen and that we 
weren’t going to be together forever, I 
never would've invested a nickel in any¬ 
thing. I thought we were going to be to- ” 
gether forever." 

, He begged her to kiss and make up. 

"I want to see you; I want to go to dinner 
with you; I want to take you dancing," 
he urged. "I want to try and make up to 
you some of the things that I failed to 
do before, and I'm anxious and raring to 
go. I loved you, loved you, loved to be 
with you, want to take care of you." 

“Not that it means anything, not in 
this world, never in this world," replied 
Genevieve skeptically. 

"I know you love me," he persisted. 

M You!re money mad/*.she suggested. 

He blarneti'~fi£r "pink lawycri^Tof" 
breaking them up. He reminded her chat 
he had warned against them. He recalled: 

"I said those people, you’ll meet them, 
the Jewish citizens will want to confine 
you to old age and loneliness . . . 

“I wouldn't leave them cheat you, 
baby, honey," he added, "I wouldn’t 
cheat you out of anything." 

"Yes you did," she said. 

"Let me know when you're corning 
back to me. You'll never regret it.” 

"No,” she said. 

"I miss your biscuits, honey/' he said. 

"Oh, yes?” 

* : We used to have biscuits and jelly; 
scrambled eggs, bacon and things . • .” 
then he declared fiercely: "When we 
meet in court, you’re going to be married 
to me again.** 

The annulment stood, but it took the 
lawyers 18 months to unsnarl the finan¬ 
cial web that Zoll had spun around his 
wile's finances. When things were final¬ 
ly settled, Zoll wound up with a small 
fortune in storks and property that re- 
mained in his name. It was, apparently, 
enough to keep him out of mischief for a 
little while. 

When the money he salvaged from his 
marriage was dissipated, lie raised some 
capital by selling his files to the Rev. 
i Billy James Hargis, another f.ir-right ex¬ 
tremist. The files gave Hargis the benefit 
of Zolls research into "communism" in 
the schools and churches. Zoll did not 
surface publicly again until 1964 when 
he turned up briefiy in the Citizens for

Goldwater headquarters. lie devoted his 
energies — no doubt without Goldwater's 
knowledge—to. searching for homosex¬ 
uals on the White House staff. 

F.arlicr this year, Zoll was installed at 
Liberty Lobby headquarters by its found¬ 
er, Carto. The latter is more the fanatic, 
Zoll more the opportunist. Carto, for ex¬ 
ample, published the book, htfperhim, 
which can best be described as a modern 
Mein Kantpf. It was written by a young 
man named Francis Yockey, who pre¬ 
sented the philosophy of a new nazism. 
Yockey committed suicide in the San 
Francisco County jail a day after Carto 
t ailed on him. In a passionate introduc¬ 
tion to Yockey's book, Carto proclaimed, 
in effect, that he # was picking up the 
torch. ‘He has also declared in letters, 
made available to pafade, that the de¬ 
feat of Adolf Hitler was a tragedy for 
civilization. Our opposition to Hitler 
allowed an international Jewish take¬ 
over, Carto wrote, adding: "How could 

have been so blind?" 

Carto and Zoll have frequendy pre¬ 
tended to be legitimate conservatives, 
dius have hurt worthwhile conservative 
causes. They helped die campaign 
against the Russian consular treaty this 
year. Their latest lobbying effort is an 
attempt to block Senate confirmation of 
die Panama Canal treaty. These appear, 
however, to be merely exercises in politi¬ 
cal power, experiments in the manipula¬ 
tion of political pressure. (Though the 
Liberty Lobby professes to be anti-Com- 
munist, it has followed the Communist- 
Arab line on the Middle East crisis.) 

Zoll operates out of an office on the 
third‘floor of die Liberty % Lobby's old 
brownstnne building. When he is there, 
he keeps the door of the fire escape open. 
The exact nature of his duties is a close- . 
ly guarded secret, but he acts as an ex¬ 
pediter. Carto used Zoll recendy, for 
example, as an emissary to Texas oil 
billionaire II. L. Hunt. 

The liberty Lobby, whose policy 
board reads like "Who's Who in the - 
Right Wing," has issued stTidcnt propa¬ 
ganda attacking Republican leaders. 
However, it has called upon extremists 
not to desert the GOP but to fight for con¬ 
trol. "A party-within-a-party should be 
built in every state where control of the 
GOP is not already in conservative 
[meaning right-wing] hands,” urges a 
Liberty Lobby memo. 

Sometimes the paranoia reaches ab¬ 
surdity with epithets like the Liberty 
Lobby's reference to "Political Zionist 
planners for absolute rule via one world " 
government.” Beneath the surface is a 
witches' brew of hatred against minori- 
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Congressmen endorsing Liberty Lobby include Reps. Otto Passman (D., La.), left; James

ties and a belief in neo-nazism. Seldom 
is It spoken; most of it is subliminal. 
Attacks are directed at "wrong" thinkers 
rather than '‘wrong" races, but disclaim' 
ers of prejudice invariably reek of 
malevolence. 

Through the Liberty Lobby, Carto and 
Zoll have lined up. members of Congress 
to push their projects. Like the ultra- 
liberals of.the 1930's who allowed their 
names to be used by Communist front 
groups, some ultnnronservatives are 
now permitting their names to be used 
to give respectability to Carto, ZoJI & 
Co. Three congressmen—Albert Wat¬ 
son (*.. S.C.), James Uft (R, Calif.), 
and Otto Passman (D., La.) — have 
mailed out letters urging subscription to 
the Liberty Lobby's newsletter. Wahion 
wrote that subscriptions to “Liberty Let-, 
ter," was "a good way to keep abreast of 
these perilous times on Capitol Hill." 

Letter-writing brigade 

Utt^s administrative assistant, Phil 
Brannun, actually drew part time pay 
from the Liberty Lobby at the same time 
he was on the congressional payroll. 
Wrote Utt: "Liberty Lobby consistently 
works in the halls of Congress to'oppose 
the international socialist takeover; Its 
50,000 conservative activists form a let¬ 
ter-writing brigade which has already 
made its influence felt in votes." 

A more cautious letter was written by 
Passman, who declared: "I am. not a 
member or supporter of the Liberty Lob¬ 
by, but I like some of the things they 
stand for. TKis is the first time in my 18 
years in Congress that f have recom¬ 
mended that anybody subscribe to any 
thing." Liberty Lobby has also bestowed 
its "Statesman of the Republic" awards 
on Reps. E. Y. Berry (R.. S.D.), W. J. 
Bryan Dorn (D., S.C.), John Dowdy 
(D., Tex.), Joe Waggonner Jr. (D-, 


La,), John Bell Williams (D., Miss.), 
and Utt. All accepted cheerfully. 

If the Liberty Lobby needs a speaker, 
patron or patsy, Carlo and Zoll usually 
tan find.one lit the halls of Congress. 
The featured speakers ai a Liberty Lob¬ 
by rally earlier this vear were Reps. John 
Rr * baric k-TD^-l^TrahiT Watson.-- ‘ 

When pahaoe finally located Zoll, 
he refused at first to answer questions. 
He Was finally coaxed out from behind 
his lady friend's door with the promise 
that his picture wouldn't be taken. 
(Later, as he warmed up. he agreed to 
pose — the first time since the news¬ 
papers snapped him as a 35-year-old 
rjibbfe rouscr.) He claimed that his 
American Patriots, Inc. had been placed 
on the subversive list by a pro-Commu- 
nist assistant attorney general. "I was 
in the American.Army in World War I, 
and I joined the Canadian Army in 
World War II," he said as evidence of 
his patriotism. "I wasn’t drafted. I was 
overage.” 

Although he admitted that his mar¬ 
riage to the-millionairu.Genevieve Tillar 
had bt:en.mnull£d 6ifgrounds of fraud, 
he protested this was a "mistake." He 
pleaded: "I didn't take advantage." As 
for the other charges, he dismissed them 
a/I as part of the campaign against him 
because of his anti communism. Asked 
why he had supported the communist 
position in the Middle East, he claimed 
the Liberty Lobby’s policies were dictated 
by Carto. 

Over the years, Carto has made an 
effort to keep the wildest-eyed of his 
supporters carefully hidden in the back¬ 
ground. He has not taken these precau¬ 
tions, however, with Zoll, who stays close 
to Liberty Lobby headquarters. At long 
last, it seems Zoll may have found a 
home—and he's bigger than ever in the 
bigotry business.

An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont," 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina ^ reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as 
the United White Party." According to the article, the 
party was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, at which many -klansmen were represented.

I An important "Conference of 
Conservatives” Is to be held 
j in Washington this winter to 
celebrate the promised victo¬ 
ries of Ronald Reagan in Cali¬ 
fornia, Lurleen Wallace in 
Alabama, Brig Gen. Harrison 
Thyng in .

Even though no nation in the world has enough military and 
economic power to attack America, Lyndon Johnson is planning 
to use the threat of war to clamp a total dictatorship over 
the Nation! 

The latest proof of the President's intentions came.on October 
11, in the form of a new "Executive Order” (Number 11310), in 
which the next Attorney General of the United States (to be 
identified after the election?) is ordered to prepare the detailed 
“legal" plan for a Presidential takeover of the Nation “with 
—respect t« a!! conditions of national emergency, including (but 
not limited to) an attack on the United States.” 

The mechanical details of the Presidential power-seizure have 
already been perfected, under the terms of previous Executive 
Orders (see Page 4). The head of each department and agency 
has a complete plan for controlling his sector of the economy. 

For example, recent reference to the existence of secretly- 
printed ration coupons should come as no surprise to anyone 
aware of Executive Order 10998; Section 3(c) of which orders 
ihe Secretary of Agriculture to “Develop priorities, allocations 
and distribution control systems and related plans to insure 
that available food resources are properly apportioned . . .” 

The most recent Executive Order is designed’to pave the way 
for actually implementing the plans resulting from the earlier 
orders. It instructs the Attorney General (whoever he may be) 
to be ready to provide • . 

... as appropriate, liaison' with and guidance and assistance to the 
various divisions of State and local government, and maintain liaison 
with the Federal judicial system and the United States Congress as 
hereinafter set forth. 

In addition, the Attorney .General, as .the Nation’s leading 
jail-keeper, is ordered under Section 3(b) of the Order to 

Develop emergency plans and procedures for the custody and protection 
of prisoners and . . . the uss of prison hospitals and laboratory facilities, 
for the continued availabilitv of prison-industry products, and for the 
development of. prisonor skills to appropriately ..augment the total 

. supply of manpower. . . . 

Other assignments of the Attorney General under the new 
'Executive Order bear such" exotic titles as: “Section 2(e) Alien 
control and control of entry and departure,” under which section 
he is assigned “Increased surveillance of the borders to pre¬ 
clude prohibited crossings by persons” (in which direction?)— 
and “Section 3(c) Identification and location of persons”—to be 
carried out in cooperation with the Department of Health, Edu¬ 
cation and Welfare, keeper of the Social Security tax records. 

The President can put these Executive Orders into effect 
only in a state of “emergency.” Little known to the public, 
however, is the fact''that'a so-called “emergency” has been 
declared, and is still in effect, from the Korean War. It is 
high time to end that “emergency,” and make it .clear that 
only an attack on the soil of the .United States would justify 
such dictatorial powers for the. President.

They left behind them production of a 
goodly amount of legislation but not any¬ 
thing approaching the massive record of 
the outlandish 1965 session. 

LIBERTY LOBBY kept a watchful eye 
on the goings-on and presented oral testi¬ 
mony before Senate and House Commit¬ 
tees 13 times as well as filing 2 formal 
statements for the official records of 
Committees. 

Views were presented on: Atlantic 
Union Treaty before Senate and House 
Committees in opposition to enactment; 
position upheld—no action taken. 

Elementary and Secondary Education 
and Higher Education Assistance; urged 
Senate and House Committees to avoid 
expansion; partial victory. 

Foreign Aid Authorizations before Sen¬ 
ate and House Committees; (see below./ 
Also on Foreign Aid Appropriations. 

Foreign Travel Restrictions before Sen¬ 
ate Internal Security Subcommittee; urged 
•restrictions; legislation died. 

Civil Rights Act of I960 before Senate 
and House Committees; urged rejection; 
legislation killed in Senate.. 

Unemployment Insurance Amendments 
of 1DGG before Senate Committee; urged 
Committee to uphold House stand against 
any extension of Federal control; con¬ 
ferees failed to agree, resulting in death 
of legislation due to unyielding House. 

School 1’raycr Amendment before Sen¬ 
ate Committee; urged adoption; failed of 
passage hut due to be revived In 1967. 
(See belmo.) 

Tnilh-in-Packaglrig before House Com¬ 
mittee; against, further Federal con tic is;. 
House called for industry voluntary action 
rather than Senate-approved mandatory 
Federal control; Senate yielded to House 
stand. 

Food For Freedom before House Com¬ 
mittee; urged ban on sales to Red Bloc 
nations, which House adopted but Senate 
softened; compromise reached.

Washington, September 23 (LLNS)— 
LIBERTY LOEBY announced today a 
change 0 / location and dates for the Na¬ 
tional Convention of Conservatives pre¬ 
viously planned for November, The Con¬ 
vention has been rescheduled for January 
6 and 7, the week that the new 90th Con¬ 
gress convenes in Washington. 

The purpose of the Convention, which 
will' be opened to all Conservatives, will 
be to assess the results of the 1966 elec¬ 
tions and plan the course of action for 
the Conservative movement for the next 
two years. 

Originally to be located in a smaller 
hotel, enthusiasm for the Convention 
proved to be so great that it had to be 
relocated in the Sheraton-Paik Hotel, 
equipped to handle Washington’s largest 
conventions, thus bringing about the 
change in dates. 

According to LIBERTY LOBBY’S Ex¬ 
ecutive Secretary, W. B. Hicks, Jr., the 
new dates will allow more Conservative 
organizations to plan on attending or 
sending delegates, as well as providing 
the necessary extra space for what prom¬ 
ises to be the kick-off, to a new era of 
unified Conservative political action in 
the years ahead.

Foreign Travel Restrictions: S- 3243, to

DEMONSTRATION CITIES BILL 


On August 29 we rushed out a very 
important Emergency Liberty Letter to 
all subscribers regarding (he so-called 
“Demonstration Cities" Bill. The mailing 
went out by first class mail and was 
delivered everywhere in a few days. 

What a response! Some congressional 
offices were buried in wires, mail and 
petitions.

.. You have often said that you are President "of all the people,” and have received deserved ac¬ 
claim even from your political enemies for your.great ability to inspire different points of view to 
"reason together" until a consensus of opinion and*action can be found. During your tenure, the 
White House has been a meeting ground for many types of interest groups and organizations,, and 
you have often traveled to other cities in order to meet with, or speak to various special-interests.. 

However, there is an interest which has not been represented in these many conferences you' 
have had except as a byproduct and that is the interest of the voters and citizens who supply the 
money and sons to keep your’Great Society alive. These Americans have no. special-interest axe 
to grind. They do not desire any special favor from their government. They do not demand any 
handouts of government, contract's. Their only concern is for the national well-being, and for the 
broad welfare of the citizenry in this, our Constitutional Republic. .. 

. The purpose of this letter is to respectfully request that you grant an interview with a delega¬ 
tion of five persons representing these people, and that you discuss with them some of the great 
issues of the day. ” . *"• ' • • • , <" 

Neither delegation nor agenda are to be selected by myself or by LIBERTY LOBBY, for we are

Probably the strongest evidence of the Communist character of the 
International Juridical Association is to be found in the records of the 
persons who compose the organization’s national committee. Among 
these persons, we find a substantial nucleus of publicly-avowed or 
provable members of the Communist Party. At the beginning of this 
study, thcieforc, we cite a portion of the Communist records of these 
persons. Subsequently, a sketch of the organization's history and 
policies will add confirming evidence of its Communist character.

Jo)m P. Davis is also a member of the national committee of the 
International Juridical Association. Davis denies that he is a mem¬ 
ber of the Communist Party, but ihe committee has beard competent 
testimony which disposes of his denial as one of the many eases in 
which persons hold their party membership secret. Whatever the 
facts may be regarding Davis’ membership in the Communist Party, 
there is no doubt whatever about his extensive activities in the front 
, organizations of th.c party. These activities and connections arc 
matters of public record. Davis is the national executive secretary 
of the National Negro Congress, an organization which the committee 
found unanimously should be- placed in the category of ihe Communist 
Party's fronts. Furthermore, Davis was active in the American Peace 
Mobilization as a member of that Communist front’s national com¬ 
mittee. llis other Communist front connections include affiliation 
with the following: The American League for Peace and Democracy, 
the American Youth Congress, the Citizens' Committee to Free Earl 
Browder, the International Labor Defense, the International Workers 
Order, and the Workers Alliance. 

communist party nucleus in international juridical 
association 

Up to this point, we have named 7 members of the national 
committee of the International Juridical Association concerning 
whose membership in the Communist Party there is definite proof. 

Even if there were not yet others who belong in the category of Com¬ 
munist .sympathizers or fellow travelers, these 7 would constitute a 
very sizable nucleus of Communist Party members on a national 
committee which numbers 61 members. It is rare in recent Com¬ 
munist strategy to find any Communist front organization with as 
many as 10 percent provable Communist Party members on its 
highest governing body. The national committee of the'Amcrican 
Peace Mobilization, for example, had S3 members. Only 1 of the 
S3 was a publicly avowed member of the Communist Party and 6 
others could be charged with party membership"on substantial evi¬ 
dence. Yet there is probably no one today who would deny tbs', 
the American Peace Mobilization was a completely Communist 
organization. 

In addition to the relatively small nucleus of Communist Party 
members and the much larger group of Communist sympathizers or 
fellow travelers, there are always, or usually always, some individuals 
found in a Communist front organization—even on its highest govern¬ 
ing board—who are distinctly not party members or fellow travelers. 

It is a typical Communist device to point on: these non-Communists 
and nonsympaihizcrs os proof that the organization is not Com¬ 
munist-controlled. This is the argument used by those who for one 
reason or another deny that the International Juridical Association 
is a Communist organization. ' 

The seven Communist leaders of the International Juridical Asso¬ 
ciation who have been discussed already do not by any means txhaosj 
the list of those in the organization who have impressive records of 
Communist affiliations. Other fellow travelers (some of whom may 
be secret parly members) require our consideration.

Meanwhile, the Mafia is busy laying plans to cash in on 
the booming “hot gun" black market that is certain to keep the 
criminals of the Nation well-armed. Aside from the profit-making 
angles in "hot" unregistered guns, there are advantages to a 
professional killer in using a stolen gun that is in fact registered 
to an innocent citizen about to become a suspect in a murder 
case. Crooked cops will be able to sell gun-registration lists to 
the mobs at premium prices. 

For the small-time crook, there is the pleasure of 
knowing that his potential victims have been made less 
able to cope with him as a result of stringent gun-control 
laws. It all adds up to a big boost for crime in America 
all in the name of "fighting” crime. 

Economist Alan S. Krug of Pennsylvania State University 
has published a statistical study of crime and gun laws that 
concludes with the finding that there “is no statistically sig¬ 
nificant difference in crime rates between States that have fire¬ 
arms licensing laws and those that do not." On the other hand, 
there is obviously a restraining effect on crime in localities that 
have promoted and encouraged the possession of guns by private 
citizens. 

Following a series of rapes in Orlando, Florida, 6000 
women were taught to shoot by the local police depart¬ 
ment. In two years, Orlando’s crime rate fell off by 
9.5%, at a time when the national rate increased 16% 
and other large Florida cities were suffering a 20% 
increase in crime. 

Detroit grocery holdups showed "a sharp reduction" after 
a grocers' organization began conducting gun clinics, and in 
Highland Park, Michigan, the police chief credited "gun-toting 
merchants" for the fact that no store had been robbed over a 
three month period in that city. It is clear that criminals fear 
the possession of guns by the people. Why, then, should politi¬ 
cians exhibit the same reaction? 

If the American people are as concerned as they should be 
by the current breakdown in law and order, they had better get 
busy at letting their congressmen and senators know about it, 
before the nationwide hysteria about guns results in disaster;

SICK, SICK, SICK 

If we’ve heard it once during the past 
weeks, we’ve heard it a hundred times, 
From every liberal in the land, whether he 
be a politician, preacher, columnist, or 
just a garden variety type of liberal. In 
perfect unison they chant.

Out of the mystery 
surrounding the disup- 
pcarance of the nu¬ 
clear submarine Scor¬ 
pion comes an interest¬ 
ing report which has been suppressed by 
the Department of Defense and those con¬ 
ducting a Naval court of inquiry. Even the 
national press has not published this 
report. 

This inside report, related by navy men, 
states that a member of the missing crew 
wrote a letter to his mother which was 
mailed from the lost ship’s last port of 
call by a crew member who left the sub¬ 
marine at the port. 

According 'to - - this" report,- the- crew 
member wrote his mother that a Russian 
destroyer had been following the nuclear 
submarine for five days and the American 
sub had been unable to shake off the 
Communist electronic charting of the 
American.' vessel’s journey. It is further 
reported that the Scorpion had been taken 
off its planned course to pursue a secret 
assignment. 

The Navy admits unofficially the possi¬ 
bility that the Scorpion was playing a dan¬ 
gerous game with a Russian submarine at 
about the time the Scorpion vanished. 

Records of the court of inquiry indicate 
the Scorpion was 27 miles off her normal 
homebound route south of the Azores. 
Further credence is given to the theory 
that the Scorpion was destroyed by a 
Communist weapon by the refusal of Rear 
Admiral Arnold F, Schade, commander 
of the Atlantic Fleet submarines, to dis¬ 
cuss the possible presence of Soviet fleet 
ships or Red subs in the area where the 
Navy lost contact with the Scorpion. 

__ The disappearance of the_Scorpion 
takes on a more ominous color when we 
recall the mysterious loss in the past few 
months of both a French and an Israeli 
submarine. Strangely, each of these subs 
disappeared in an area within less than 
one day’s striking distance of the Com¬ 
munist sub base at Alhucemas, N. Africa.

The Francis Parker Yockey 
Movement was formed after 
his suicide by the last man to 
see him alive, Willis A. Carto, 
founder of the Liberty Lobby, 
who has written that the 
United States made a mistake 
in going to war against Hit¬ 
ler. 

Carto published Imperium 
and, in a forward, he pro¬ 
claimed his own strategy with 
startling candor. 

"Those who are to save the 
West." he wrote, "must real¬ 


ize at the outset that only part 
of it can be saved; that much 
must be sacrificed and that 
the resulting structure will be 
different from the past... 

"And although our job is to 
rebuild, we must not lose sight 
of the reality, for we cannot 
rebuild until we have cap¬ 
tured. Political power is the 
essential criterion, not wishes 
or windbags, and to the goal of 
political power all else must 
be temporarily sacrificed;" 

Carto’s secret quest for po¬ 
litical power has had astonish¬ 
ing success.

WAR TO SAVE ISRAEL? Number 73 

The present explosive situation in the Middle East is rapidly moving toward all-out 
war, with the United States standing in grave danger of becoming militarily involved. 
The reason for this threat to our peace and national security lies in the consistent¬ 
ly pro-Israel policy followed by every recent Administration, in response to intense 
Zionist political and economic pressure. Invariably, domestic political considera¬ 
tions have been put ahead of American national security! 

Americans deeply concerned about the course of events in the Middle East were cau¬ 
tiously hopeful that the new Nixon Administration would work for at least the start 
of a constructive change in our policy toward that part of the world. While on a 
•Middle Eastern fact-finding tour for President Nixon, former Pennsylvania governor 
William Scranton promised a "more evenhanded'' Middle Eastern policy. He stated, 

"The United States must take into consideration the feelings of all persons and- 
countries in the Middle East and not necessarily one country over another." 

Only hours after this sensible statement was made, Nixon, as reported by liberal 
columnists Rowland Evans and Robert Novak, "was forced by domestic politics to give 
a leg up to Israel," It was hastily announced that Scranton was speaking only for 
himself, and Nixon, breaking a self-imposed ban on meeting with foreign leaders be¬ 
fore his inauguration, set up a private meeting with Israeli warlord Moshe Dayan, 
Evans and Novak point out, "The reaction of the Jewish community and Republican 
politicians to Scranton's appeal had forced Nixon to take an action quite the oppo¬ 
site of 'evenhanded 

HEADING TOWARD DISASTER 

The above incident is only the latest demonstration that American interests do not 
govern American policy toward the Middle East. (For the background of the Zionist 
movement, and its immense financial and political power, see Liberty Lowdown #5h, 
August 1967), The present Administration seems determined to continue basing its 
policy on an imagined responsibility to guarantee not only Israel's continued exis¬ 
tence, but also its retention of the Arab territory conquered in 1967. And this 
policy is carrying the United States perilously close to full scale war. 

If the Administration is really aware of the consequences of its policy, and is 
determined to wage war to save Israel, it can go about doing so in several differ¬ 
ent ways. All of them would be disastrous to the future national security, and

to American shipping, and the Soviet Union has the clear ability to keep the Suez 
Canal closed. An air war over Europe and North Africa would become a certainty. 

The United States, at that point, would be faced with the choice of abject sur¬ 
render, losing not only the Middle East but also our ability to function as a world 
super power, or the launching of an all-out nuclear war with the Soviet Union. 

This is a choice we must not be forced to make!

In spite of the close collaboration between Zionism and Communism over the entire 
history of the Zionist movement, Zionist propaganda is selling Israel to the Ameri¬ 
can people as an anti-Communist bastion, which we have the duty to defend. All too 
often, they are abetted by well meaning, if uninformed, anti-Communists. In fact, 
Israel was established by East European Communists and Socialists, with the Soviet 
Union playing the largest part in securing United Nations recognition of its inde¬ 
pendence. Israel has the only legal Communist Party in the Middle East. The only 
reason for Israel's present opposition to the Soviet Union is that the Communists, 
in order to inflict a major defeat on the United States, have temporarily found it 
to their advantage to turn on Israel. 


The. South African Jewish Times (Feb. 25, 1968) disclosed the outline of a secret 
agreement between Soviet and Israeli Communists, ignored by the American press. 

The Times reported: "...To a certain extent this gesture was prompted by a desire 
to show Nasser that Soviet leaders understand and appreciate the situation in Is¬ 
rael, where the Communist Party is officially represented in Parliament, has its 
own press, and may criticise if not influence Government policy. Hence the Israeli 
Communists were treated as real friends and people of importance." The-Soviets, 
in spite of this affinity with Israel, have taken advantage of the politically- 
motivated American policy of gross favoritism toward Israel to achieve their long¬ 
time goal of becoming a major Middle Eastern and Mediterranean military and naval 
power. 


The true nature of Soviet Middle Eastern strategy was best explained by Sir John 
Glubb, a leading British expert on the area, writing after the 1967 war: 

"I suggest that the Russian plan had two objectives: (l) To cause the United 
States to come out irretrievably on the side of Israel, the minute she was threat¬ 
ened.,.. (2) To lure the Arabs into a catastrophic defeat, when the United States 
and Britain were already committed to Israel. 

"The achievement of these two objectives would convince the Arab states of the 
hopelessness of their struggle against Israel and of the complete commitment of 
Britain and America to the Israeli cause. It would then be obvious that the only 
hope for the Arabs was to throw themselves unreservedly into the arms of Russia.... 

"Everything went perfectly according to the Soviet plan. As soon as Nasser's atti¬ 
tude became threatening, the United States fell into the trap, closely followed by

There are quite a number of people besides myself who are also inter, 
ested. It is our understanding that the FBI does investigate organ¬ 
izations which advocate and promote the overthrow of our government. 
And it is also our understanding that it is our right as citizens of 
this great nation, to be permitted to ask questions and receive ans¬ 
wers to our questions from the FBI, at least in this case. 


Our question is obvious. Do we subscribe to and support an organiz¬ 
ation which intends to overthrow our government? If the answer is yes 
an explanation would be greatly appreciated.

Neo-Nazi Movement Said Tfciving Here \

WASHINGTON - This col¬ 
umn has now penetrated the 
Mafia-like secrecy of a 
sinister, neo-Nazi movement 
that seeks to overthrow,the U. 
S. government. Already it 
directs a n $850,000-a-year 
lobbying campaign on Capitol 
Hill, publishes one o f 
America’s famous old 
magazines, operates a 
publishing house, controls a 
dozen front organizations and 
last year handed out $90,000 to 
1 candidates for Congress. . 

Members of this organiza- 
tion are not- goose-stepping 
1 Storm Troopers like the late 
] George Lincoln- Rockwell’s 
I motley misfits, but doctors, 

I lawyers, writers and 
businessmen from America’s 
upper middle class. They 
belong to secret cells, where 
they are known only by code 
j names. 

They call their sub- 
' terranean society the Francis 
! Parker Yockey Movement, 
named for a neo-Nazi 
; philosopher who committed 
suicide in a San Francisco jail 
cell in 1960. But they take 
their credo, as Yockey did, 
from Adolf Hitler whose 
birthday they plan t o- 
celebrate with secret rites on 
Sunday. 

THEY SING THE old Nazi 
songs, board Nazi war relics 
and display the swastika at 
their meetings. Their slogan: 
“Was mich raicht umbringt, 
macht mich starker.” 
Translated, this means, 
“What does not destroy me 
makes me stronger.” 

They seek the overthrow of 
democracy in the United 
States, the unification of 
Western Europe under a neo- 
Nazi dictatorship and an 
Armageddon with Russia, 
.'fust as Hitler boldly set forth 


his aims in “Mein Kampf,” 
Yockey outlined his strategy 
for resurrecting Naziism in a 
pseudo-philosophical book 
called “Impmum.” This has 
become the Mein Kampf of 
the new movement. 

Yockey declared in his 'book 
that a massive attack upon 
Russia across the plains of 
Europe was the “only solu¬ 
tion.” 

“There is no other,” he 
stressed. _ ,. 

, THIS MUST BE preceded, 
however, toy “the complete 
cleansing of the Western soul 
from every form , of 
materialism, from ra¬ 
tionalism, equality, social 
chaos, communism, I 
liberalism, leftism, of every 
variety of money-worship,!

trade, nationalism, 
parliamentarism, feminism,

Yockey concluded: ‘“fhe 
soil of Europe, rendered 
sacred by the streams of 
blood which have made it 
spiritually fertile for a 
millennium, will once again 
stream with blood until the; 
barbarians (Russians) and' 
distorters (Jews) have been 
driven out.” 

The Francis Parker Yockey, 
Movement was formed after 
his suicide by the last man to 
see him alive, Willis A. Carlo, 
founder of the Liberty Lobby, 
who has written that the 
United States made a mistake 
in going to war against Hitler.

Results of interviews should be submitted by letterhead 
memorandum and no investigation, other than the initial interview, should 
be conducted without snecific instruction from the Bureau. 


NOTE: This is based on memorandum Mr. DeLoach to Mr. Tolson, dated 
5-1-69. Data concerning the National Youth Alliance is contained in 
157-12589. This organization, headquartered in Washington, D. C. , 
allegedly has as its aims and purposes ’’the opposing of the use of drugs 
on college campuses; the neutralization of Black Power; the preserving 
of Western civilization; and the expulsion of communists from college 
campuses. ” Bureau letter dated March 5, 1969, instructed activities of 
the National Youth Alliance be followed through established sources only.

White House aides have acknowl¬ 
edged to liberal Republican sena¬ 
tors that President Nixon now 
realizes his appointment of Otto 
Otepka to the Subversive Activities 
Control Board was a mistake. 

He can't withdraw it, however, 
without arousing the wrath of the 
right wing, which can be both vocal 
and vicious. He also can't afford to 
offend Otepka's two staunchest sup¬ 
porters in i ho Senate, GOP leader 
Everett, Dirkscn and Strom Thur¬ 
mond, both powers in the Republi¬ 
can party. ‘ 

Rather than face the abuse of the 
right wing, even such liberal Demo¬ 
crats as Sens. Birch Bayh of Indiana 
and Quentin Burdick of North. 
Dakota deserted Sen. Ted Kennedy! 
during the fight against Otepka^ 
inside the Senate Judiciary Commit¬ 
tee. The John Birch Society, Liberty 
Lobby and other extremist groups, 
have enough of a following in 
Indiana and North Dakota to mount 
a nasty smear campaign. 

Aides have explained that the 
President was really. looking for a 
safe place to put Otepka out to 
pasture. He felt that the Subversive 
Activities Control Board, whose 
name would impress the right wing 
but whose power, has been severely 
restricted by the Supreme Court, 
was.ideally suited for Otepka. 


The rabble-rousers of the right, 
however, have other plans for the 
SACB. They have now launched a 
drive to put all security investiga¬ 
tions under the SACB and to make 
Otepka the government's anti-sub-' 
versive czar. 

"The proposed Internal Security 
Act of 19G9, now pending in the 
Senate, would set up a central 
security agency for all agencies of 
government, under the control of 
SACB," Thurmond has explained. 
"If this legislation passes, Mr. Otep¬ 
ka will once again deal with security 
evaluation, not only for the .State 
Department, but for the whole of 
government." 

• Yet the man who would guard the 
nation against subversives has indi¬ 
cated that he doesn't know the 
difference between a patriot and a 
Nazi. Tn an interview with World 
Wide Features, Otepka called the 
Liberty Lobby "patriotic" and the 
man who runs it, Willis Carlo, a 


defender of "the fine traditions of 
American life." 

World Wide's Washington bureau 
chief, Joe Trento, questioned Otepka 
about our expose of Liberty Lobby 
as a Nazi front. 

"Liberty Lobby is a respectable 
organization — patriotic," replied 
Otepka. "Willis Carto is no Nazi, lie 
believes in the fine traditions of 
American life." 

Significantly, Liberty Lobby has 
led the campaign to reinstate Otepka 
ever since he was filed from the 
State Department for slipping classi¬ 
fied documents to Sen. Tom Dodd.

Along 
with these there are numerous 
clippings, pamphlets and newspa¬ 
pers all centering around the 'racial 
question.' Privately, the box is. 
marked, 'civil right, personal.' 

"From the enclosed, you see what 1 
think to be an indication of fraud, 
i.o.r the usage of Liberty Lobby by 
this .man to advance his own 
theories, those of National Socialism 
(Naziism)." 

Subsequently, we got hold of these 
letters and, published .excerpts in 
October, 1065. In a typical letter, 
Carto expressed his admiration for 
Adulf Hitler and described Hitler's 
defeat in World War II as "the 
•defeat of Europe and America." 

"How could" wc have been so 
blind?" wrote Carto. "The blame, it 
seems, must be laid at the door of 
the international Jews." 

Yet this is the man whom Otepka 
has praised as a defender of Ameri¬ 
can traditions.

His political machinery is centered 
around Liberty Lobby, the big-spend¬ 
ing, right-wing political action organi¬ 
zation he founded. He recently gained 
control of the former Youth for Wal¬ 
lace organization, which campaigned 
in 1961] for George Wallace and sur¬ 
vives today as the National Youth 
Alliance. American Mercury maga¬ 
zine, cofounded by the late H. L. 
Mencken, is now a Carto propaganda 
organ. Through the Noontide Press in 
Sausalito, California, Carto publishes 
books which mock the Jews and extol 
Aryan culture. He puls out two widely 
circulated newsletters, the Washington 
Observer and Liberty Lowdown. And 
he has set up more than a dozen fronts, 
including the First Bible Baptist 
Church of Rockville, Maryland, in the 
Washington suburbs. His political and 
propaganda operations, which he con¬ 
trols through their purse strings, spend 
over a million dollars a year. 

The late Ceorge Lincoln Rockwell, 
founder of the American Nazi Party,

The 
total membership of-Carlo’s , various 
organizations has been estimated as 
high as 250,000, and includes prosper¬ 
ous, business and professional men. 

Most of them believe they’re sup¬ 
porting. conservative or right-wing 
causes. But the real insiders in Carto’s 
apparatus belong to an explicitly Nazi 
group called the Francis Parker 
Yockey Movement. Named after an 
American follower of Hiller-who com¬ 
mitted suicide in 1960, the Movement 
amounts to an underground which 
controls the other fronts and whose 
members flaunt swastikas, sing Nazi 
songs and quote Nazi slogans. Carlo’s - 
private records, filched from his files 
by a researcher, list eight senators and 
representatives as members of this 
neo-Nazi cult. 

Carto’s power, to a; great degree: 
stems from his generosity to the men . 
on Capitol Hill. Last year he dis- 
li ibuted $90,000 to congressional can¬ 
didates. He also furnished research 
and speeches for a dozen members of 
Congress, including almost- all of the < 
South-Carolina delegation .yy 

Rep. James Utt (R-Calif.) serves cin‘/ 
the executive board of Carto’s Liberty 
Lobby and admiringly describes Carlo 
as “one of the movers of Ainerij-a.” 

Carto’s plot to seize power is ex¬ 
quisitely detailed. He has set up his 
machinery in a classic manner, with 
his organs of propaganda; a nation- i 
wide political structure, fat cats’ to 
feed the treasury and political insiders 
to serve his interests. His quest comes • 
complete with' easily identified en¬ 
emies. The problems of our civiliza¬ 
tion, he tells his intimates, are the 
fault of Jews and Negroes. 

Carto is counting upon conserva¬ 
tives, in their frustration with current 
national prohierns, to turn to his ex¬ 
treme solutions. He is impatient with 
the “dainty combatants” who 'shy 
away from the extremist label. “Those 
who are to save the West,” Carto has 
written, “must realize at the outset that 
only part of it can be saved; that much 
must be sacrificed and that the result¬ 
ing structure will be different from the 
past. . : . And although our job is to 
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rebuild, we must not lose sight of the 
, reality, for we cannot rebuild until we- 
have captured. Political power is the 
essential criterion, not-wishes or wind¬ 
bags, arid to the goal of political power 
all else must be temporarily sacri- 
■ficed.” ... 

C arto has taken his philosophy as 
well as the name of his under¬ 
ground from Francis Parker 
Yockey, a small, brilliant but bitter 
man who. in death, has become the 
patron saint of America’s neo-Nazis 
and whose book Irnperium is to them 
what Meiu Kumpf was to Germany’s 
Nazis. Since Carto was strongly influ¬ 
enced by, Yockey—he even wrote an 
introduction to Irnperium —Yockcy's 
strange career is worth examining. 

Born in Chicago on September 18, 
1017, Yockcy’s intellectual.ability was 
recognized when he was in high 
school, and he had no difficulty in be¬ 
ing accepted in a great many colleges. 
He began at the University of Michi¬ 
gan. moved to Georgetown Universi¬ 
ty’s School of Foreign Service for his 
undergraduate degree, then on to the 
University -of Arizona and the law 
schools of Northwestern, De Paul and 
>Notre Dame, where he graduated cum 
' laude in-1941. 

I S 

The Army was waiting for him 
- when he picked up his diploma. Less 
than two years later—at a time when 
other men his age were preparing for 
the assault on Hitler’s Europe—he re¬ 
ceived' an honorable discharge on 
medicaT grounds. It carried the nota¬ 
tion: -‘‘Dementia praecox,, paranoid 

‘ype.” 

i After being freed from the Army, 
Yockey met and wed Alice McFarland. 
He fathered two daughters before the 
marriage ended in divorce. His wife 
later recalled the first years of their 
life together. “During World War II,” 
she said, “he was opposed to the 
United States fighting Germany. He 
felt that communism was the' big 
danger and that the war should have 
been with Russia.” 

Somewhere in his travels, Yockey 
had'read the works of Qswald Spen- 
gler, the German philosopher who had 
inspired Adolf Hitler. Like Hitler, 


Yockey'found a cause. He was always 
finding, however, that the world 
couldn’t keep in step with Kim. “He 
always had difficulty adjusting, most 
of all to adverse conditions,” his wife 
recalled. “He had a tendency to make 
things seem much worse than they 
really were. It would make him feel 
as if be had to run away from things." 

At the war’s end, he landed an ap¬ 
pointment as a minor assistant for the 
legal teams preparing the prosecution 
for the war crimes trials at Nurem¬ 
berg. He spent 11 months putting to¬ 
gether legal briefs and background •• 
reports for the Judge Advocate Gen¬ 
eral’s .office, but his papers reflected 
his pro-Nazi sympathies. Following 
ari angry confrontation with his su¬ 
periors, Yockey quit. 

He began drifting aimlessly. He. 
seethed over what he called the “hu-- 
milities” and “injustices” being cast, 
upon the survivors of the German 
war machine. He'found few listeners 
back in ' America, so he returned to 
Europe to associate with various radi¬ 
cal political groups. In late 1947 
Yockey retreated to Brittas Bay. Ire¬ 
land, where in six months’ time under 
the gray winter skies, he turned out 
his treatise Irnperium. using the pen 
name Ulick Varange. After much 
difficulty, Yockey got Irnperium pub¬ 
lished in two volumes in London. 

Presented' as a “dynamic philoso¬ 
phy of Cultural Vitalism,” Irnperium 
outlined Yockcy’s plan for the resur¬ 
rection of Nazism. He dedicated it to 
“the hero of the Second World War” 

-—referring, as becomes obvious .when 
tbe book is read, to Adolf Hitler. Like 
bis “hero,” Yockey believed in Arynn 
supremacy, autocratic ' government, 
forcible suppression of opposition and . 
severe regimentation. The ’ world’s 
woes, he felt, were due to the “interna¬ 
tional communist conspiracy” which 
was fostered and led by the “cultural 
distorters,” his euphemism for Jews. 

As Yockey saw it, the demise of 
democracy, the unification of Europe 
and the destruction of' the “barbari¬ 
ans” .(Russians) could be accom¬ 
plished only by “the complete cleans¬ 
ing of the Western soul from every 
form of materialism, from rational-

ism, equality, social chaos, commun¬ 
ism, liberalism, leftism, of every 
variety of money worship, democracy, 
finance-capitalism, the domination of 
trade, nationalism, parliamentarism, 
feminism, race sterility, weak ideals of 
‘happiness’ and the like.” 

“The soil of Europe,” Yockcy con¬ 
cluded in (he language of Armaged¬ 
don. “rendered sacred by the streams 
of blood which have made it spiritu¬ 
ally fertile for a millennium, will once 
again stream with blood until the 
barbarians and distorters have been 
driven out.” 

Yockcy's movements from 1949 
until 1960 are difficult to trace. Having 
been denied a renewal of his passport 
by the State Department and knowing 
he was under FBI scrutiny, he went 
underground. For the next 11 years, 
he traveled throughout Europe and, 
armed with fake passports, made fre¬ 
quent trips back to |the United States. 
He worked incessantly with fascist 
figures, such as Frederick Charles F. 
Weiss of the National Renaissance 
Party; H. Keith Thompson, a radical 
who flitted from left to right; the no¬ 
torious Gerald L. K. Smith of the 
Christian Nationalist Party—all based 
in the U.S.—plus German rightist 
Rudolph Aschenauer of Frankfurt. 

Yockey had no steady income and 
depended on irregular checks from 
fascist leaders. His correspondence in 
this dark period, particularly to Weiss, 
was laced with requests for money. 
Although supposedly a philosopher on 
a high intellectual plane, he had few 
scruples when it came to subsistence. 
For several years, according to in¬ 
vestigators’ reports, he lived off the 
earnings of a prostitute. Virginia 
Allen, whom he called his “wife,” 

Yockey made his last trip to the 
United States in June, 1960. When he 
arrived in Oakland, California, he 
found some of his baggage was miss¬ 
ing. He notified the airline, which 
located Yockey’s suitcase in Fort 
Worth, Texas. An airline employee 
opened it to identify the owner and 
discovered three passports—all with 
different names, all hearing Yockey’s 
photograph. 


FBI agents arrested Yockey and 
requested bail of $50,000, which is 10 ■ 
times the amount for a normal pass¬ 
port fraud. Commented one investiga¬ 
tor: "Yockey is as important a figure 
in world fascism as we now know.” 

Yockey’s own attorney, Carl Hoppe, 
questioned his client’s sanity. “I have 
talked with Mr. Yockey,” he said at I 
the arraignment, “and he. doesn’t be¬ 
have in a normal fashion. 1 don’t be¬ 
lieve he has all his senses.” 

“It’s a dirty trick!” Yockey 
screamed, and he spat on the floor. 
Composing himself, he added: “I must 
object to this. It comes as a complete 
surprise to me. I will have to dismiss 
my attorney.” 

M eanwhile, Alexander Scharf, 
in whose apartment Yockcy 
was arrested, mysteriously 
disappeared and then was located. He 
said that Yockey had told him: “You’ll 
be taken care of and* will meet the 
right people. I’m the top fascist in this 
world. There is nobody bigger than 
me.” 

For the next 10 days, Ycickey’s size 
diminished appreciably. He dismissed 
reporters, calling them “filthy swine.’j 
A jailbreak scheme was thwarted. H<‘| 
tried and failed to get a mysterious 
message to Cuba. Twice he threatened 
to commit suicide. Finally he carried 
out his threat. 

On Thursday night, June 16, 1960, 
Yockey yawned elaborately, then told 
his cellmate, “I’ll sleep through till 
morning.” He climbed into bed wear¬ 
ing underwear and black SS-type 
boots. 

Morning never came for Francis 
Parker Yockey. He was found dead, 
his hands folded neatly across his 
chest, his blanket pulled up to his chin. 
His mouth bore the telltale signs of 
cyanide poisoning; his lips were 
burned and lightly frothed. Even in 
death, he had emulated his Nazi 
heroes, Hermann Goering and Hein¬ 
rich Himmler, who had both cheated 
the gallows by swallowing cyanide. 
Yockey left behind a puzzling note: 
“I shall write no message, which I 
know will never be delivered—only 



ibis, which will be: You will never 
’ discover who helped me. for he is to 
he found in your own multitudinous 
ranks, at least outwardly.” 

Willis A. Carto, at that time an 
obscure right-wing fanatic, was the 
last person except for attorneys to visit 
Yockey in his cell. Carto was to be¬ 
come the next link in the neo-Nazi 
chain of hate. 

Carto was then executive director 
of “Liberty and Property," an ex¬ 
tremist organization which billed it¬ 
self as favoring “Constitution,” “Free¬ 
dom” and “Nationalism.” Liberty and 
Property published a monthly news¬ 
letter called Right. Two months after 
Yocky’s death, Carto used this publi¬ 
cation to eulogize the dead Nazi: 
“Frustrated and driven to despair, 
hounded and persecuted like a wild 
beast, deserted and ignored by the 
easy-living cowards for whom he had 
fought .so. hard—a great creative 
genius committed suicide in the San 
Francisco Cuunty Jail oil Thursday 
night, June 16.” 

The article went on to discuss 
Yockey’^ contribution to society: “Ini- 
perium is a book which will live a 
thousand years. It is a deeply spiritual 
\ study of the organic culture, viewed 
' from the standpoint of the necessity 
of Western survival. . .. His death has 
made Yockey a martyr to the ideas for 
which he sacrificed his entire life. . . . 
They will live on, rooted and nour¬ 
ished now in an ever-increasing num¬ 
ber of minds until the outcome of the 
final battle of the Western world either 
assures them of everlasting triumph 
or obliteration. . . . Let this noble life 
' be an example to inspire our nobility 
and his tragic death be a rebuke to 
our own cowardice and guilt. And let 
his watching spirit witness our per¬ 
petual and increased hostility towards 
the ‘inner enemy’, which, by killing 
Yockey, gives birth to a brighter fire 
of self-sacrifice for ourselves.” 

The man who was' driven to such 
despair over the death of an interna¬ 
tionally known Nazi, who promised 
that Yockey’s dreams would he 
realized, is today the treasurer and 
“owner” of the most powerful right- 
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wing lobbying organization in the 
United Stales. 

Carlo’s Liberty Lobby has served 
as a clearinghouse and rallying 
point for conservatives since it was 
organized in 1,957. It has attracted 
big names-—such as novelist Taylor 
Caldwell who was a member of the 
board of policy in 1965—and hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars each 
year. 'The vast majority undoubtedly 
believe their dollars are supporting 
legitimate conservative causes. But 
Liberty Lobby is, in actuality, a front 
for Willis Carto’s neo-Nazi activities. 
It provides him with the political 
power he seeks to undermine the 
American system. 

Willis Carto planned it that. way. 
Had it not been for a conscientious 
conservative named Jeremy Horne, 
Carto might still he regarded as just 
another right-wing extremist. Horne 
joiner! Liberty Lobby as a research 
director in April, 1966. Within 
months, he worked his way up to 
corresponding secretary and circula¬ 
tion manager for its numerous pub¬ 
lications. lie heard rumors around 
Liberty Lobby headquarters that 
Carto wasn’t the legitimate conserva¬ 
tive he tried to appear. 

A former editor at Liberty Lobby, 
Ken Lynn, told Horne that 
Carto had proven to be too far 
right of light, that he had been an ac¬ 
tive worker for the John Birch Society 
until director Robert Welch “found 
out about Carto’s anti-Semitic activi¬ 
ties and personally fired him.” Still 
Horne stayed on. doubting but not 
certain of his doubts. 

Then one day he was cleaning out 
a storeroom and found a box of letters 
and other papers. “It was marked 
‘Civil Rights—Personal,’ so I opened 
the hox and began to look at the let¬ 
ters,” Horne later said. It was the 
introduction to a nightmare. “1 saw a 
letter addressed to Norris Holt. I 
glanced it over and saw the reference 
to Hitler’s defeat as being the defeat 
of Europe and America, as well as a 
crude reference to Jews. All of this 
seemed to [Continued on page 121]

Horne had chanced upon Cano's sc- 
rei file of correspondence with other 
radicals of the same racist persuasion. Dis¬ 
traught by his discovery, Horne's imme¬ 
diate thought was to inform the Liberty 
l obby staff. Hitt he was not sure they 
would be sympathetic. He considered 
iiotilytug William Buckley or some other 
responsible conservative. Finally deciding 
die matter was too serious to permit tie - 1 
lay. lie wrote a long letter, dated August 
Vl. IMG. to FBI Director [. Edgar' 
Hoover He later held a three hour con¬ 
ference with FBI agent C. K. Class. 

-"After this." Horne said. "I thought 
some more about the possibility of the 
subscribers being defrauded. I knew that 
there was one columnist in town who 
would not mind exposing this outfit." He 
got .in touch with the late. Drew Pearson 
and, his partner IncU Anderson: the au¬ 
thors of. this- article worked with these 
columnists on their subsequent expose 
of Cano. Pearson and Anderson pub¬ 
lished excerpts from Carlo's letters, show¬ 
ing his pro-Nazi sympathies. 


■'There was. for example, .a mimeo- 
.graphed statement by Willis Garto: "The 1 
Airangcsi of all strange tilings and the 
imosi unfair of all unfair things brought 
'on-by Jewish control of American poli¬ 
tics concerns the alleged recipient oF 
buckets and buckets of hypocritical 
Jewish concern* and sympathy—the 
American Negro! 

"|ewish control over so-called ’Negro’ 
■organizations like the NAACP and the 
;lhh,!n League is so complete and has 
been identified so closely yet fraudulently 
I fit die public mind with the legitimate 
.aims and aspirations of the American 
(Negro di.it only a few white- Americans 
realize die truth about the fantastic 
trickery which brought this about. 

"Only a fesv Negroes arc genuinely in 
accord with the trouble-making policies 
of these two race-mixing organizations, ft 
is a sail, yet significant fact that both of 
these fraudulent outfits prosper by using - 
the brains of Jews, the money of Jews and 
duped white Christians' and the 'front' 
of faceless mulatto figureheads. But 
•hardly a Negro in the - lot!" 

I licensed at being discovered. Carlo 1 
brought two suits against Pearson and 
Anderson. One-was on behalf of Carlo's' 
front man, an ex-son in-law of Franklin 
Roosevelt, Curtis B. Dali whom the co- [ 
lumnists called "anti-Semitic." The other 
lawsuit charged that Pearson and Ander¬ 
son had used Carto's personal papers. In- 
both cases, the reporting team won, first 
in the U.S. * District Court, later in jhe 
U.S. Court of .Appeals. The Supreme 
Court refused to hear the cases, accepting 
the lower court's decision. 

The Cano file contained his cor¬ 
respondence with such figures as Robert 
15; Patterson, secretary of the White Citi¬ 
zens Council of Mississippi, Judge Tom 
Bratly of the Supreme Court of Missis¬ 
sippi, Archbishop C. C. Addison of the 
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African Universal Church in New Jersey, 
a leader in the Black Muslim movement, 
and Norris Holt, an extreme righbwing 
leader in Sausalito, California. 

I n a letter to Holt. Carlo wrote; 
"Please don't do anything to publicize 
the |C.R [Joint Council for Repatriation 
Of Negroes Back to Africa) yet. I want to 
keep it as quiet as possible until wc get a 
good, strong group behind -us.. To-come 
but prematurely might mean immediate 
smears and destruction by the J's. If there 
are some strong men behind us. they 
won't be able to do that. ... ' . 

• "There are 600 million Chinese and 
about 200 million Russians. Ail united in 
a determination to destroy the West. And 
wc have been so misled that we live in a 
'dream .'world—far away from reality. 
Hiller's defeat was the defeat of Europe. 
And America. 

“How could we have been so blind? 
The blame, it seems, must be laid at. the 
door of the international Jews. It was 
their propaganda, lies and demands 
which blinded the West as !o what Ger¬ 
many was doing. If Satan himself, with 
all the superhuman genius and diaboli¬ 
cal-ingenuity at his command, bail tried 
to create a permanent element of dis¬ 
integration and force for destruction of 
I he nations, he could have done no better 
than to invent the Jews." 

With tIonic's discovery and the Pear- 


son-Anderson exposd. the neo-Nazi credo 
and activities that Carto had kept so care 
fully hidden were blown wide open. His 
mysterious habits and strange behavior, 
noticed by Liberty Lobby employees in 
the past, now suddenly made sense. The 
pieces fell together and the picture be¬ 
came abundantly clear: Willis Carlo-was 
a dedicated Nazi. His strategy from tiie 
beginning had been to build up a strong 
political base by exploiting..legitimate 
conservatives, and to remain behind the 
scenes until he.had the opportunity to 
seize power. 

• * It all sounded a little mad and just 
a little impossible—perhaps even to 
Willis Carto. But Adolf ^Hitler had 
started in a Municlt beer ball; He was a 
nobody from nowhere until' certain 
Itotvcrful Ruhr industrial magnates 
threw their millions behind him. Why 
not Willis Carto? 

I n pursuit of his grand design, back 
when he was just a struggling stamp 
lickcr with a scheme, Carto went .about 
establishing a reputation • as an ultra- 
conservative wiLh nothing more seditious 
in mind than turning back the clock to 
the McKinley-Coolidge era. His right- 
wing publication Right was absorbed by 
another venture. Western Destiny. Then 
he look,.over the American Mercury. He 
became a regional vice-president and 
board member of "We, the People!" a

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far right organization founded in t!)55. 
During the 1956 Republican Convention 
in San Francisco, he set up a , "Coiisc*va 
live Republican Headquarters." His put 
pose was to prevent, lie said, "the good 
possibility iliut Ike planned to withdraw 
from the race at the Iasi moment, throw¬ 
ing his support to a trotskyite like Earl 
Warren." 

For several months during 1959, Carlo 
worked for the John Birch Society until 
his personal dismissal by Welch. As an 
outlet for 'extremist literature. Carlo 
established the Noontide Press. A typical 
publication is The Myth of Hix Million, 
which contends that veiy few Jews weie 
killed by Hitler. Most of them, the book 
asserts, carnc to the United States, bring¬ 
ing America to the verge of being con¬ 
trolled by the Kremlin. 

Carlo's Nazi tendencies began to sur¬ 
face in 1962. His Noontide Press pub¬ 
lished an American edition ol Yociey's 
hit peri nm, ■ and Carlo wrote in his in 
tiotluction: "Mow many Americans or 
Unions are acquainted with the stupen¬ 
dously elemental fact that they are—in the 
historical sense—Germans; that they are, 
like it or not, a part of that great 
Teutonic-Celtic family which—millen 
( niums before the dawn of Rome or even 
Greece—was one tribe, with one • lan¬ 
guage? How many otherwise enlightened 
and well-meaning people who have here¬ 
tofore judged their patriotism according 
to the degree of hatred they have had lor 
their continental brothers know that ihe 
ancestors ol the great Teutonic-Celtic 
family were the same Aryans who sub¬ 
jected India and civilized it, speaking ihe 
Sanskrit language and creating the caste 
system which, incidentally, was nothing 
originally but a system of racial segrega¬ 
tion endowed with a religious signifi 
cancc in order to maintain it?" 

Carto was already pursuing his goal of 
loliitcal power with fanatical zeal. He 
tad become involved in more than SO 
right-wing groups. He had founded many 
of them as fronts for his Nazi activities. 
The inoic extreme from members were 
introduced to Nazism and inducted into 
the Francis Parker Yockcy Movement.- 

The most powerful front ol all. 
Liberty Lobby.- was conceived by Carto 
as a single ollicc "to utilize the coopera¬ 
tive effort of all our big patriotic groups" 
anti to "complement and supplement the 
grass-roots wotk of the various new party 
groups and political action groups." In 
1961 Liberty Lobby set up its Washing¬ 
ton headquarters. Today - the anti-Se¬ 
mitic, anti-Klegro. neo-Nazi Willis Carto 
pulls some |towerful strings - on Capitol 
Hill. 

To achieve this, Carto devised a system 
for controlling congressmen. Mrs. Sarah 
Shields Jobe, 77, once a prominent 
southern attorney, describes the system, 
which she unwittingly helped construct: 
"Carto asked me to do some-research on 
a number of congressmen. He asked me 
to find out what secret organizations they 
belonged to. He asked me to find out if 
they.were members ol the Ku klux Man 
or the White Citizens Council. He called 
the file 'Kosher Konservatiye Kongress- 
mcn'—or the KKK file. I guess he had 52 
people ill there. As time went .'on I 


Earned that'Ctntto was rNniraut^wJitM 
he was using Liberty lobby for. Hd*w^| 
making a concerted effort to lake over iJH 
conservative element of ConglesS v!!r 
blackmail.” 

Like Jeremy Home, Mrs. Jobe waVa 
responsible conservative, concerned that 
Liberty Lobby subscribers were being 
defrauded. She carted olf Carlo's files, 
which have been made available to Turns, 
lit addition to-the eight senators and 
representatives who are identified as se¬ 
cret members of the Francis Parker Yoc- 
key Movement, more than 40 are listed as 
onetime members of the Ku Klux Man 
or White Citizens Council Since True 
was unable’ to verify these alleged mem-, 
berships, however, the names will lie', 
omitted. 

But there has been no lack of impor¬ 
tant names on the letterheads of Carlo's, 
front groups. Rep. Albert Watson. (R- 
S.C.) lias plugged the Liberty Lobby. In 
a letter mailed out to 100,000 prospects, 
he urged them to subscribe to the Liberty 
Lobby.’* newsletter as "a good way to 
keep abreast of-these perilous times on 
Capitol Hill." Rep. Otto Passman (D- 
La.) gave his name to a similar appeal 
for subscriptions. 

The Liberty Lobby has presented 
"Statesman of the Republic" awards .to 
Reps. E. Y. Berry (R-S.lf.), W. | llryan 
Dorn - (D-S.C.). |olm Dowdy (i)-l'ex.), 
James Uu (RCald.), Joe Waggon tier, 
jt\ (D-Ln.). and Joint liell Williams (D : 
Miss.), who is now governor of Missis¬ 
sippi. Most of these "statesmen" have 
spoken at Liberty Lobby rallies. Others 
who have beat Liberty Lobby'sdrum in¬ 
clude Sen. Strom Thurmond (R-S.C.), 
Rep. (olui Rarick (D-La.), and Rep. L. 
Mendel Rivers (D-S’.C.). 'Cairo's'most 
dependable spokesman in Congress has 
been Uti whose former assistant, Phil 
Brennan, drew a salary from Liberty 
Lobby at the saute titn£ lie was on Utt's 
congressional payroll.,, - 

Carto has discovered that there is no 
substitute for campaign contributions to 
win the devotion of politicians. To' this 
end, he has organized the United Con¬ 
gressional Appeal through which lie col¬ 
lects money from conservatives. Last 
year, he distributed 590,000 to congres¬ 
sional candidates. 

The largest contributions—§4,500 each 
—went to Arclpq.. Gubbrutl, who van 
against Sen'. George McGovern (D-S.D.), 
and George Hansen, who,tried to unseat 
Sen'. Frank Church (D-fda.). Smaller 
S2.500 contributions were distributed to 
Max Rafferty, who ran against Sen. Alan 
Cranston (D-Calif.). and- Jim Johnson, 
who opposed Sen. J William Fulhright 
(D-Ark.) for the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion. 

But Carto didn't back only losers. Sen. 
Ed Gurney (R Fla.), who accepted a 
S2.500 check from Carto, defeated ex- 
Cov. LeRoy Collins in Florida. Asked 
about the Carto money, Gurney demon¬ 
strated why lie was such a valuable in 
vestment. ’T.'ario is no Nazi." he said. "1 
have seen no evidence to the effect that 
•he is. He has given my office valuable 
help as well- as those of other senators 
and congressmen."

Sen. Jambs O. Eastland (D-Miss.), who 
heads the Senate Internal Security Sub¬ 
committee, has long been a Carto dev¬ 
otee. He declared earlier this year: 
"Carlo is a great patriot who has worth¬ 
while ideas, and Liberty l obby ts doing 
a gteal service (T»* all Americans." I lit 
senator recently proved bis value when 
bis subcommittee processed tlic appoint¬ 
ment of Otto Otcpka to the Subversive 
Activities Control Board. 

Otcpka was a security ollicer for the 
Slate Department during the Kennedy 
Vdmmistraiion. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk • demoted him to an insignificant 
position' after be was caught leaking 
security information to Eastland's sub¬ 
committee. Carlo rallied to the Otcpka 
cause, even making a 30-minutc movie 
called The Otepka Case. And the former 
security officer ' became a martyr who 
'fought "the Kennedy communist take¬ 
over." : 

With powcrlt'il Everett Dirksen.behind 
it. Otcpka's nomination slipped through 
the Senate. Sen. Edward Kennedy (El- 
Mass.) stood .-almost alone in his -op¬ 
position to Otepka during the subcom¬ 
mittee hearings, while-such moderates as 
Birch Baylt (PTml.) anti Quentin 
Burdick (1) N D.), backed the appoint¬ 
ment. When later asked why they had 
submitted to right-wing pressure, Baylt 
and Burdick had "no comment." For his 
efforts, Kennedy was tagged a "com¬ 
munist sympathizer" by Otcpka. 

Otcpka was later asked about the sup¬ 
port of Wililp-'Cart^' anti the Liberty 
'Lobby. Front his home in the exclusive 
Spring Valley section ol Washington, lie 
' replied: "Liberty Lobby is a respectable 
organization patriotic. Willis Carlo is 
--UO Nazi. He believes in the fine tradi¬ 
tions of American life, and to me that 
is important." 

As a member of the Subversive Activi¬ 
ties Control Board, would Otepka in¬ 
vestigate all subversive activity, indutl- 
-iug the Nazis amt the far right? His reply,- 
"Be realistic. There arc no Nazis. That 
is just the pink, communist method lor 
slandering good /Vmcricans. Besides, as 
a mcmhci of the Board it is not my legal 
right 1 "to go after anything hut com¬ 
munists as they are the real danger in 
this country."

This country is full of people who 
have stopped smoking — frequently.

Arriving at Conley's Motel, outside 
Monroeville, NYA leaders were stunned 
to find their meeting room lined with 
Nazi trappings. Attended by doctors, 
lawyers a’ntl businessmen from the f’eitn- 
sylvania-New York area—members ol die 
I'Tmcis Puikci Yockcy movement who 


svcrc identified only by their code names 
—the meeting began with the singing ol 
the Nazi anthem. "Horst WesselsCiedi"^ 
surprising number knew the words. John 
Acord, a conservative leader and then 
chairman of NY/Y, described the proceed¬ 
ings that followed: 

" "Cano tried to emulate the personal 
habits that Hitler had become famous 
for. lie was a poor speaker Inn he tried 
to fake charisma. He spoke ihotii fm- 
\perium, and many ol ilie older listeners 
asked him tptcsiions. I o his attentive 
listeners, he was Hitler reincarnated. To 
those of us of the NYA, it was a revela¬ 
tion. Here we were, conservatives so 
worried about communists mulei everv 
bed that we ignored die inosi obvitius 
danger. Then die. meeting was honked 
up in n phone conversation with Kcviln 
P. Oliver, the anti-Semitic and ami 
Negro professor from die University of 
Illinois at Urban a Oliver conversed 
ahum die 'final solution to the |ewisli 
problem' and spoke about the 'vapor¬ 
ization.' as. he put it, of all die Jews 
in. America. h , 

"After the meeting we visited the room 
of boh Johnson, owner ol a Nazi wnr- 
merriento store in buffalo. New Y'ork It 
was here that Johnson offered customers 
a wide, variety of SS hand-me-downs.” 

Dennis McMahon, then vice-chairman 
of Youth for Wallace, described his feel¬ 
ings: "It was sickening, but the meeting 
went on and on. It was obvious to us then 
that because of his economic power, 
Carlo would take over the National 
Y'onrh Alliance and put his man in 
charge—another Nazi. Shortly thereafter 
he did just that." -

According to a report filed by Acord 
with Washington police, Carto broke 
into NYA hcadt|uarters on March 5 and 
stole a file cabinet. Shortly thereafter. 
Carlo notified the Post Office that NYA 
had changed its mailing address to his 
own lirackinarters at the Liberty Lobby 
building. 

Completely frustrated in their losing 
battle with Carlo, NY'A leaders resigned 
eii ulasse. They sent a letter to local 
leaders, dated M.irch 2<l. explaining their 
actions Identifying the opposition only 
as "older people," NYA leaders Acord j 
McMahon and Louis Andrews outlined 
, what had occurred, then stated: 

"When’wc refused to accept this con 
irol, our b:iuk account was frozen and 
our mail stopped. Legally and morally 
vie were ill an unassailable, position. 
Practically, however, we found ourselves 
up the proverbial creek. . . 

"It, should be emphasized that this was 
not-a split with the NYA Of our 17 re¬ 
gional and' national officers, only two 
hacked the older group'. We would pre¬ 
fer to stand and figbl.TIqwcvcr. wc be¬ 
lieve our leadership realizes what a group 
of people with a great deal ol money can 
do'to tic up an organization in terms'of 
legal maneuvering. 

"Wc of die national office bad there¬ 
fore determined that our onlyscoursc is to 
capitulate to .superior'force.” 

The National Youth Alliance is now 
under the complete control of Carto and 
the neo-Nazi Francis Parker -Yockcy' 
Movement. _ 

Willis Carto has come a long way to¬ 
ward die completion of his grand design 
He lias, in Liberty Lobby, the nucleus 
for the American*Reich. Whether or not 
he achieves it, he does at this time have 
many |>olitical leaders eating out of his 
hand, and a million dollars a year to play - 
with. 

Carto has now begun to drop his-pre¬ 
tense of being a coiiscryjjdve. As his ex¬ 
ecutive editor at < LilSeityTLobby. Ooug 
Clef, puls it: "Wc no longer have lo hide 
title wrongs that Jews and Negroes have- 
commuted We think the people ol this 
country are fed up and ready for Willis 
kind oil leadership." 

Perhaps it isn't us farfetched as it may 
seem: Many honest Americans arc dis¬ 
united by the continued unrest in the 
nation. The neo-Nazis hope that a 
mator recession could move these citizens 
to hack a strong man who promised 
stability. 

Carto sees himself as this man. He is 
ready to make the move. To him, the 
words of Mein Kotnpf and Impcrium 
seem ipiile sane—just as sane as enlisting 
political leaders in his cause, nr taking 
over a right-wing youth movement, or 
stiff-armed salutes on Pennsylvania 
Avenue.

One of the supposed leaders of the National Youth Alliance is quoted 
as saying he requested the Bureau and the House Committee on 
Internal Security to investigate the actions of "Liberty Lobby” in 
attempting to run its affairs. Bufiles contain no information 
identifiable with this action which, of course, would not have been 
within Bureau jurisdiction. In another reference to the Bureau 
a volunteer underground worker who allegedly has penetrated 
student youth movements claimed he turned the information he 
obtained over to the FBI. No identifying information is provided 
in the article concerning this activity.

SENATE BILL CALLS FOR VIETNAM SELLOUT 


Dated Pullout Must Be Rejected 

It is now well over a year since President Nixon was elected 
—on the basis of his campaign promise that he could resolve 
the Vietnam war by his secret plan without pullout, sellout or 
victory. Thus unilateral pullout must carry its new name— 
"Vietnamization." 

' Strange indeed is an Administration that would remove 
50,000 troops from the field of battle while admitting to in¬ 
creased enemy activity and no progress in talks- 1 —just weeks 
after the Vice President nationally criticized a former Ambassa¬ 
dor for unjustified concessions to the same enemy! 

Ho Chi Minh won.control over North Vietnam not at 
Dien Bien Phu, but in Paris. He repeatedly stated that 
he would conquer South Vietnam in Washington. How 
he would have rejoiced to see his prediction fulfilled, 
and the hated Yankees leaving the field of battle! 

Further joy would have accrued to Ho had he seen S. 3000, 
a Senate bill introduced by Senator Charles Goodell, (R-NY) 
calling for removal of all U.S. troops from Vietnam by December 
1970. How clearly could an enemy be told that they have 
achieved victory, and have but to wait for the logistics of with¬ 
drawal to see its consummation? 

Unilateral withdrawal cannot be compared with anything but 
surrender. If we are to surrender now—for what have we thrown 
away 40,000 of Americans best young lives? 

American unilateral pullout can mean but one thing. 

It can mean only that North Vietnam’s patience—and 
communist agitation here—are being rewarded with 
victory. It means that our Saigon allies will have to fend 
for themselves—and the millions of refugees brought 
out of Ho's clutches at the time of the Geneva Agree¬ 
ment will have to run again. 

Even if America does not have the will to win a victory in 
Asia—there are many Asians who do. A million could easily 
be recruited who would fight fiercely for the liberation of North 
Vietnam. 

The plan for the deployment of an All-Asian Anti-Commu¬ 
nist Foreign Legion, to replace American troops in South Viet¬ 
nam, was originally published in Liberty Letter 3 years ago, and 
has been presented to President Nixon. However, the Adminis¬ 
tration and the “free press" have not chosen to even let the 
public know that such a solution has been presented for con¬ 
sideration. 

In addition to saving American lives the deployment of an All 
Asian Anti-Communist Foreign Legion would take the race issue 
out of the Vietnam War, a major propaganda defeat for the Reds. 

President Nixon and the Congress must be called upon to 
reject any action conceding victory to North Vietnam. S. 3000 
must be defeated, and an All Asian Anti-Communist Foreign 
Legion must be formed to replace departing American troops.

A fine looking, clean cut young Amer¬ 
ican, an officer in the United States Army, 
awaits court martial at Ft. Benning, Ga., 
already convicted in the news media of 
the massacre of 527 civilians, the popu¬ 
lace of Mylai, Vietnam.

Larson To Speak

Phoenix, Dec. 31 (LLNS)—Dr. Mar¬ 
tin A. Larson, the Nation’s foremost 
authority on tax inequities and tax avoid¬ 
ance, announced that he will deliver a 
major address in Los Angeles on April 4. 

The occasion will be LIBERTY 
LOBBY’S Tax Rebellion Rally, to be held 
in conjunction with 
the Washington Institu¬ 
tion’s Second National 
Board of Policy Con¬ 
vention. 

Dr. Larson, author 
of many books on tax 
avoidance, including 
The Great Tax Fraud,

Thousands of bills are dropped in the 
legislative hopper each year. The over¬ 
whelming majority of these measures 
never receive committee attention much 
less come to a vote before the entire 
House or Senate. Only an interested and 
active constituency 'can force the law¬ 
makers to take action on crucial matters. 
For this reason, LIBERTY LOBBY seeks 
to alert the. people to what is-occurring 
in the halls of Congress and, then, to 
encourage them to correspond with their 
elected officials in Washington. 

Back to Africa Bill— HR 8965. This 
measure was introduced by Rep. Robert 
Nix (D-Pa) and provides for the repatria¬ 
tion of Black Americans to Africa. The 
federal government would underwrite the 
transportation costs for. those Blacks de¬ 
siring a new life in that vast land of op¬ 
portunity on a non-compulsory basis. 
This bill is strongly supported by Black 
Nationalist groups, who have asked that 
patriots be informed about it. 

Voting Rights —The House has already 
passed the Administration’s version of the 
extension of the Voting Rights Act of 
1965. While LIBERTY LOBBY is not 
in full accord with this plan, it is much 
more acceptable than what the Liberals 
are clamoring for. The House voted to 
repeal literacy tests in all states, not just 
the South as was provided for under the 
original Act. The hypocritical Senate 
Liberals-want.literacy -tests lo*remain-on 
the books in the North but continue to 
treat the South as the whipping boy for all 
bigotry. The Senate will probably not act 
on this measure until the spring but pa¬ 
triots should write their Senators now and 
demand the safe passage of the Adminis¬

Objectivity in News Media —In the wake 
of the recent Agnew speeches on biased 
reporting there has been no legislation in¬ 
troduced in this area. Many statements 
sharing the Vice President’s concern have 
been made and Rep.

The grand jury questioning of Rep, 
Dowdy’s administrative assistant, Don 
Johnson, was entirely political.

Because of the nature of 
the case, extensive private investigation 
is necessary. Rep. Dowdy has already 
had to pay over $20,000 to his attorney 
for this advance work,’out of his per¬ 
sonal funds.

Willis A, Carto 


For the past several months the National Youth Alliance has been subjected to a series of vicious, 
lying attacks. In December 1970a copy of a scabrous smear-tabloid called "Statecraft" containing libel¬ 
ous material about NYA and about Louis Byers, president of NYA's advisory council, was mailed to NYA's 
members and supporters. Mr. Byers was called an alcoholic and a swindler who had "defrauded contribu¬ 
tors to NYA . It was further implied that he was both an atheist and a worshipper of Satan. 

This was followed by an accusation mailed to Liberty Lobby's supporters in January 1971 that NYA is 
"a cynical group of profiteers posing as patriots . 11 It was implied that NYA had stolen Liberty Lobby's 
mailing list. 

After that, three more attacks against NYA were mailed out: one to Liberty Lobby supporters and 
two to NYA members and supporters. The last of these was in the April I* 1971, issue of WASHINGTON 
OBSERVER NEWSLETTER and was probably the most vicious of all. It slyly implied that NYA is working 
for Murray Chotiner, one of Richard Nixon's more unsavory advisors, for the purpose of "victimizing and 
frustrating effective conservative organizations." 

All these attacks have been part of a deliberate and malicious campaign to damage NYA, the one 
American youth organization which is effectively opposing the tide of drugs, treason, and nihilism sweep¬ 
ing over so many of our young people today, The man behind that campaign is Willis A. Carto — the man 
who, as you will see below, "owns" Liberty Lobby and several other right-wing "front" operations. 

After the "Statecraft" mailing was made, a libel suit was filed against Carto and three of his accom¬ 
plices . It is civil action number 475-71 in the U .S . District Court for the District of Columbia, and the 
particulars of the suit are a matter of public record, available to any interested citizen. 

The investigation which was made in conjunction with the libel suit against Carto turned up some 
truly shocking facts . Until now NYA has made no effort to publicize these facts. NYA is not, after all, 
in the business of exposing swindlers. All our efforts are directed toward one goal; organizing young 
people into an effective force for building a better America. Willis Carto apparently interpreted this for¬ 
bearance on NYA's part as either weakness or ignorance, for he has continued the wholesale circulation of 
his libels against NYA. He has used the "big lie" propaganda technique, in which the guilty party rushes 
to accuse those who have knowledge of his guilt of the very crimes he himself has committed, hoping thus 
to discredit anyone who might subsequently expose him . 

Cartons attacks have been very costly to NYA. By confusing many of NYA's supporters with his 
false accusations, Carto has caused NYA's income to drop sharply, seriously hampering its work . NYA 
has finally decided, therefore, to set the record straight with a complete public exposure of Carto . It 
should be kept in mind that in exposing Carto NYA has no desire to damage Liberty Lobby, despite the 
fraudulent way that institution is being used to enrich one man at the expense of thousands of patriotic 
Americans. To try to protect Liberty Lobby now, however, by sweeping Willis Carte's deceptions and 
frauds under the rug can only work a greater evil in the long run . In fact, one can already see the de¬ 
structive effect of Willis Carto^ influence in the misguided testimony Liberty Lobby has recently been 
giving before Congress (see Exhibit A of the accompanying documents). 

What follows must necessarily be brief. The accompanying photographic documents will be able to 
speak largely for rhemselves, however. Three principal facts should be called to your attention, namely: 

I. Willis Carto has fraudulently solicited contributions for Liberty Lobby which, in fact, have gone 
into his own oocket. Specifically, in March 1969 he caused to be mailed to Liberty Lobby's members and 
subscribers an emergency appeal, over Curtis Dali's signature, for money to pay off the mortgage on the 
Liberty Building, at 300 Independence Avenue in Washington, D .C ., where Liberty Lobby has its offices. 
The solicitation stated, "If we are unable to come up with $55,000 by midnight of March 26, we will be 
evicted ." The letter went on to tell of the disadvantages of having to rent office space for Liberty Lobby: 

"If we have to rent office space, operations will suffer. ... Rental costs are so, hjqh/fhat our overhead 
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would be doubled .... If, on tb 
Building and the land it sits on . 

Liberty Lobby's members and subscribers responded generously. The April 1969 issue of LIBERTY 
LETTER carried a picture of Curtis Dali presenting a check for $55,235.27 to the bank holding the Liberty 
Building mortgage. LIBERTY LETTER reported that Dali had "a tear in his eye" during the presentation. 

The sad truth is that Liberty Lobby still does not own the Liberty Building and has no prospect of ever 
owning it. Instead, Liberty Lobby pays rent, at the astronomical rate of $6,000 each month, to the Liberty 
Building's actual owner: Willis Albert Carto. Carto owns the building through one of his many "fronts," 
Government Educational Foundation, Inc. He is chairman of the board and treasurer and his wife is another 
director of the three-man board, making GEF, Inc ., Carto's personal corporation, whose assets he can dis¬ 
pose of as he wishes (see Exhibit B, of the deed to the Liberty Building and of the deed of trust signed by 
Carto on January 22, 1965). The complete documents are available from the Recorder of Deeds, District 
of Columbia, for $5 each . 

2. Willis Carto has often made the claim that Liberty Lobby never rents or sells its mailing lists . 

The January 1970 issue of LIBERTY LETTER, for example, stated: "... your name is safe with us. It is a 
private matter . We won't rent or sell your name to an outsider 

As a matter of fact, Willis Carto has for years been a mailing-list wheeler-dealer, buying, selling, 
and renting the mailing lists of numerous organizations, including Liberty Lobby. He brazenly operates 
his mailing-list rental "front," Capitol Hill Data Processing Co., from the side door of the Liberty Build¬ 
ing itself (see Exhibit C, the advertising brochure for Capitol Hill Data Processing Co.). 

Note that in addition to the lists on his advertising brochure, Carto also has rented and sold his list 
of current Liberty Lobby Board of Policy members. One such rental was made recently to Mr. Richard Cot- 
ten, the publisher of CONSERVATIVE VIEWPOINT, following a letter from Carto to Mr. Cotten on Octo¬ 
ber 9, 1970, offering the list and setting the price. (Exhibit D is a photocopy of Mr . Cotten^ cancelled 
check for the list.) You may write directly to Mr. Cotten, a patriot of unquestioned integrity, for the 
details of this particular transaction. His address appears on his check .

3. Carto has associated himself with a group of anti-social misfits collectively calling themselves 
"Statecraft," provided them with a copy of NYA's mailing list (which he had copied during the time NYA 
was sharing computer facilities with him), and urged them to represent themselves as the National Youth 
Alliance to NYA's members and supporters (see Exhibit F for Carte's letter of endorsement printed in 
"Statecraft Report"). 

"Statecraft" is such a disreputable publication (see Exhibit G for typical excerpts) that most Liberty 
Lobby supporters will be shocked to learn that a portion of the money they nave been sending to Liberty 
Lobby was diverted to "Statecraft." What makes the matter even more shocking is the underhanded way in 
_which Carto has used "Statecraft" as a "safe" medium to libel persons or groupsNagainst whom he is nursing 
a grudge or considers "competitors ." On three occasions Carto has used "Statecraft" to libel former em¬ 
ployees after they left his employ. At the time Carto first associated himself with "Statecraft," it was be¬ 
ing published by an avowed Zionist, Daniel Paulson (Exhibit G), who also wrote for the tabloid under the 
significant alias Jules MacCabee! 


Carto will stop at no lie in his attempt to maintain the flow of funds he is currently milking from 
Liberty Lobby. Certainly he will deny the facts set forth here and will claim, as he has before when 
threatened with exposure, that it is all a plot by the Anti-Defamation League of B*nai B'rith to cripple 
Liberty Lobby . Therefore, if you have the least doubt as to the authenticity of the documents presented 
here, check them for yourself. They are all a matter of public record . 

Furthermore, a number of persons of unimpeachable integrity who are thoroughly familiar with the 
fac;s cited here can substantiate the charges against Carto. One such person is the distinguished scholar 
and patriot. Professor Revilo P. Oliver, who has provided NYA with a four-page statement which is a- 
vailable upon request. 

Meanwhile, NYA will continue its effort to so thoroughly expose Carto that he will never again 
be able to bilk the American public through any of his pseudo-patriotic "fronts" (see Exhibit H for a 
list of "fronts" and aliases Carto uses or has used in the past). 
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Photographic reproduction of National Documentation Institute check to Liberty Lobby for the 
rental of Liberty Lobby's "pledge list" at $40.00 per thousand names as arranged for by Willis 
Carto on behalf of Liberty Lobby, in his letter to Richard Cotfen dated October 9, 1970, Carto 
then sabotaged Mr. Cotten*s use of the list by publicly charging that the list was "stolen." 


Carto's charge that NYA "stole" his mailing list is as false as his claim that he never rents 
or sells his mailing lists. NYA formerly shared computer facilities with Liberty Lobby, not know¬ 
ing at that time, of course, what it now knows about Carto. In return for NYA promotion of two 
of Carto's "fronts, " AMERICAN MERCURY and the WASHINGTON OBSERVER NEWSLETTER, 
NYA was given the use of Carto's mailing lists in soliciting members and support for NYA. 

After NYA learned a little of the nature of Carto's method of operation and severed its 
relation with him at the end of 1970, Carto angrily submitted bills to NYA for the use of his lists. 
NYA reminded him that these lists had been promised to NYA and refused to pay the exorbitant 
bills. Carto subsequently made his charge that the lists were "stolen" (see Exhibit E for mailing 
list sales invoices to NYA).

PURPOSE 


BACKGROUND: Memorandum T. E. Bishop to Mr. Mohr 5/20/71 enclosed 


Senator James Eastland (Deraocrat-Mississippi) has 
introduced six bills designed to "restore efficacy and enforce- I 
ability" to the Internal Security Act of 1950. When passed, 
this Act set up the Subversive Activities Control Board (SACB) 
to hold hearings to determine organizations which were communist 
action organizations under the domination and control of the 
foreign power which controls the world communist movement. If 
the Board found the organizations to be communist action organiza¬ 
tions, they had to register with the Attorney General and the Act 
set forth fines for noncompliance. If the organizations refused 
to register, the law required individual members to register or 
be fined or jailed. Other provisions prohibited members of such 
organizations from working in defense plants or using U. S. 
passports. Court decision invalidated these provisions on 
Constitutional grounds. All the SACB can do now is to hold 
hearings to determine if an organization is a communist front. 

If so found, the SACB places organization's name in a public 
register. There are no criminal sanctions.

The purpose of this memorandum is to recommend that no acknowl 
edgment be made to correspondent’s letter of 4-18-71, with enclosures. 


Correspondent's letter is complimentary of the Director and he 
enclosed a copy of Liberty Line, 4-16-71, and an article from the March, 1971, 
issue of "Liberty Letter." Both enclosures are publications of Liberty Lobby and 
are complimentary of the Director. Correspondent's letter refers to an incident 
in June, 1933, when the Director allegedly authorized him to have a pistol permit 
when he was planning a vacation with his two small children. 


Bufiles reveal that correspondent was a son-in-law of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. In a similar letter correspondent previously referred to the Director 
authorizing a gun permit for him and the Director noted "This is untrue. H. " This 
letter was not acknowledged per memorandum dated 11-6-70. There is no record 
in Bufiles of a pistol permit for correspondent. Dali is Chairman of Liberty Lobby 
which has not been investigated by the Bureau. He is also National Chairman of 
the Constitution Party of the United States which has been the subject of Racial 

Matters and Internal Security-X investigations. He was also a member of the 

National Coordinating Committee of Friends of Rhodesian Independence which was 
the subject of an Internal Security investigation. J Dali has also been associated 
with questionable individuals who have been investigated by the Bureau. 


Although his correspondence is complimentary, it is felt it would 
be inappropriate to acknowledge his correspondence in view of the information

Pre<isamente 
en la fecha en que, cuando muchos t alificaban dc patriotas a los delin- 
cuentes de la Sierra Maestro y se convertiah en lamebotas del recien es- 
trenado regimen, Batista los idenlificaba como cornunistas y coma eso, 
como delincuentes. 

Despues —como se ha visto —, los acontecimientos no solamente le 
ban dado la razon al ex Mandatario, sino que han reafirmado su condi- 
cion de hombre que goberno por y para la democrana, que lucho hasta el 
ultimo minuto, no contra Castro —que se hizo poderoso cuando se con- 
virtio en gobernante —. sino contra la con jura del comunis mo international 
y la sucursal que este, al parecer, tenia en el Depot lamento de Estado

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norteamericano y cuvns acetones , aunque ociiltas , fiteron rnas le tales que 
las propias armas; tan letales que provocaron la renuncia de quien venia 
esforzdndose por mantener iruolume la soberania de la patria , los ideales 
democraticos del pueblo y la, paz y armonia entre todos los cubanos. 

“Respuesta " no es nn libro mas; ni tampoco para que figure junto 
al monton de ellos que se ban editado en el exilio; r mucho menos una 
nbra. hecha a capricho y con un texto plagado de inexactitudes, como otras 
que se ban confeccionado sohre el caso de Cuba. “Respuesta ” dene su 
propia fuente: la fidedigna , la veraz, la que protagonizo su autor y que, 
por lo mismo, debe hacer sentirse aun mas hijo de la Cuba que se perdio 
a todo el compatriota digno y honesto que lo lea. Sin pretenderlo, le 
recuerda su cobardia a los cobardes y exalta la dignidad de los que fueron 
leales. Es, en fin, “Respuesta”, un libro hecho con la misma altura y since- 
ridad de propositos con que, quien lo ha escrito, dirigio los destinos de 
nuestra patria. — D. 

POLITICA Y GANGSTERISMO , 

Al terminar mi periodo presidencial, el 10 de octubre de 1944, sail del 
pais para hacer un recorrido por las republicas sudamericanas, aquellas de 
cuyos gobiemos habia recibido invitacion para visitarlas. 

Durante los cuatro meses que estuve viajando lui objeto de calidas re- 
cepciones por parte de los mandatarios, de elementos oficiales, de organW 
zaciones obreras y de distintos representatives de closes populares y econo¬ 
micas. Al regTeso y despues de una corta estadia en Mexico, estableci hogar 
en los Estados Unidos de America. Vivi en New York y tinalmente en Day- 
lona Beach, en la Florida. 

Residiendo en los Estados Unidos, el gobiemo del presidente Grau me 
impidio regresar a Cuba, pese al reconocimiento dentro y fuera del pais de 
que Grau —feroz adversario de mi politico— solo pudo ser jefe de Estado 
per la> imparcialidad y equidistancia que mi regimen adopto, pues la sen- 
sacion provocada por esa aettud inclino a muchos neutrales a votar por la 
candidatura oposicionista. Yo me acogi a un exilio voluntario, llamandole 
asi para evitarle al gobiemo de mi patria la vergiienza de haberse mancillado 
con el ostracismo de quien oirecib al pueblo completas libertades y absolu- 
tas garantias al candidato que escogio para presidirlo. 

Todo el termino presidencial de Grau transcurrio entre luchas de grupos 
amparados en la autoridad oiicial y en escandalos administrativos que solo 
tendrian igual en los producidos posteriormente durante la administracion 
del doctor Carlos Prio Socarras. Los crimenes impunes y los muertos oca- 
sionados por los "gangs" rivales se repetirian mas tarde con mayor desen- 
iacio bajo la presidencia del discipulo que lo sustituiria. 
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A1 final de 1948 el proceso politico de Cuba habia provocado varios 
incidentes violentos. Uno de los voceros del doctor Grau y aspirante a la 
presidencia de la Republica lormo otra faccion, convirtiendola en un partido 
demagogico, que llego a alcanzar fuerte apoyo popular al. hacer descan- 
sar su campana en la revelacion de las inmoralidades administrativas y la 
impimidad de los crimenes que constato, como testigo excepcional, en el 
gobiemo del cual acababa de separarse. El discipulo defraudado era Eduar¬ 
do Chibas, que tomo la decision de encabezar ese movimiento politico al 
conocer que ya no era el favorito de Grau, pues el Presidente y jefe "au- 
tentico" habia optado por apoyar a otro de sus discipulos, muy vulnerable 
por sus antecedentes que lo hacian inferior en calidad politico a Eduardo 
Chibas. ‘ 

El doctor Pio Elizalde, en su libro "La Tragedia de Cuba", asevera que 
la eleccion de Prio "estuvo basada en la accion del llamado BAGA, sigla 
que pervive en la historia politico de Cuba para indicar un instrumento 
olicial de corrupcion, amenaza y chantaje al servicio de un objetivo electoral". 

Esas letras significaban una combinacion politico de los parientes de 
Grau y el ministro de Educacion Jose Manuel Aleman, al que faculto el 
Presidente, abusando de su autoridad, para extraer de las cajas del Tesoro 
todo el dinero que hiciera falta, sin otra justificacion que la orden verbal 
al ministro de Hacienda. Tramaba Grau su reeleccion y autorizo que la 
sigla se utilizara para la campana electoral. Concretando, el autor de esta 
cita sigue diciendo: "El Bloque Alemdn-Grau Alsina. surgido en las postri- 
merias del gobiemo grausista, fue la culminacion del latrocinio, la coaccion 
y el despilfarro que caracterizaron a dicho equipo. Al fracasar Grau en su 
ambicion reeleccionista, pues no prospero su tentativa de modific.ar la Cons- 
titucion, impuso al antiguo presidente del Directorio Estudicmtil Universitario 
{doctor Prio) en contra de las aspiraciones sucesivas de Eduardo R. Chibas 
y Miguel Suarez Fernandez". , . lo que provoco la desafeccion de ambos 
en oportunidades distintas. Y ni aun con los esccmdalosos fraudes logro que 
las asambleas postularan, por lo menos con una escasa mayoria, a su can- 
didato-muneco. 


Gobiemo y oposicion 

La asamblea nacional del Partido Revolucionario Cubano, que asi se 
llamaba el "autenticismo", no arrojo mayoria a favor de Carlos Prio Soca- 
rrds, que era el candidato recomendado por el presidente Grau. Se busco 
una forma insolita para imponer a Prio de "todas maneras" y se recurrio 
a uno de los mas burdos trucos para que resultara el candidato oficial. 
Quorum es el nombre que se da al mininio de la mayoria de miembros que 
se requiere para tomar acuerdos en una asamblea o comite. Como en el 
caso de Prio no hubo mayoria conforme con la Ley establecida, Grau or- 
deno y obtuvo una medida por la cual la Ley seria modificada para esta- 
blecer el "quorum funcional". De esta manera no habria necesidad de que 
el resultado de la votacion fuera mayoritario en relacion con la totalidad 
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de la asamblea, sino que bastaria que de Los miembros reunidos —cual- 
quiera que luese su numero— la mayor parie se produjera a lavor del can¬ 
didate. que por medios tan excepcionales lo seria del Partido "autentico". 

La opinion publica estaba abiertamente contra el gobiemo y sus lide- 
res, dividiendo sus simpatias entre el lider disidente, Eduardo Chibas, presi- 
dente a la sazon del Partido del Pueblo Cubano, cuyos aiiliados se llama- 
ban a si mismos "ortodoxos" por estimar que ellos representabcm el verda- 
dero "autenticismo", y el doctor Ricardo Nunez Portuondo, al que apoyaban 
el Partido Liberal y el Democrata, ambos con arraigo tambien en las ma- 
sas y miembros de la coalicion que me eligiera Presidente de la Republica 
en el verano de 1940. La oposicion concurriria dividida por haberse opuesto 
el jele "ortodoxo” a formar unidad con los otros partidos que se oponian al 
candidate impuesto por el doctor Grau. 

Ejecutoria y retiro de la politico 

Yo habia decidido retirarme de la politico. Para tomar esa determina¬ 
tion tuve en cuenta la intensa tarea que lleve a cabo desde el 4 de sep- 
tiembre de 1933, sin contar las actividades clandestinas previas. hasta el 10 
de octubre de 1944. Era una, actitud firme que anhelaba mantener a todo 
trance. 

Contribui en epocas criticas a realizar una jomada extraordinaria. En 
la parte patriotica. para que Cuba marchara sin el apendice que mediati- 
zaba su soberania; en el orden de la dignidad personal, a transiormar al 
soldado-cosa en soldado-hombre; en lo social, a que el trabajador lograra 
diierentes medios de vida y consideraciones justas y humanas; en lo edu- 
cacional, a que el campesino tuviera escuelas y el analfabetismo se re- 
dujera; en lo cultural, a crear instltuciones, museos; bibliotecds, archivos y 
academias; en lo economic©. a que el pais se fuera transiormando con el 
auge del comercio intemacional. la industrialization y la production diver- 
sificada, estimulando la agricultura, la mineria y la riqueza pecuaria; en el 
aprovechamiento de la tierra, haciendo de los colonos dependientes de los 
ingenios miles de propietarios por el derecho de permanencia y. en lo po¬ 
litico, mediante todos los esiuerzos, para que el pueblo cubano tuviera una 
Constitution que respondiera a sus sentimientos democraticos. Ademas, pude 
salir airoso, mediante atencion y desvelos constcmtes, de las pruebas a que 
fue sometida Cuba por la Segunda Guerra Mundial y propiciar que mi pue¬ 
blo pudiera vivir en paz con el ejemplo que habia dado de unas elecciones 
en las que primo el amor a las dignidades y los derechos ciudadanos so- 
bre el interes politico o personaL 

' Con ese expedients, admirado por unos y combatido por otros, consi- 
deraba que lo mejor era dejar a la Historia que juzgara mi conducta. Mu- 
chos otros cubanos con capacidad y amor a la Republica podian servir a 
la nacion sin que mi nombre pesara en las decisiones que hombres y par¬ 
tidos tomaran. 
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Candidato sin deseos de serlo 

A1 agitarse el ambiente electoral seria objeto de muchas llamadas te- 
lefonicas y de visitas personales en mi hogar de Daytona Beach, instan- 
doseme para que participara en esos comicios. Rechace en varias ocasio- 
nes oiertas y propuestas; pero se insistio en que mi nombre debia tigurar 
en la boleta para que mis seguidores se unieran irente al gobierno, apo- 
yando al candidate de los partidos Liberal y Democrcrta. El propio lider 
ccalicionista, prestigioso profesor y cirujano, doctor Ricardo Nunez Portuon- 
do; el doctor Carlos Saladrigas Zayas, Francisco Batista, los hermanos Pe¬ 
dro y Antonio Martinez Fraga, entre otros jefes democratas; el proiesor Au- 
relio Fernandez Concheso, el senador Eduardo Suarez Rivas y otros jefes li- 
berales, asi como lideres de los trabajadores y de los negocios, insistieron 
en tal forma abrumadora que no tuve otro camino que escoger, y acepte 
que se me postulara para el cargo de senador por la provincia de Las Vi¬ 
llas. Amenazado como estaba por los grupos gangsteriles que formaban 
las hordas grausistas, el candidato presidencial y los lideres coalicionistas 
persistieron en que mi nombre era mas util que mi presencia en el terri- 
torio nacionaL A mi respuesta de que no aceptaria la nominacion si no 
me permitian tomar parte en la campana personalmente, respondieron que 
un atentado contra mi persona presentaria una formidable excusa al gobier- 
na para suspender las elecciones. 

Electo en auseneia 

Las elecciones se celebraron el primero de junio de 1948. Por la opo- 
sicion concurrieron dos candidatos presidenciales y, por el gobierno, el ahi- 
jado del doctor Grau, apoyado por los "autenticos" y el Partido Republi- 
cano, este de los llamados de maquinaria o de bolsillo. La campana fue 
violenta. a tal extreme que los candidatos antigubemamentales fueron ata- 
cados fisicamente por Iob grupos gangsteriles. A pesar de la division opo- 
sicionista, Nunez Portuondo lucia vencedor; pero las urnas arrojaron un 
ccnteo favorable al candidato impuesto por Grau, aunque con una votacion 
inferior al cuarenta y cinco por ciento del electorado. 

Entre los seis senadores que correspondian en la provincia central a 
la oposicion, resulte electo en auseneia con el numero uno. Esa eleccion 
hecha por el pueblo, sin campana personal de mi parte, me obligo al re- 
greso. El 18 de noviembre de ese ano fui recibido en hombros de la mul- 
titud en el aeropuerto "Jose Marti" y acompaiiado en automovil y a pie 
por mas de dos horas hasta "Kuquine", mi hogar cerca de la capital de 
la Republica. 

Actividades politicos 

Desde la llegada, ya no tendria reposo. Lideres y activistas de los dis- 
tintos parados politicos me visitaban a todas horas. Empezaban las gestio- 
nes para que me incorporara a la lucha activa de la politico. Los partidos 
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Liberal y Democrata se encontraban desorientados ante el inesperado re- 
sultado de los comicios generates. Por formar parte de la Coalicion Socia- 
lista Democratica, de la que fui jefe en la campana de 1940 y electo Pre- 
sidente de la Republica: por mi eleccion a senador en la boleta de ambos 
partidos y haber nacido a la vida politico apoyado en los mismos, se es- 
peculo con mi ingreso en uno de ellos. No transcurririan muchas semanas des* 
de el momento de mi arribo sin que el gobiemo de Prio tratara de ganarse el 
respaldo de esas organizaciones. Intentaba de esa manera aislarme de 
los partidos que me eran afines y comenzaria un plan de asedio y persecu- 
cion que no repararia en medios para aterrorizar a mis seguidores. 

Amenazas para evitar mi contacto con el pueblo 

Los electores y representatives de las distintas closes reclamaban mi 
presencia en Las Villas. Como senador electo, sin haber visitado ninguno 
de sus terminos municipales, me urgia politico y moralmente saludar al pue¬ 
blo que me hizo objeto de distincion tan extraordinaria. Cuando se anuncio 
mi viaje a la capital de aquella provincia llegaron coniidencias y consejos, 
recados y amenazas para que me abstuviera de presentarme en publico, 
y para no dejar duda de que atentarian contra mi persona lueron golpea- 
dos miembros de la juventud que organizaban los actos. No procederia 
ahora de distinta forma, pues en toda mi vida publica nunca deje de asis- 
tir a una cita con la multitud. 

Prio heredo las pandillas de Grau y en ellas hizo descansar la segu- 
ridad de su campana electoral. Sus cabecillas serian utilizados para los 
que ya no eran misteriosos hechos sangrientos. Jovenes, casi nifios, por- 
taban pavorosas pistolas dirigidos por veteranos escopeteros. Campeaban 
impunemente y eran los autores de los asesinatos perpetrados en plena via 
publica y en individuos —rivales o antagonistas— cuyos cadaveres apare- 
cian con frecuencia en los suburbios de la capital. 

La residencia en que vivia con mi esposa y mis hijos fue rodeada por 
agentes secretos y por miembros del Ejercito dias despues de mi regreso 
de Las Villas. A unos metros de la portada de la finca eran detenidos los 
amigos que iban a visitarme para asuntos politicos o por simples cuestio- 
nes sociales. Se les interrogaba y sus ropas eran registradas. La mayoria 
de los propios amigos seria portadora de las amenazas que eran proferi- 
das para obligarme a reducir mis comparecencias publicas. 

Segun transcurrian los meses los propositos de agresion eran mas os- 
tensibles, llegandose a planear la colocacion de morteros en un lugar no 
muy distante de la residencia, con los cuales dispararian para hacer bian¬ 
co en mi hogar.

iLO DESCONOCE LA ONU? 

— Contribuye el dinero de Estados Unidos a la 
subversion en la America a traves de Cuba —

uba comunista recibira en el presente aho un aporte economico, proce- 
dente de las Naciones Unidas, por varios millones de dolares, bajo el pretexto de 
que esa gran suma de dinero sera empleada en atencion medica a los ninos y en 
el mejoramiento del sistema metereologico, especialmente el servicio de avisos de po- 
sibles huracanes'', Esto es lo que oficialmente se ha informado por el citado e ino- 
perante organismo internacional, cuando la realidad es que el regimen comunista de 
La Habana destinara esos millones de dolares, procedentes en su mayor parte de 
los Estados Unidos de Norteamerica, para continuar sus planes de subversion en 
los paises latinoamericanos, incluyendo a los propios Estados Unidos. 

LA NOTICIA OFICIAL 

Efectivamente, por medio de un cable de la UPI se informa que las Naciones 
Unidas facilitaran a Cuba comunista este ano un total de $5,536,500 dolares como 
ayuda multilateral y bilateral, a traves de la Oficina Central de New York, de 
acuerdo con el programa para el desarrollo (FUND) que administra Paul G, Hoffman. 
En esta cifra no estan incluidas las asignaciones destinadas a misiones pequehas de 
asistencia tecnica a los emperios individuals del Fondo de Naciones Unidas, cuyo 
monto no se menciona pero que consideramos sea de varios millones mas, Tambien 
el propio organismo prepara un proyecto para alimentar a no menos de 50,000 ni- 
nos cubanos en los llamados Circulos Infantiles, ubicados en la Provincia de La Ha¬ 
bana, en los cuales —como es publico y notorio— la labor que se realiza no es 
otra que la de envenenarles las mentes a los nines con el adoctrinamiento comunista. 

Dice igualmenfe la informacion, cablegrafica de la UPI que la UNESCO y la 
FAO, organismos colaterales de Naciones Unidas, comenzaran este aho en Cuba 
comunista otro tipo de ayuda, la multilateral, financiada por la SIDA (Swedish In¬ 
ternational Development Agency). Cinco de estos proyectos —agrega el cable— fue- 
ron negociados por el director general de lc SIDA, Enst Michanek, y representantes 
del Gobierno de Cuba. La asignacion sueca sera de cinco a seis millones de dolares 
mas. Parte de esas cantidades se destinaran a la produccion de jalimentos ricos en 
proteinas para los ninos cubanos. 

LA RESPONSABILIDAD DE ESTADOS UNIDOS 

Cuando afirmamos que el dinero de Estados Unidos de Norteamerica contribuye 
a la subversion en America a traves de Cuba, no estamos emitiendo un juicio ca- 
prichoso, sino que por el contrario nos fundamentamos en hechos que no dejan la 
menor duda al respecto. 
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De lodos es bien sabido que el presupuesto general para ese "flamante" organismo 
que se llama Naciones Unidas se nutre en cerca de un setenta por ciento del aporte 
economico de Estados Unidos, ya que ni Rusia ni otros paises contribuyen desde hace 
varios anos a los fondos para su mantenimiento. Si ello es asl, logicamente debemos 
de' perisar que parte de los dolares del "Tio Sam" destinados a Naciones Unidas 
son entregados a Cuba comunista bajo determinados pretextos o proyectos, cuando 
es una realidad que el regimen de La Habana lo menos que hace es emplear esas 
ca.ntidades a los fines anunciados, siendo indiscutible que invierte esos dolares qme- 
ricanos para fomentar la subversion comunista contra el sistema democratico de 
America, y tambien en los propios Estados Unidos. 

EL SERVICIO METEREOLOGICO YA EXISTIA 

Todo parece indicar que Naciones Unidas desconoce que en la Cuba democra- 
tica existian, debidamente equipados con- los aparatos mas modernos en la, materia, 
varios observatorios;' tales como el Nacional al este de la capital, el del Colegio 
de Belen y el del Cuerpo de Aviacion del Ejercito, dirigidos por los eminentes cu- 
bonos Ingeniero Jose Carlos Millas, Reverendo Padre Goberna y Teniente Flores, 
respectivamente, A traves de estos centros 1 cientificos se tenia debidamente informado 
al pueblo de Cuba de la proximidad-de huracanes, ciclones y otros elementos devas- 
tadores de la Naturaleza. 

LA PROTECCION A LA NINEZ EN LA CUBA DE 1958 

En lo que respecta a los ninos cubanos, su alimentacion, su educacion y su asis- 
lencia medico-hospitalaria, podemos recorder a Naciones Unidas, por si en sus ma- 
los archivos no tiene estos dotos, que desde 1936 el entonces Jefe del Ejercito, Co- 
ronel Fulgencio Batista y Zaldivar (mas tarde dos veces Presidente de Cuba), creo 
la Corporacion Nacional de Asistencia Publica, organismo que regenteaba 110 ins- 
♦ituciones beneficas, unas con asistencia economica directa y ofras con la ayuda de 
la Direccion General de la Renta de Loteria, 

En 1958 la Corporacion Nacional de Asistencia Publica amparaba cerca de 
4,000 ninos cubanos y unos 1,000 ancianos carenfes de recursos. Esta ayuda la pres- 
taba el Gobierno presidido por el propio General Batista, sin cooperacion economica 
extranjera ni emprestito de close alguna, ya que la honestidad administrative con que 
funcionaba aquel Gobierno le permitia revertir en el pueblo los-ingresos del erario 
publico, 

Diremos tambien a Naciones Unidas que antes de la llegada del comunismo 
a Cuba se encontraban funcionando a plenitud 35 creches para ninos; 13 hogares 
infantiles; 4 hogares para ancianos; 30 asilos para ninos; 14 colegios para interna- 
dos; 5 colonies infantiles y otras 9 organizaciooes similores, todos estos centres di¬ 
rigidos por la Corporacion Nacional de Asistencia Publica. 

OTROS ORGANISMOS 

Tambien porece ignorar la ya tan desacreditada organizacion mundial que en 1952 
por el Gobierno del General Fulgencio Batista, a iniciativas de su esposa, la sehora Mar¬ 
tha Fernandez Miranda, se crearon numerosos centres asistenciales para ninos a todo 
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lo largo de la Isla, agrupados bajo la Organizacion Nacional de Dispensarios ln- 
fantiles (ONDI), con una Hospital General en La Habana, tres hospitales provinciates 
y 28 dispensarios en el interior, del pais con 1,500 comas y cunas; habiendose pres- 
tado en seis anos de funcionamiento un total de 4.750,000 servicios, incluyendo 
21,785 ninos ingresados. 

Posteriormente se establecieron, tambien a iniciativas de la senora Martha Fer¬ 
nandez de Batista, la Organizacion Nacional de Rehabilitacion de Invalidos (ONRI), 
que contaba con un moderno hospital ortopedico —en la cercana ciudad de Maria- 
nao— con 170 camas, el Hospital Nacional de Invalidos; el Hogar para Impedidos 
Fisico y Mentales "Cristo de limpias", con copacidad para 250 camas, donde se aten- 
dian a los enfermos congenitos o por accidente, invalidos de por vida, al cuidado de 
las Hermanas de la Caridad; la Organizacion Nacional de Comedores Escolares y 
Populares (ONCEP), comedores escolares y populares creados por el Presidente Ba¬ 
tista en 1954, en los que se servia gratuitamente almuerzo a los necesitados hasta 
el 31 de Diciembre de 1958; los llamados albergues nocturnos para adultos, donde 
recibian desayuno, comida y alojamiento aquellos ciudadanos carentes de recursos 
economicos. 

IMPORTANTE ACLARACION . 

Como podra comprobar Naciones Unidas, la Cuba'de 1958, antes de la llegada 
del nefasto comunismo y especialmente durante la rectoria del Presidente Fulgencio 
Batista y Zaldivar, era un pais que podia parangonarse con el mas avanzado en 
asistencia medico, hospitalaria y educacional, no solo para la ninez sino tambien 
para los demas ciudadanos; haciendose resaltar que tanto en el aspecto sehalado, 
como en un orden general, el auge economico alcanzado por el pais se obtuvo sin 
necesidad — repetimos— de recurrir a emprestitos extranjeros, como sucede bajo el 
regimen comunista. Por otra porte, es de destacarse, pero con mayusculas, que en 
1958 Cuba ocupaba el tercer lugar en America Latina en cuanto a calorics por ha- 
bitante con 2,682, precedida por Argentina y Uruguay.

Si todo esto existia y ahora pretende darse ayuda a Cuba para la atencion a 
los ninos, es evidente que el castro-comunismo solo representa destruccion de lo 
creado, y hambre y desolacion para un pais que como el nuestro se encontraba en 
estado floreciente al arribar el Quinto Jinete del Apocalipsis. Deben los paises de 
America verse en este espejo y evitar por todos los medios que a sus pueblos lle- 
gue el comunismo destructor y asesino. Es innegable que entonces habra menos ri- 
cos, pero en cambio aumentaran los pobres y desvalidos. Pregunten a los cubanos, 
que por algo desesperan por abandonar la tierra en que nacieron sin importarles 
riesgos ni penurias.

PIZZI DE PORRAS, 

POETA DEL DOLOR PATRIOTICO

H e aqui, una vez mas, a! comentarista ante una obra y su autor... La nbra, 
un poetna: “Antorcha y Reto”; el hombre: Enrique Pizzi tie Porras. Un hombre poe- 
ta, un hombre periodista. Confiesa el que al igual que nos sucedia a nosotros, ya 
en ios (Has de la infancia hacia periodiquitos a mano, balbuceos de una vocacion 
irreversible, indices de una futura entrega al sacerdocio del periodismo. Cierto que 
hay periodistas y periodistas. Los hay de oficio muy dignos y valiosos por via de 
la eficacia en plurales ocasiones. 

Pero los hay por inexcrutables designios: los que son periodistas porque si no 
lo fueran no p-odrian vivir ante la carencia de un factor imprescindible, por ese 
algo consustancial con el propio temperamento. 

El periodista de raza, el genuino, tiene que serlo aunque no quiera. Al pan que 
lo aliinenta y a la yacija en que descansa, habra de unirse ese- factor vital cnraizado 
en sus venas el olor enibriagante de la tinta de imprenta, sortilegio en que el pre- 
destinado caera preso de por vida en esa c a reel ilusoria —carcel del trabajo gus- 
toso— que tendra por rejas la diaria auscultacion de cuanto ocurra en el universo. 

A veces, ese hombre nacido periodista, ha nacido tambien poeta. Y por sobre 
ambas cosas, romantico, en prosa y verso. Este es el caso de Enrique Pizzi de Po- 
rras, y Ibgicamente, como historiador del mundo que le ha tocado vivir, escribe de 
todo. El tema arido no puede faltar. Pero entre la prosa henchida de gravedad, no 
dejaru de aletear el romanticism© del ideal que muevc su pluma.. Y de tanto en 
tanto, la fuga hacia la cronica saturada de lirismo. Como aquella, antologica, sobre 
la bailarina gitana Carmen Amaya, publicada en fecha no lejana... 

Con la perdida de la patria, bajo el dolor de la diaspora, Pizzi de Porras habra 
de machacar sobre el tema, ,si bien politico, mas aun de honda sustancia humana. 
De ahi su bataliar en torno a la circunstancia aciaga de nucstra amada Cuba y de 
sus hijos de trunco destino. Pero siempre, aun cuando aborde predios sobre los que 
pueda surgir la discrepancia con sus opiniones hay que reconocerle a Pizzi que jamas 
su profundo amor patrio deja de estar por sobre toda posible banderia e incluso, so¬ 
bre el mismo, sobre su propia vida. Y la ejecutoria de su largo medio siglo de mos- 
quetero del periodismo se encarga de demostrarlo. 

La profesion es ardua, exigent© y deja poco resquicio para el verso. Pero el 
verso ha de hacerse si se es poeta, porque de no ser creado y lanzado al viento, li- 
berando de su peso al poeta, sobrevendria esa a modo de embolia espiritual incapaz 
de ser resistida por el romantico genuino, que tiene que aligerarse de su carga de 
sensibilidad exacerbada. Que no en vano dijo el gran Antonio Machado que “el ele- 
mento poetico es una honda palpitacion del espiritu”... 

Es asi que un dia el cumulo de nostalgias, sinsabores y amarguras, toda esa gama 
de sensaciones que ha de inundar al alma del proscripto, obliga a Pizzi a dar rienda 
suelta a su angustia de popta entregado al sacrosanto amor patriotico. Y surge ‘‘An¬ 
torcha y Ret©", con el tono vibrante del panfletario y el elegiaco del nostalgico de 
su tierra natal; todo ello fundido'en el mensaje lirico de un gran poeta. Es por 
ello que “Antorcha y Reto” es a modo de una sinfonia de estruendo wagneriano en- 
vuelta sutilmente en la dulzura emotiva de una pagina de Schubert. A la imprecacion 
viril movida por la indignacion, sucedera el diapason ecuanime de una esperanza. 
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Se encara el poeta con la Estatua de la Libertad en rimas candentes: “Tengo 
sangre en los ojos de escribir estas cosas”, nos dira, y al acusar la ausencia de la 
sustancia de su simbol-o por abstencion o inepcia de los hombres obligados a mantener 
enhiesta la antorcha de la sublime dignidad del hombre, tan cara a Jose Maria He¬ 
redia, grita, reclama, exige, aconseja y alumbra conceptos esclarecedores, Hara his- 
toria de las glorias de la nacion forjada por Washington y Lincoln y del declinar 
presente de su refulgencia. Y profiere el grito de alerta: “Desprendete de esa tea que 
ya no tiene llamas para degollar las sombras”. Exalta la necesidad imperiosa de la 
vueita al camino del honor echando a un lado el desden suicida que la anquilosa, 
volviendo los ojos. airados, contra los apbstatas que quieren sumir en el ludibrio al 
pais forjado por proceres gigaintes, cuyos espiritus reelaman se mantengan en alio 
sus predicas ejemplares. Y despues, con la serenidad del justo, con el amor del 
hombre al hermano ciego al horde del precipicio, dutcifica su voz, y justified su acre 
fustigamiento, exclamando: 

“Mas que versos de latigo y muelas que rechinan, yo habria preferido cobijarte 
en la sombra de un dulce arco alzado con mis canas de azucar, quemarte por in- 
cienso en pebeteros de concha las aromas de oro del tabaco en mis vegas, y ofrecerte 
e| concierto de la niagia sinfbnica de un millbn de sinsontes' entrebordando arpegios 
con la hechieeria de sus flautas melodicas sobre los atriles de mil palmas reales". 

Pregunta quien fue el hijo *de una tierra generosa que ayudo a destruir una Pa- 
tria, la nuestra, la cubana, tan hermosa que "era como una perla engarzada para 
joya de America en un anillo de novia”. Y como para el poeta “la verdad es la vir- 
tud desnuda, la virtud es la verdad sin ropas", pide que se nos libere de los grilleles, 
dejandonos el mar libre, a los que queremos caer liberando a lu isla aherrojada. Que 
no en vano el es “un cubano herido que v se desangra en versos, por lo! que nos hizo 
y hace la conjura traidora...” 

Se lee el poema con.la exaltacion que nos hace yibrar en cada verso. Y se vuelve 
a leer, una y otra vez, porque sentimos, que nuestro espiritu se bana de luz, que 
ccntemplamos un panorama soberbio en que si la palabra crea el paisaje arido, rese- 
co, y un poco dantesco, la mano generosa deja caer en el campo inustio la rosa y 
la rama verde que serviran para atenuar el dolor amargo de la hora desesperada. 

No hemos de titubear en la afirmacion de que "Antorcha y Reto" es una mues- 
tra vigorosa de poesia civil, una continuidad en el tiempo y el espacio de la obra 
poetica de aquellos grandes de la lirica cubana del siglo XIX que crearon el ra- 
millete patriotico, elevado a las cimas de los suerios de la liberacion cubana, que 
constituyera “El Laud del Dcsterrado”, de aquellos hombres que, al certero decir 
de Juan J. Remos, “despertaron cori el nervio de sus dicterios y el peso de sus razo- 
nes, las conciencias dormidas impulsando a los timoratos y manteniendo a los des- 
confiados”, Y en este caso de “Antorcha y Reto” alertando tambien a los que en 
esta America' de la Estatua de la Libertad y a los de la otra America, la nuestra, la 
de Bolivar, pueden tener ojos y no ver el peligro que a todos acecha ante el avance 
de las fuerzas nefastas. 

Por lo demas todas nuestras palabras huelgan si reeordamos las palabras de 
Marti, tan manoseado, pero tan poco interpretado cuando decia que “la poesia es un 
dolor que desgarra el pensamiento, como desgarra el hijo las entranas de la madre. 
La poesia unge y da el poder de ungir. El poeta cs aposento de un ser divino. lu 
minoso, alado, que rompe el pecho del que canta, cada vez que abre su carcel a las 
alas de la fe. El poeta es devorado por el fuego que irradia, y no hay verso que 
no sea una mordida de la llama, pues el resplandor mas vivo viene del dolor mas 
barbaro”. 

He ahi, a traves de esas palabras martianas, el encuadre del creador de "Antor¬ 
cha y Reto”; he ahi a nuestro hombre y su circunstancia: a Pizzi de Porras, poeta del 
patriotismo, y su poema viril, testimonio de un acontecer en un momento excepcional 
de la vida de los hombres y de los pueblos.

En mayo de 1967, en las paginas de esta revista, publicamos un interesante 
trabajo que titulamos ;DIOS TE SALVE TIO SAM...! jDIOS TE SALVE...! En 
esa oportunidad describimos paso a paso la polftica que habfa desenvuelto la 
nacion del "Tfo Sam", desde la epoca de Franklin D. Roosevelt a los dfas del 
Presidente Lyndon B. Johnson. Entre otras cosas, de extraordinario interes, expresamos; 
"Cuando analizamos detenidamente, estos hechos, asf como otros muchos no rela 
tados ahora, y contemplamos las agitaciones producidas dentro del territorio ame- 
ricano, asf' comq los frecuentes ac+os de sabo+aje a los que se Hama "accidenfes"; 
cuando observamos las continuas alteraciones de la paz a traves de las fricciones 
entre negros y blancos, alentadas por agitadores profesionales del comunismo, segun 
declaraciones del Jefe de F. B. I., mister Hoover; cuando vemos la indiferencia 
con que se fratan los actos de subversion que estan minando a todos los paises 
del Hemisferio. propugnados y costeados desde La Habana —donde esta estable- 
cida la base moscovita del Caribe y la que por su posicion estrategica fue esco- 
gida a esfos fines desde hace largos ahos por los que alientan la "Gran Cons- 
piracion Internacionar'— ; , estamos presintiendo que la poderosa nacion del "Tfo 
Sam" y la otra, la del "Oso Moscovita". estan sctuando de acuerdo, y desde 
hace tiempo, para determinar en su dfa los destinos de la China Roja de Mao, 
los de Cuba y los de otros importantos pafses del orbe. incluyendo Francia e 
Inglaterra". . . 1 

Despues de este aitfculo se han producido los hechos relacionados con los 
pafses Arabes, Libia y o+ros. La Union Sovietica, con la anuencia o conocimiento 
de los Estados Unidos, finco sus garras en esas naciones y, a la vez, aumento su 
poderfo militar en la patria que nos viera nacer; CUBA. Allf, con toda impunidad, 
el "Oso Moscovita" establecio bases para submarinos con equipos nucleares. Esas 
naves pasean por todo el Caribe y en ocasiones se detienen frente a las costas 
norteamericanas. La prensa de la titulada nacion Ifder del Mundo Libre le dice a 
sus compatriotas: "Estamos observando los movimientos de las naves rusas. .." 
"El dfa (tal o mas cual) las naves sovieticas' con proyectiles nucleares salieron de 
regreso", etc., etc. Pero la verdad se esconde tras informes oficiales, supuestamente 
estudiados o preparados, para no alarmar al pueblo norteamericano. Lo cierto y 
positivo es que el poderfo militar sovietico aumerTa cada dfa en la patria de Martfi 
Maceo, Cespedes, Agramonte, Crombet y otros ilustres patricios. 

Los agentes del castro-comunismo se internan en Estados Unidos por todas 
partes, principalmente a traves de las fronteras con Mexico y Canada, los dos 
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paises que han mantenido sus relaciones con Castro a pesar de los acuerdos en 
contrario de la Organizacion de Estados Americanos (OEA).: 

Por otro lado, los proyectos de coexistencia con Cuba Roja siguen teniendo sus 
voceros en distintas organizaciones del destierro, en las 'que trabajan activamente 
personeros pagados e instruidos por los millonarios que residen en Norteamerica 
y que forman parte de la Conjura Internacional. Sin olvidar a los Senadores y 
Representantes norteamericanos que propugnan la reanudacion de relaciones con 
Castro.

Cuando Richard M. Nixon fue electo Presidente de Estados Unidos, un fugaz 
rayo de esperanza ilumin6 los corazones de algunos, o de muchos, ilusos cubanos. 
Nosotros hemos dicho —antes y ahora— que nada podia hacer con relacion a la 
recuperacion de la soberania de Cuba. Ahi est£n nuestros trabajos y copias de 
las cartas enviadas a cientos de compatriotas y amigos. Muchos interpretaron que 
Nixon, segun sus palabras, estaba dispuesto a cambiar la politica entreguista se- 
guida por los gobiernos de Kennedy y Johnson. Nosotros mantuvimos que con- 
tinuaria la misma de sus predecesores; y para ello nos basamos en sus actos iniciales 
y en la posicion publica o ideologica de los hombres designados como sus colabo- 
radores inmediatos. 

En politica exterior —con mucha m6s autoridad que el Secretario de Estado— 
nombr6 al doctor Henry Kissinger, y sobre este senor podemos sehalar lo siguiente: 

Nacio en 1923, en la ciudad de Fuerth, en Alemania, y se hizo ciudadano de 
Estados Unidos en 1943, mientras su pais nativo estaba en guerra con los aliados. 
Realiz6 estudios (;c6mo no habia de ser!) en la Universidad de Harvard, de la que 
m6s tarde fue profesor. En 1955 y 1956 fue director de estudios sobre armas . 
nucleares y politica exterior del Consejo de Relaciones Exteriores (organismo creado 
por figuras de la extrema izquierda norteamericana). Posteriormente fue consejero 
de Nelson Rockefeller, enemigo declarado de los cubanos libres y actual Sobernador 
del Estado de New York, integrante de una familia que simpatiza con el comunismo 
internacional. El doctor Kissinger ha trabajado tambien para el Departamento de 
Defensa, la C. I. A. (Agencia Central de Inteligencia), el Consejo Nacional de 
Seguridad y la Agencia para el Desarme y el Control de Armamentos. Actuo 
como consultor de los gobiernos de Truman, Eisenhower y Kennedy. 

• Como se puede apreciar, el doctor Kissinger pertenece a esa dase de "ex- 
pertos" que con titulos universitarios rimbombantes ha plagado la politica norte¬ 
americana en los ultimos treinta ahos. La abundancia de este tipo de "expertos" 
en los medios oficiales de Estados Unidos coincide cronologicamente con el aumen- 
to del poderio comunista en todo el mundo. 

Ahora se produce el acercamiento con la China Roja de Mao, confirmando 
lo que anunciamos en nuestro trabajo de mayo de 1967. La medida puede resultar 
inquietante para algunos "tontos" del mundo libre. Pero para nosotros significa 
un paso mas hacia los fines que se persiguen. Hay algo cierto y debe decirse a 
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toda voz: No se puede ser anticomunista y promover la amistad e intercambios 
comerciales, culturales, o de otra indole, con los comunistas. La experiencia nos 
ha demostrado que una cosa es incompatible con la otra. Algunos de esos “tontos" 
diran que otros paises comunistas como Yugoslavia, Hungria, etc., no son considera- 
dos hostiles a Estados Unidos. Pero las circunstancias con relacibn a China Roja 
son muy diferentes. La exportacion mundial de drogas y la subversion salen de alii, 
no de Europa, 

Segun vislumbramos la situaci6n, el siguiente paso seri promover esa propia 
amistad con el regimen de La Habana, con Fidel Castro o sin Fidel Castro, pero 
con un reconocimiento del "status" actual, como si en Cuba no hubiera sucedido 
nada. El tiempo y los hechos diran si nuestras apreciaciones est&n o no ajustadas 
a la actitud y politica que siguen los de la 'Vara aleaclon". 

* * * 

Siempre hemos sostenido la vigencia de un acuerdo entre las dos super-potencias 
del mundo: Estados Unidos y la Union Sovietica. Tambien afirmamos que los inte- 
grantes de la "Gran Conspiracion Internacionar' aspiran a la creacion del Gobierno 
Mundial, que significa la abolicion de la soberania de cada pais. 

Como apoyo a lo que decimos, reproduciremos a continuacion algo que se 
ha publicado recientemente en este pais (Estados Unidos de Norteamerica), que 
tiene estrecha relacion con los ultimos pronunciamientos internacionales del Pre- 
sidente Nixon. 


REUNION SECRETA EN VERMONT 

El manto de misterio que envuelve a la poderosa organizacion mundial cono- 
cida como los "Bilderbergers" ha sido penetraido por "Liberty Lobby", infiltrando 
la reunion secreta que acaba de efectuarse en la Villa de Woodstock, Estado de 
Vermont, durante los dias 23 al 25 de Abril del ano en curso. Los "Bilderbergers" 
son banqueros que propugnan, en complicidad con multimillonarios de Estados 
Unidos e internacionales de militancia izquierdista, la creacion de un solo gobierno 
mundial. Fueron ellos, cuarenta ahos atras, los creadores del ya celebre Consejo 
de Relaciones Exteriores. 

Lo importante no es solamente la reunion secreta, sino el hecho de que la 
misma no fue mencionada siquiera por la llamada "prensa libre" de Estados Unidos, 
que de ese modo ha conspirado, una vez mas, contra el noble y generoso pueblo 
norteamericano. Pero el Representante John Rarick, Democrata por el Sexto Distrito 
de Louisiana —buen amigo de la Democracia y sobre todo de la Causa Grande 
de Cuba—, la revelo el dia 5 de Mayo ultimo en el "Congressional Record" 
(Gaceta Oficial del Congreso), con informes que obtuvo el dia 3 de "Liberty 
Lobby" en Washington, D. C. Despues, el 15 de Mayo, la revista "Washington 
Observer" publico un articulo extremadamente revelador sobre tal reunion secreta. 

El presidente inamovible de los "Bilderbergers" es el Principe Bernardo de 
Holanda, consorte de la Reina Juliana. Es la unica persona con cargo permanente, 
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ya que todos los dem£s son nombrados con car4cter honorario o temporal. Pero 
detrSs de la estructura estSn las sombras de los Rothschilds, los Warburgs, los 
Wallenbergs, los Rockefellers y otras dinastfas internacionales de banqueros. Todos 
eluden preguntas referentes a la organizacibn y sus actividades. 

"Liberty Lobby" envio una persona al pequeno villorio de Woodstock, con 
una poblacion total de 1,600 habitantes. El enviado encontro 150 policfas locales 
y estatales, ademas de una fuerza de agentes del FBI. La reunion estaba convocada 
para la Hosterfa de Woodstock, propiedad de Laurence Rockefeller. No se permitib 
a nadie entrar a la hosterfa, salvo a los miembros de la ya mencionada organizacion 
internacional. 

Cuando el Principe Bernardo arribo a Boston, a bordo de su jet particular, 
entrego una breve nota de prensa a unos 30 periodistas que lo esperaban. No se 
dio mas ninguna informacion sobre la reunion ni concedieron entrevistas los dis- 
tinguidos asistentes a la misma. Segun iban llegando los invitados a New York y a 
Boston se les asignaban asientos en tres aviones particulars de los Rockefeller que 
los conducfan a West Lebanon, New Hampshire, y de allf eran trasladados en auto- 
movil, tambien de los citados Rockefeller, a la Hosterfa de Woodstock. 

Asistieron varios Ministros de Relaciones Exteriores —miembros de gabinete—, 
pero no habfa ningun funcionario del gobierno de Nixon, exceptuando unica- 
mente al doctor Henry A. Kissinger, Auxiliar del senor .Presidente de Estados 
Unidos para Asuntos de Seguridad Interna. Kissinger arribo en un avi6n especial 
de la Casa Blanca, acompanado de cuatro guardaespaldas del Servicio Secreto. 
Junto a el estaba el Teniente General John W. Vogt, Director de la Organizacion 
de Jefes del Estado Mayor Conjunto. 

Entre los invitados y asistentes a la reunion secreta de Woodstock se encon- 
traban: David Rockefeller, Presidente del "Chase Manhattan Bank"; George W. 
Ball, Director Gerente de "Leheman Brothers, Inc."; Arthur H. Dean, socio de la 
firma "Sullivan & Cromwell"; Gabriel Hauge, Presidente de "Manufactures Trust 
Company"; Henry J. Heinz, Presidente de "H. J. Heinz & Co."; Thomas L. Hughes, 
Presidente de "Carnegie Endowment for International Peace"; Howard Stein, Pre¬ 
sidente de "Dreyfus Corporation"; Emilio G. Collado, Vice Presidente Ejecutivo 
de la "Standard Oil Company of New Jersey"; Robert O. Anderson, Presidente de 
"Atlantic Richfield Co." y Presidente del Instituto Aspen de Estudios Humanlstas, 
e Ian K. McGregor, Presidente de "American Metal Climax". 

Solo habfa un Senador: Adlai Stevenson III, y cuatro Representantes a la Ca¬ 
mara: Donald Frasser, Peter H. B. Frelinghuysen, Henry S. Reuss y Donald Riegle. 

Allf estaba tambien el celebre Alger Hiss, que ha dejado su alto cargo en el 
Departamento de Estado para participar en el manejo del Legado Carnegie para 
la Paz Internacional. Para aquellos que no recuerden a Hiss, diremos que es un 
comunista confeso y convicto de espionaje a favor de la Union Sovietica; autor 
de los Tratados de Yalta y TherSn, mediante los cuales entregaron la mitad de 
Europa a los rusos, y es el hombre que redacto la Carta de las Naciones Unidas, 
presidiendo una delegacion de 45 personas, 43 de las cuales pertenecfan al Partido 
Comunista Americano. '

Los temas principales en la agenda de la reunion fueron: La contribucion de 
las empresas a encarar problemas de inestabilidad social y la posibilidad de un 
cambio en el rol estadounidense mundial y sus consecuencias. 

El primer tema, para el primer dia, fue soslayado por el doctor Kissinger, 
que aparentemente no le concedid gran importancia. Al dia siguiente presento 
su Hoja de Trabajo, cuya discusion duro todo el dia y se estima "lo mas importante 
de la reunion secre+a, porque de hecho fue on avance de los estudios e intenciones 
estadounidenses sobre e! cambio de su ro! global '. 

Tambien presento su Hoja de Trabajo mister Gabriel Hauge, que cuando 
estaba en la Casa Blanca fue calificado por el periodico "Wall Street Journal" 
como "el hombre que le decfa al General Eisenhower lo que debia pensar y 
hacer". Como antecesor de Bundy, de Rostow y ahora de Kissinger, tuvo el "status" 
de arbitro en politica exterior. Hoy retiene una posicion estrategica en el elenco 
de pgder como Presidente del Banco "Manufactures Hanover Trust", banco muy 
vinculado a los banqueros sionistas de la firma "Dillon, Read & Co." 

Las personas que conocen a todo el grupo siniestro que se reunio en Woodstock, 
los dias 23, 24 y 25 de Abril ultimo, no deben teneij dificultad en identificar a los 
responsables de los males que aquejan al pais. 

En esa reunion se acord6, entre otras cosas de interes, "EL CAMBIO EN EL 
ROL MUNDIAL DE LOS ESTADOS UNIDOS DE NORTEAMERICA Y SUS CON- 
SECUENCIAS". Posteriormente el doctor Henry Kissinger viaj6 a distintos paises 
de Europa, asi como a la China Roja de Mao, para proponer "negociaciones". 
Antes de esta actividad se produjeron actos publicos —por parte del Gobierno 
de Nixon— tratando de abrir las puertas al mundo comunista chino. Entre las 
medidas dictadas se encuentran la liberacion del comercio con ese pais y la auto- 
rizacion a los norteamericanos para visitarlo. 

La primera reunion de los "Bilderbergers" se efectuo en el Hotel "Bilderger" 
de Osterbeek, Holanda, con dineros de las fundaciones Ford y Rockefeller, y tambien 
subrepticiamente, de la CIA. AdemSs, desde 1955, el Legado Carnegie para la 
Paz Internacional viene administrando los fondos de los "Bilderbergers" que pro- 
vienen de la Fundacion Ford y otras fuentes de ingreso. 

Los "Bilderbergers" han efectuado, hasta ahora, 17 reuniones y la que 
acaban de celebrar en Woodstock es la tercera en territorio americano. La primera 
fue en la Isla de San Simon, Georgia, en el ano 1957; la segunda en Williamsburg, 
Virginia, ano 1964, y ahora la de Woodstock. Todas en propiedades de los Rockefeller.

En relaci6n con los planes para la creacion del "Gobierno Mundial" y por la 
posible conexion que puedan tenor con la reunion secreta de Woodstock, es de 
importancia destacar que all£ por el afio 1937 el Prfncipe Bernardo de Holanda 
—Presidente de los "Bilderbergers"— era un empobrecido aristocrata alem6n, 
empleado de la firma "I. G. Farben", de Paris. Despues de la guerra fue promotor 
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de relaciones publicas de la OTAN y del Mercado Comun Europeo. Enforces se 
le acerco el escritor izquierdista polaco Refinger para presenfarle el plan de 
unrficar a Europe con visfa a un gobierno mundial en el futuro. El Principe creyo 
que Retinger tenia una gran idea, pero los ministros de Holanda presentaron reparos. 

Posteriormente el Principe Bernardo se fue a Washington, logrando apoyo para 
el plan de Retinger por parte del General Walter Bedell Smith, entonces Director 
General de la Agenda Central de Inteligencia, que habia sido embajador de 
Estados Unidos en Moscu. Pero en 1953 el Presidente Eisenhower nombro al 
General Bedell Smith Sub-Secretario de Estado. 

Coincidiendo con la fecha de la reunion de Woodstock, la NBC de New York 
(Canal 7 de Miami, Florida) presento a’ un subdito ingles que se disponia a viajar 
a Cuba. El viajero exhibio un pasaporte de "Ciudadano Internacional", supuesta- 
mente expedido por las Naciones Unidas, declarando que "cada hombre y cada 
mujer seran en el futuro ciudadanos internacionales con derecho a ser admitidos 
en todos los paises del ,mundo que deseen visitar como turistas o residentes 
permanentes". 

Tal declaracion no significa otra cos a que la abolicion de la soberania de cada 
pais y de la ciudadania individual, bajo un solo gobierno regido por las Naciones 
Unidas, organismo que, a su vez, responde al indice del Kremlin. 

Quizes si. la informacion pasada por el Canal 7 de TV, en Miami, haya sido 
un hecho independiente de la reunion secreta de Woodstock, pero la coincidencia 
ha sido notable y la finalidad es identica.

LIBERTY LOBBY Urges Revision of Internal Revenue Code 

Nothing on the political horizon looms as large in the mind of the American voter today as 
TAXES. Golitical analysts rate taxes even higher than concern over the Vietnam war, forced busing, 
or crime. And with reason. The burgeoning tax rebellion, predicted years ago by LIBERTY LOBBY, 

is now a looming reality. 

In testimony before the House Ways and Means 
Committee (see article on page 2), Dr. Martin Larson, 
Tax Policy Consultant for LIBERTY LOBBY, told the 
Committee that fed-up taxpayers all over America are 
banding together in order to force some fiscal sanity 
back into government operations. Dr. Larson told the 
committee to "put your ear to the ground, for to ignore 
these protests is to do so at your own peril." 

Dr. Larson’s testimony concerned H.R. 13720, a 
measure designed to establish more effective and un¬ 
derstandable guidelines involving political activities 
on the part of "charitable" and "educational" insti¬ 
tutions. 

Dr. Larson told the committee, "It is our hope that 
this Committee will see fit to rewrite Sec. 501(c)(3) 
of the Internal Revenue Code so that every exempt 
organization will know precisely where it stands with¬ 
out difficulty or question and so that nothing may be 
left to the subjective judgment of an irresponsible 
bureaucrat. I consider it outrageous that some official, beyond the reach of the voters or the courts, 
should have the power to arrive at a decision without a hearing, without a trial, and without re¬ 
course.” 

He pointed out to the Committee that, "the burden of federal taxation has now become so 
onerous and its administration and imposition so discriminatory and pernicious that the people of 
this Nation are on the verge of general tax rebellion. You may recall in the Kentucky Resolutions, 
Thomas Jefferson wrote that excessive taxation will ultimately lead to bloodshed and revolution." 

The basic inequities in Sec. 501 of the Internal Revenue Code must be corrected. It is a logi¬ 
cal first step in the battle for Tax Equity.

THE PRESIDENT’S NEW 
VIETNAM POLICY 

It seems to us that one of the conclu¬ 
sions you have to draw from President 
Nixon’s blockade of Haiphong is that— 
again—the “rightwing extremists” who 
have urged this step for many years have 
been right all of the time: this IS the way 
to win that war! 

By finally doing it, Mr. Nixon is con¬ 
firming that the Kennedy, Johnson and 
his own policy has been 100% wrong in 
the past, and that the blood of 50,000 
Americans is on their hands. 

As you know, LIBER ("Y LOBBY has 
been against the Vietnam war since the 
beginning. We were one of ihc very few 
organizations to oppose intervention 
when it fust started. Once in, however, 
the only honorable thing is to win. We’ve 
said it before and we'll say it again: win 

or get out! Now, two years and one conviction 

later, we find the jackals of politics howl¬ 
ing around the downed statesman Not 
content with Dowdy’s conviction and 
withdrawal from Congress at the end of 
this session, they want him expelled. 
Their weak excuse is that Adam Clayton 
Powell received worse treatment by the 
House, and failure to oust Dowdy will 
mean a dual standard exists, based on 
racism. 

Well, as we have said from time to 
time, there is no accounting for Congress¬ 
men. Apparently logic and the partisan 
political stance cannot exist simultane¬ 
ously. How can anyone compare one 
Congressman caught with his hand in the 
till (misuse of government funds, among 
other charges) with another victimized in 
an obvious frameup which has not yet 
been finally adjudicated? 

Perhaps new light on the Dowdy case 
came recently. Rep. Cornelius Gallagher 
(D-N J.) was indicted for alleged in¬ 
come tax evasion. In a rousing speech on 
the floor of the House, Gallagher hotly 
denied the charge and related a whodun¬ 
it involving the F.B.I., gangsters, dead 
bodies — all the suspense ingredients. 
Pointedly he observed that Dowdy and 
others who have had (rouble all belonged 
to either the House or Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which oversee the F.B.I. 

ft won’t help to remind our readers 
that ever since Dowdy’s indictment, we 
have been saying that lie was only the 
opening wedge in the attempt to discredit 
Congress But it may do some good to 
warn again that there will be more. 


LIBERTY LOBBY URGES COK ' 
CHANGES FOR TAX EQUITY 

Washington, May 5 (LLNS)—Revi¬ 
sion of one of the most important sections 
of the Internal Revenue Code was urged 
today when Dr. Martin A. Larson, tax 
policy consultant for LIBERTY LOBBY, 
and Robert M Bartell, LIBERTY LOB¬ 
BY’S tax program coordinator, appeared 
before the Ways and Means Committee. 

Dr. Larson, author of The Great Tax 
Fraud and foremost authority on tax 
avoidance, called on the Committee to re¬ 
vise Sec. 501 of the Internal Revenue 
Code, particularly emphasizing, the am¬ 
biguous wording of Sec! 501(c) (3), peal¬ 
ing with exemptions of various groups. 
He called the Code "perhaps the most 
esoteric conglomeration of inequity ever 
conceived . . , Charged originally with 
being a communist instrument for the 
destruction of property and free enters 
prise, it has been supplied with so many 
loopholes, exemptions, allowances, and 
deductions that a man who makes SI00 
million a year may be required to pay no 
tax whatever; yet it has so many snares 
and traps that it is almost impossible for 
the small and independent businessman 
to survive at all.” 

Foundations should lose their exemp¬ 
tions, Dr. Larson pointed out, if they fi¬ 
nance the registration of voters, support 
other groups which engage in any type of 
political activity, or make grants for “re¬ 
search” which are nothing more than po¬ 
litical favors.

The fact that both organizations have 
been directed by Henry Kissinger since 
Mr. Nixon’s order of November 5, 1971, 
is not an encouraging one. 

Hoover’s untimely death removes any 
obstacles to the plans Mr. Kissinger might 
have to put all intelligence under the su¬ 
pervision of the subversive forces lie rep¬ 
resents. which could rcsuli in interven¬ 
tion in the Mideast, a probability LIB¬ 
ERTY LOBBY has often warned against.

By the time our readers get to this col¬ 
umn some of us will have attended a 
parent-sponsored conference here in 
Washington dealing with the new Child 
Care bills which have been introduced in 
Congress. 

A new organization to many, the Na¬ 
tional Coalition on the Crisis in Educa¬ 
tion, has been organized to oppose the 
massive government child development 
programs, sensitivity training in the 
schools, in-school sex education, and the 
abolition of the neighborhood school. 

The National Coalition first met in 
Chicago three years ago -to discuss sex 
education and I was honored to speak for 
the -Maryland delegates. This time, of 
course, we represent more than 75 local 
groups throughout the Nation opposed to 
forced busing. 

ACTION NOW and LIBERTY LOB¬

Taxes— The American taxpayer was 
soaked further when the Senate author¬ 
ized $ 1.6 billion to the international 
bankers (via International Monetary 
Fund, et al.). Coupled with $-320 million 
to the International Development Asso¬ 
ciation earlier, this may indicate another 
U.S. dollar devaluation soon. Since the 
money is for poor nations, why can’t the 
U.S., with the biggest debt in the world, 
qualify? 

Child Development —S. 3010 and S, 
3228, the new version of child control, 
appear to be moving out of committee 
and to the Senate floor. The plan is to 
move legislation such as expansion of 
Headstart, then tie on Legal Services and 
Child Development as • amendments.- By 
the time these bills get to the voting stage, 
they’ll contain the same radical measures 
that the President vetoed last year. Let 
your Senators know your views. 

Presidential War Powers —The Senate 
took a step toward restricting U.S. in¬ 
volvement in foreign wars with passage 
of the War Powers Act. It allows the 
President to commit American service¬ 
men to battle on foreign soil for only 30 
days without Congressional consent, and 
voids any further American troop com¬ 
mitments in prior treaties. This appears 
to be a big step toward keeping U.S. 
armed forces out of the Mideast or other 
hot spots. Let your Representative know 
how you feel on this subject, 

U.N.—H.R. 2632, to get the U S. out 
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Anti-Busing Forces Rally 

Washington, Apr. 27 (LLNS)—Rep. 
Norman Lent (R-N.Y.), sponsor of the 
Constitutional Amendment to stop forced 
busing, told several 
hundred forced busing 
opponents that 66 more 
signatures were needed 
on the discharge peti¬ 
tion to get the amend¬ 
ment to the floor for a 
vote. 

The rally climaxcd a 
"March on Washing- , •.«>i..cri«o»anii 
ton.” “Walking Manias”' from the South 
met those hiking from the North just out¬ 
side the District and walked together to 
the Capitol, Following the rally, Mrs. 
Mary Ann Cristofano, president of Unit¬ 
ed Schools Against Forced Busing, Den¬ 
ver, Colo., remained in Washington sev¬ 
eral days to complete, a survey. She con¬ 
tacted every Representative personally or 
by letter to learn his stand on the issue of 
forced busing.

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Liberty Lobby was founded in the latter part of 1957 by 
V/illis Allison Carto. It v/as created for the purpose of impress¬ 
ing upon national legislators in Washington, D. 0. the conserva¬ 
tive political viewpoint of the constituency it purports to 
represent. This objective reportedly is achieved by personal 
visits to the offices of individual congressmen by Liberty Lobby 
representatives and by urging its quarter-million subscribers to 
pressure legislators on a specific issue by a flood of corres¬ 
pondence.

Youth for: Wallace was set up by Carto to promote • 
the candidacy of Governor George C. -Wallace in the 1968 
presidential election. This group, supported by Liberty 
Lobby resources and personnel, .subsequently became the nuc¬ 
leus of the National Youth Alliance, which has been des¬ 
cribed in the past as "hard-core right" and, more recently, 
under new leadership independent of Carto 1 s influence, "neo- 
Nazi". Reportedly, there is some evidence of direct support 
by Carto for "Statecraft", a "super-obnoxiously racist and 
anti-semitic" tabloid published by.C. E. Baker which often 
features "smear" attacks upon Carto's political enemies.

MR. HILDER: It was Monday, Decciubu 1941. Japan 
time, and Sunday, December 7, 1941, American time-7;55 
in the morning At this moment. Pearl Harbor. the U S Naval 
Station on the Mswati ju Islands, was S' u Id only awakened 
with the roar of 54 Japanese dive bombers, 45 fightci planes, 
40 torpedo bombers, and 50 low-level bombers. At 8:00 a.m.

DALL: Because it was the Pearl Harbor attack that 
brought America into the Second World War via a devious 
backdoor route, as :t were, and fiom the War, America and 
Japan received nothing bul casualties, debt, and loss While 
Soviet Russia and their international Socialistic Dictatorship 
won half of Luiope and Asia, wc in America got nothing 
from it except 292,000 dead. 672.000 wounded, and a bill 
for about 350 billion dollars or about 126 trillion yen. As for 
Japan the near total destruction of the Japanese Empire 
concluded with the atrocities at Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
which were unparalleled in the history of the earth Instead of 
World Peace, wc got World Wai with various bru*h-firc 
wars-like Korea in 1950 and Vietnam since 1961 And now, 
more souped-up rumblings and power-plays in the Near East 
For these reasons, I have concerned myself with Pearl 
Harbor, and have studied its background and the make-up of 
Ihe forces that planned it 

MR. WILDER: Aside from the information you obtained 
within the inner circle of America’s high government 
officials, did your “concern” cause you to investigate beyond 
Washington in the search for the true story of Pearl Harbor? 
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COL. DALL; Yes, on February 13, 1967,1 was fortunate to 
have had a long talk with retired Admiral Husband A 
Kirmnel, Ihe Commanding Officer at Pcail Harbor on that 
fatal day, December 7, 1941, who invited me to his home in 
Groton, Connecticut, for this purpose.

Mux would enable him to 
enter Ihe war in Europe via the "buck-door* 1 The realization, 
on his pan. that the American people did no! want war with 
Japan, and therefore, he and Ins backers must have it 
inflicted upon them at any cost, is most shocking! Hence, the 
factor of deceit entered the picture, and the necessary act of 
creating ”an incident" to arouse great*indignation, and an 
emotional outburst by the American people, became 
necessary! This dubious mantle had lo i*c placed adroitly 
upon the shoulders of Japan Prat was what Mr. Slmison 
referred to when he termed it "a difficult proposition." 
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The "proposition" hod been made all the more difficult 
because the leader of Ihe German people did not wont a war 
with America,and refused to fall into the “trap" prepared by 
President Roosevelt and his ideological and political handlers. 
For the most part, they constituted some top one-world 
bankers, and their top pro-Zionist friends, who wanted to sec 
Communist forces firmly controlling Germany, politically 
and financially, regrettably, for millions and millions of 
people,- however, the "trap’’ was neatly bailed, and Japan fell 
into it! 

MR- H1LDER: That answers the question why they wanted 
to maneuver Japan into die war.

Crew, in Toiyo, when he forwarded Minister Toyoda’s 
proposals to Secretary Hull, pleaded "{I urge) w ith all force 
at (my) command, for the sake of avoiding the obviously 
growing possibility of an utterly futile war between Japan 
and ihe United States, that this Japanese proposal not be 
turned aside without very prayerful consideration . . The 
opportunity is here presented for an act of highest 
statesmanship with Ihe possible overcoming thereby of 
apparently insurmountable obstacles for peace hereafter in 
the Pacific." 

MR. MILDER: Was Secretary Hull a member of Ihe Council 
on foreign Relations as well? 


COL. DALL: Most certainly 


MR. HILDER: What was Ihe nature of these Japanese terms? 


COL. DALL’ On October 7, Foreign Minister Toyoda had 
told Ambassador Grew: (Minister Toyotla) ‘The Japanese 
Government is willing and prepared to return to the situation 
prevailing four years ago bnl il Is essential that Ihe Govern¬ 
ment of the United SlUles of America should understand that 
10 undo virtually ai a moment's notice the work of Ihe past 
four years ts an undertaking of tremendous tux tpe ” 

In effect, Japan re-stated the terms Minister Mafsuoka and 
Prince Konove had offered Washington in November 1940 
through Bishop Juntos E Walsh, who was released from a Red 
Chinese prison in July 1970. Professor TanstU suites. 
"Mtttsuoka asked Bishop James E. Walsh. Superior General of 
Ihe Culhollc Foreign Mission Society of Maryknutt, New 
York to tjUderluke a special mission to Washington in 
order to im ; .ss upon the President the fuel that the 
Japanese Government "wished to negotiate u pence 
agreement An agreement to nullify their participation in the 
A sis Pact' a guarantee to recall all military forces from 
Chinn and lo restore to China Us gcugraphtcat and political 
intcgr.ty ." 

Apparently. President Roosevelt and Secretary Hull chose to 
completely ignore lltcsc conciliatory “renunciations of 
Japan's objectives in China" in November, 1940, and rejected 
those of October, 1941, with what amounted to a ten-point 
ultimatum! Four years later, on November IS. 1945, 
Secretary Slimson, when testifying before a Congressional 
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liivesligallng Committee, describes that rop-sceret meeting of 
President Rooscvcli on November 25,1941, .<( Uic While 
House, will) Secretaries Stiinson. Hull. Knox, General 
Marshall, and Admiral Stark: (SECRETARY STIMSON) 
"The President sold that ilia Japanese were notorious for 
making an attack without warning . In spite of the risk 
involved, however. In letting the Japanese fire the first shot, 
we realised that in order to have the full support of the 
American people, It was desirable to make sure that the 
Japanese he the ones to do ’.‘its "

MR. HILDER: Was Morgcnlhnu a member of the Council on 
Foreign Relations? 

COL. LtALL Most definitely! As foreseen by the President 
and his Cabinet. Emissary Kurusu, or. seeing this harsh note, 
complained to Secretary Hull that this ‘ conk! he interpreted 
us tantamount to mauling the end. “ As a consequence, on 


December 6, the Japanese secretly sent their reply to 
Ambassador Nomura. Because our Intelligence had broken 
the so-called “Purple Code," it intercepted and decoded it.

MR. HILDER. If he bad gotten the word to Admiral 
Kimmcl, by phone, couldn't die surprise, attack have been 
averted? 

COL DALE: Yes, I believe so! Admiial Robert A. Theobald 
called the fact that it was not done-“llic Final Seerel of 
Pearl Harbor." Some strong power, or pressure, not fully 
revealed lo the American public, prevented Admiral Stark 
front properly and immediately alerting Admiral Kimmcl! 
Kimmcl, himself, told me: "Stark then said to Marshall: ‘We 
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must radio Kittunel, and alert hurt ' Marshall overruled hint 
and replied: Let’s nott It might be detected by the Japanese 
anil complicate things fll wire him later, And lie finally did 
/uu that, by means oj regular commercial telegram no 
urgency, no priority. Two hours, approximately, after all the 
bombs had fallen, / did receive Marshall's wire, " 

MR. MILDER: Was Marshall a member of the Council on 
Foreign Relations too?

COL, DALL: Most certainly-yes 

MR. MILDER: This act would seem to negate all reason. 

General Marshall actually vetoed file alert for (he reason that 
"it might be 'detected by the Japanese and complicate 
things?" This sounds very strange 

COL DALL, Very strange, indeed! As previously staled, tils 
reason reveals .the calculated and ruthless tactics by which 
President Roosevelt and his lop Council on Foreign Relations 
advisors and associates maneuvered lo gel us into World War 
II, ngutitsi the'strong wishes and desires of the Ameiican 
people 

Admiral Ktimncl further explains. "Colonel Dali, llils may t 

further surprise you, hut I found out later that the Japanese 
Task Cone approaching Tear! Harbor hud specific orders dial 
If the American forces al Pearl Harbor became alerted before 
Hie attack was launched, their Task I'orce was lo return a; 
once to Japanese waters, without attacking!" This readily 
explains just what Marshall meant by fearing that a timely 
alert to Kimmcl would complicate things. Admiral Theobald 
comments further: "Willi all chance of surprise gone the 
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decision might well have been to cancel ilie attack: And the 
sole reusnn for not sending word lo Hawaii on that Sunday 
morning .. Washington refused to send one short message to 
Hawaii in lime to cushion the effects of the Japanese attack 1 
.. There is only one conceivable reason for ir-notking must 
be done lo prejudice the chances of the attack, even if at the 
Iasi moment Japan was about to bring war lo the United 
Stoles, and President Roosevelt did not Intend that any 
American action should cause them to change tlteir plans at 
the Iasi minute." 

President Roosevelt had repeatedly assured (he Amari.lill 
people that he would not send their boys into a war on 
foreign soil "except in the case of attack." Cut, it appears he 
had aiso promised Piime Minister Churchill lo get our 
country in, somehow/ He had told the Prime Minister:"/ may 
never declare ivnr. / may make war. “ 

MR. MILDER; Would you repeat that, Coidiiei? 

COL. DALL: Yes. President Roosevelt said: “I may never 
declare war. I may make war."

Thus, the Pe:'i Harbor attack, technically, look President 
Roosevelt off a delicate political hook, in urms of war A 
month after this disaster, Churchill told Parliament: 

The probability since the Atlantic Conference (August 14, 
1941/ at which I discussed these mutters with President 
Roosevelt, that the United States, even if not herself 
attacked, would come into the war in the hut East and thus 
make final victory assured. “ 

Referring to this amazing Churchi.Mian revelation, Senator 
Arthur H Vandenberg of Michigan, reacted wjtli the 
following shocked comment: ' In other words, Churchill said 
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that when he met Roosevelt the first linie-and wrote 'The 
Atlantic Owner' he got some sort of assurance, 
evidently satisfactory to him. that the,United States would go 
to war with Japan, regardless of whether Japan attacked its or 
nut. In still oilier words, we were slated far this war by the 
President, before Pearl Harbor." 

Quite obviously. President Roosevelt and Ills circle of 
exploiters, strongly desired the Pearl Harbor attack so as to 
satisfy Winston Churchill, and other ideological forces, 
without technically violating bis own solemn pledge made to 
the American people, not to get the Country into the war 
•'except in the c.uc of attack." Hence, after the Icnd-lcase 
action, the convoying of British ships, the gift ol fifty 
desti -jyers to the British, even the depth-bombing of German 
submarines-nil extreme, un-neutral ptovocitiwim all of 
which had failed to provoke Hiller to retaliate. President 
Roosevelt's frustration—and that ol his prompters—became 
rather desperate. His advisor, Harry Hopkins, another 
member of the Council on Foreign Relations, confessed

Accordingly, President Kooscve! tendered the Pacific Fleet to 
slay anchored in Pearl Harbor, but removed all the aircraft 


carriers so that the battleships, like sitting ducks, would 
tempt Japan to strike them.

refused to allow Gcnetal Marshall to let Admiral Stark alert 
the Pearl Harbor Commanders to the oncoming attack.

country into the war. but for political reasons was most 
anxious lo f/.s.7i c i/ml ilia lira! net tif tiusftHljf can,a from the 
other side, for which reason he caused in a easing pressure to 
be pul on the Japanese, to a point that no self-respecting 
nation could endure without resort to arms Japan was 
meant, by the American President to attack the United 
States “ 

Furthermore, the British Minister of Production, Hr. Oliver 
Lyttleton, in 1944, aptly summed it up: 'Japan was provoked 
into attacking America at Pearl Harbor it is a travesty of 
history lo say dial America was forced inio the war “ 

Perhaps Hie most irrefutable proof that President Roosevelt 
worked to set the stage for the Pearl Harbor ,,t tack and knew 
about it when it was coming, appears in H Montgomery 
Hyde's book "ROOM 3003: THE STORY OF THE 
BRITISH INTELLIGENCE ” This uescilUes, in detail, l.ow 
William Stephenson, the Chief of die .Secret Intelligence 
Service, operating from Room 3603, on Ulr. Ibiry-sixtli floor 
of a skyscraper in Rockefeller Center, conspired with 
President Roosevelt and other top U.S, uirici.ds. to get the 
United Stales into war with Japan, thereby drawing it into 
the war widi the Axis-bath of which die vasl majority of 
Americans stiongly opposed Montgomery Hyde elaborated: 
"Stephenson had some success in penetrating the Kurusu 
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He was a well placed ''front” for the forces that resorted to 
every possible means to force President Roosevelt to get 
America into war. But, it was his clever and devious assistant, 
Harry Dexter While, later exposed as a high-level Communist 
agent, who drafted and presented to Secretary of State Hull 
the outline for the ultimaiive ten-point note to Japan, dated 
November 26, 1941. Dr. Barnes writes: "Roosevelt was 
surrounded with Communist sympathizers and some 
undoubted Communists, one. a member of his official family 
at the White House, exerted a powerful influence on 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hull. Hull's ultimatum of November 
76, J9dl, which brought the Japanese attack at Peart Harbor, 
was based in Iurge part directly upon a memorandum handed 
to him by Harry Dexter White, surely a Communist agent, if 
not a card-carrying Communist himself. " 

In short, Henry Morgenlhiiu, Jr . scion of an international 
banking family, and Harry Dexter White, a top-level 
Communist agent, also actively worked, planned, and hoped 
for the ultimate assault on Pearl Harhor. Both, likewise, 
represented the long range aims of the major financial 
complexes, which heitofiied extensively from World War II. 
Incidentally, Henry's military record was most distinguished 
by its virtual nonexistence. 

MR. MILDER: Colonel, would you, please, explain this more 
in detail? 

COL DALI.: Certainly! That International Communism- 
meaning Soviet Russia- benefited, is most obvious. Amciica 
incurred dcarh, debt ami destruction and Britain lost her 
Empire, while the Bolshcviki of Soviet Russia sot half of 
Germany, and control over half of Europe and Asia Further¬ 
more, what also came out of the war was the appearance of 
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the State of Israel and, in place of reasonable reparalions to 
the victors, enormous West German reparations were allotted 
-then siphoned lo Israel. By 1964. this added up to billions 
of dollars. Hence, Communism and Zionism have greatly 
profiled! Huge indemnities and reparations from World War 
II have been arranged for the European favorites of politi¬ 
cally powerful Internationa! banking houses. But in spite of 
this Japan and Germany have risen to the top in world 
economic output 

MR. HILDER: The benefit to Zionist objectives secins 
obvious, but how did the bankers finance International 
Communism? 

COL CALL: Hie able writer. Gary Allen, refers lo "the live 
American satellites of the European Rothschild Banking 
interests."

Recording to a report . to the State Depnitn.cnt on March 
J, 1922, Kuhn, l.ocb and Company atm laid out and 
financed the Soviet 's first Five Year Plan 

Significantly, one member of ibis international banking 
complex. Paul Warburg, became ll:c head ol the Federal 
Reserve Bank’s Board of Governors when it was created in 
1913. The Federal Reserve bank system is privately owned 
and controlled. 

MR. MILDER: Colonel Dali. I just read an article entitled 
"SECRET ISSUE” printed on March 26Ih id this year (19711 
by the Los Angeles Herald Exuminer where John 
Chamberlain, in his column, confirmed that another member 
of the Council on Foreign Rclations-thc late Tom 
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mission with one of his agents who was a British subject and 
had spent fifty years in Japan . . This agent made contact 
with the envoy’s (Special Envoy Sabuio Kurusu) Secretary, 
whose name was Yuki and had a series of meetings with him 
in a Washington apartment which had previously been wired 
for lecording conversations, 

"The information obtained from the. recordings was 
transcribed and copies were sent by Stephenson each Jay to 
President Roosevelt . It supplemented the Japanese dip¬ 
lomatic telegrams between Tokyo and Washington, which 
bad been known to the American authorities for some 
lime. 

Un November 27, (IVdi). the President sent bis son, Janies 
Roosevelt, to Stephenson Willi a Special message, the purport 
of which ivos not yet known either to ibe British Foreign 
Office or to the British Embassy in Washington. The same 
day, Stephenson telegraphed it to London. His telegram read: 
•JAPANESE NEGOTIATIONS OFF. Sell VICES EXPECT 
ACTION WITHIN TWO WEEKS ' I repeal tlw telegram 
read. JAPANESE NEGOTIATIONS OFF SERVICES 
EXPECT ACTION WITHIN TWO WEEKS 1 

"As call be imagined, this telegram caused a great stir in 
London. Confirmation was immediately sought by cable 
from Lord Halifax in Washington. Lord Halifax happened to 
be out hunting in Virginia when the cable arrived . and he 
was now obliged in get off his horse and hurry back lo the 
Embassy to cable his reply that he knew nothing of such a 
report Another urgent cable was sent from London, this 
time to Stephenson, informing him that the Prime Minister 
and the Cabinet would be most interested to know the source 
of his information. Stephenson answered briefly: "The

President of Ihe U.S.A. Two days later, November 29. 
CORDELL HULL run' Ambassador Halifax and gave him the 
news, officially." CORDELL HULL slated, and / quote: 
"The diplomatic pari in our relations with Japan is virtually 
over. The matter wdl now go to the officials of the Army and 
Navy. Japan may now move suddenly and with every element 
of surprise. ” 

How that surprise came, just over a week after this frank 
interview, is a matter of history.

Naturally, i wasfshocked by the statements of the Admiral 
but ! was not surprised to learn that Felix Frankfurter of the 
Count'll on Furfign Relations played an important role in 
arranging Tor President Roosevelt to appoint Owen Roberts 
to make a personal report to him on Pearl Harbor Roberts 
assumed the role of "hatchet man” and dutifully turned ill a 
"usable" report, which had the approval ot Felix 
Frankfurter. According to Max Freedman. Frankfurter was 
always quite impenitent about his part in arranging for Mr 
Justice Roberts to make a personal report to the President on 
the immediate events that ted to Pearl Harbor, and what 
happened after the attack began.

I can understand Frankfurter's fear of a vindictive search 
being made Tor "scapegoats’'- and lhat the President's 
authority might well be compromised by a “meddling 
Congress"! Justice Roberts lost no time in locating the two 
scapegoats.

PRODDING FOR PROSECtH-ION 

The new Attorney Ceneral, John N. Mitchell, as a law partner of Richard Nixon had made a fortune 
specializing in tax-exempt state and municipal bonds, largely for housing with federal subsidies. 
(He was described by the Washington Post as the leading housing lobbyist in the country.) 

Mitchell became annoyed with Dowdy's constant prodding for prosecutive action on the housing fraud 
cases his committee had referred to Justice. Mitchell's subordinate, Henry E. Petersen, Assistant 
Attorney General in charge of the Criminal Division, had also been annoyed with Dowdy's prodding 
on the housing cases for several years. Petersen, a holdover Democrat, had been a protege of 
the late Attorney General Robert F. Kennedy. Nixon has privately promised Petersen a federal 
judgeship before his Presidential term expires. 

The Mitchell-Petersen axis decided to eliminate Dowdy. Mitchell personally approved the illegal 
^wiretapping, bugging and burglarizing of Dowdy's residences in Washington and Texas. Stephen H. 
Sach s, Democratic holdover as U.S. Attorney in Baltimore, handled the prose cution. 

The Justice Department, in its investigation of the Nathan Cohen coterie, had developed 13 felony 
charges against Cohen, seven against Clark and three against Levitt, corresponding to a total of 
more than $2 million in confessed housing swindles. Prosecutor Sachs offered them a plea bargain* 
help make a case against Dowdy and we'll let you off with fines and suspended sentences. They 
testified that the Congressman had conspired to accept and had accepted a $25,000 bribe in the 
Atlanta Airport on Sept. 22, 1965. The prosecution alleged that Cohen gave a briefcase containing!' 
$25,000 cash to Levitt, who in turn gave it to Clark, who handed it to the Congressman in the 
public waiting room. 

CONFLICTS AND CONTRADICTIONS 


When Levitt testified before the grand jury, he told contradictory stories. The prosecutors took 
Levitt out of the grand jury room and reprimanded him for these obvious conflicts, gave him im¬ 
munity from perjury and admonished him to give a consistent, believable story. But again he mixed 
up his testimony, had to be taken out and coached again. Five times this went orr. 


In the trial, under cross-examination by defense attorney John W. Key, J r .. Levitt garbled his 
lines again. For example, he coi Id not remember whether he flew o Atlanta from Baltimore or 
Washington, or whether he or Claik carried the briefcase to Atlanta. Dowdy had three witness es 
prove that he never met Clar k or _ Lgy jttin t he At lanta pubUc, wail la g room, where he neyer^even 
wenf, having been escorted from'TRe'airplane' ramp to the""Tip hospitality lounge _ by''I~D'eTta Airline 
employee, Dwayne Koch. Koch and two businessmen testified that they never left the Congressman 
during the brief stopover in Atlanta and that he did not meet anybody else then. The truth is, 
Levitt was never in Atlanta on the alleged occasion, nor was Clark. A former business associate 
of Nathan Cohen, Grayson Foster, testified that Cohen admitted privately that he framed Dowdy to 
get himself out of trouble, saying, "I'm a smart little Jew boy. I think I got off the hook. I 
gave Sachs a Congressman." Another defense witness, Mrs. Verna Collin, Clark's former secretary 
at Monarch in 1965, testified that Clark told her he did not meet Dowdy at the Atlanta Airport .J

counts of perjury before the grand jury that indicted him.

^-The Richmond, Va., U.S. Appeals Court overturned the five counts of bribery, but upheld three 
counts of perjury. That perjury consisted in giving testimony that contradicted the testimony of 
three self-confessed swindlers, one of whom had been granted immunity for his perjury before the 
grand jury. The sentence was reduced by the Appeals Court, but the vindictive Henry E. Petersen 
appealed this partial vindication of Dowdy to the Supreme Court, which refused to review the case. 

After the trial, prosecutor Sachs, in a newspaper interview, said the case was "made in the grand 
jury with its subpoena power and by the FBI, which performed brilliantly under pressure during 
the trial."

I.and Use—Federal control of state 
lands (S. 268—see August Liberty Let¬ 
ter ) sailed through the Senate 64-21 and 
now faces House action, ft empowers the 
President to issue guidelines on land use 
and authorizes grants to states. This giant 
step into further federal control should 
be halted; urge your Representative 
bccordingly, 

Hank Secrecy—H.R. 9424 and S. 2200 
would protect the right of privacy of U.S. 
citizens against government probes into 
their bank holdings. They forbid financial 
disclosures apart from citizen authoriza¬ 
tion, subpoena, or court order. This law 
is needed to protect citizens from the 
1970 Act permitting government snoop¬ 
ing. 

Timber—U.S. Forest Service has just 
been ordered to harvest an additional 1.1 
billion board feet of timber for sale next 
year. Already too much of our timber is 
being expoited to Japan. S. 1033 (Sen. 
Bob Packwood, R-Orcg.) would halt the 
destruction of our forests by irresponsible 
cutting, and limit our exports—a major 
cause of the terrific increase in housing 
costs. S. 1033 deserves the support of 
all Americans- 

Communications—HR. 3516 would 
jcquirc radio and TV receiver manufac¬ 
turers to include suitable fillers on their 
equipment to eliminate interference, from 
whatever source. This would greatly im¬ 
prove reception for many listeners and 
viewers, and the increase in cost, if any, 
would be negligible, ll would be a par¬ 
ticular boon to ham radio operators, 
often and wrongfully blamed for inter¬ 
ference. Urge your Congressman and also 
Chairman Harley Staggers, House Inter¬ 
state and Foreign Commerce Committee, 
to support this bill.

The concern you expressed in your letter of Septem¬ 
ber 12th, with enclosure, for the future of America is indeed 
appreciated. 


I would like you to know the FBI is called upon to 
investigate individuals chosen for high level Government posi¬ 
tions; however, we are strictly an investigative agency of the 
Federal Government and we present the facts that are gathered 
without an evaluation or conclusion of any kind to interested 
committees or agencies whichever the case may be. We do not 
issue clearances of any type. 

With regard to the allegation that Mr. Hoover's 
death was mysterious, may I assure you his personal physician 
was on the scene shortly after Mr. Hoover's body was discovered 
on the morning of May 2, 1972. After examining the body, the 
doctor determined that Mr. Hoover had died of natural causes. 
The Medical Examiner for the District of Columbia, who is the 
official responsible for certifying the cause of death, and 
who was on the scene, attributed Mr. Hoover's death to hyper¬ 
tensive cardiovascular disease and decided an autopsy was not 
necessary. The police official present found no indication of 
foul play.

SECRET WORLD SUMMIT CONFERENCE: 1974 MEETING Number 129 

Liberty Lowdown has again scored an international scoop on the latest meeting of the 
Bilderbergers, held in a luxurious French resort Apr. 19-21, 1974. 

J 

For three years. Liberty Lowdown has kept a close watch on the secret Bilderberg meet¬ 
ings, which are held each year at a different resort in Europe or the United States. 
Since 1971, no publicity is permitted until after the conference. The 1972 meeting 
was held in Knokke, Belgium and in 1973 at Saltsjobaden, Sweden. Liberty Lowdown 
learned of these two meetings too late to send a reporter. Extensive digging finally 
developed the time and location of the 1974 meeting, which was attended by the Roth¬ 
schilds, Rockefellers, Wallenbergs and other billionaire international financiers or 
their proxies. 

In 1971 LIBERTY LOBBY first penetrated the outer hard shell of secrecy which surrounds 
this clandestine and sinister group. In May of that year they met in Woodstock, Vt., 
at a luxurious hotel owned by Laurence Rockefeller. This was fully reported in Liberty 
Lowdown No. 100. With the single exception of the local paper in Vermont, which could 
not ignore the event, the only other news source which reported on it was the Washing¬ 
ton Observer . It was deliberately suppressed by all other media in the U.S. 

Following the 1971 Bilderberg meeting unusual world events happened in rapid succes¬ 
sion. There was the severe dollar crisis of August, resulting in vast profits for the 
"insiders" and the first devaluation of the dollar. The Bilderberg floating dollar 
policy has put an end to the financial independence of the United States and signals 
the impending collapse of the American economy. 

The 1971 meeting, which broke policy with previous meetings in that two Russians and 
two Red Chinese attended, also presaged the Nixinger policy of "detente," following 
Rockefeller trips to the U.S.S.R. and Red China, followed in turn by Kissinger and 
Nixon, followed by vast oil and grain deals with communists . . . etc. 

ALPINE CONSPIRACY 


This time, the Bilderbergers met at Megeve, France, a village nestled in the French 
Alps about 20 miles from Switzerland. The secret conferences were in the luxurious 
Hotel Mont d'Arbois, owned by Baron Edmond de Rothschild. Security surrounding the 
Megeve meeting was even more strict than that in Woodstock three years ago. The only 
access to the hotel is up a long road, which dead-ends in the Alps. Between 600 and 
1,000 uniformed gendarmes were assigned to the task of guarding the participants. 

They were armed with rifles, machine guns and traveled in armored cars. An undeter¬ 
mined number of guards and security personnel who attended the conferences did so in 
plainclothes. As with the Woodstock Inn in 1971, no employee was allowed near the 
hotel without a special pass. All persons living in the immediate vicinity were care¬ 
fully watched and not permitted to stray too close to the hotel.

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Few reporters were in Megeve,^^. of them French, but no wire se^Bce was permitted to carry 
news' of the meeting. No publreity appeared anywhere in the worl<^xcept for the local French 
paper which had to carry a story because no one in the area could ignore the obvious fact 
k that something very important was happening. 

The guests arrived at the Geneva Airport beginning Apr. 18 and were whisked over the Swiss- 
French border in a caravan of Mercedes-Benz, Rolls Royce and Cadillac limousines—each one 
> preceded and followed by heavily armed and uniformed Swiss and French police. 

THE AMERICAN CONNECTION 

From the U.S. came both David and Nelson Rockefeller. Since the time of their grandfather, 
John D. Rockefeller, Sr«, this family has worked hand-in-glove with the Rothschilds. 

Only one top-level publisher was invited, Henry A. Grunwala," managing editor of Time . In 1971 
Grunwald’s opposite number in Newsweek attended, Elliott Osborn. Newsweek in 1971 carried no 
mention of the meeting and Time will not, either, unless forced to by publicity elsewhere. 

A I 

In deference to women's lib, perhaps, this year the Bilderbergers invited a woman, Mrs. Miriam 
Camps, a senior research fellow for th/e Council on Foreign Relations. Also representing the 
C.F.R. was James Chace, managing editor of the C.F.R. periodical Foreign Affairs ; .The Rocke¬ 
feller-funded, tax-exempt C.F.R. has the responsibility of disseminating the decisions of the 
Bilderbergers to American "intellectuals." 

Another top Rockefeller man in attendance was Emilio G. Collado, executive vice president of 
Exxon Corp., the world's largest oil company, which reports record profits resulting from the 
Mideast war, the oil boycott and rising oil prices. 

Including Nelson Rockefeller, three presidential candidates attended. Sens. Walter Mondale 
(D-Minn.) and Charles McC. Mathias (R-Md.) being the other two. Only politicians who have 
proved their unquestioning loyalty to the Rockefeller-Rothschild cabal are invited to Bilder- 
berg meetings. They must be willing tools of the super-rich internationalists and must pose 
as liberals and "friends of the working man." Nationalist and anti-communist political 
figures are never allowed inside a Bilderberg meeting. 

Representing the military was Gen. Andrew J. Goodpaster, Supreme Allied Commander in Europe, 
who, incidentally, was listed in the "International," not the U.S., Section. 

KISSINGER HAD PLANS 


v^7 Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger was invited. He planned to attend, as he usually does. 
Kissinger is now recognized by even foes of LIBERTY LOBBY as the most powerful man in America, 
far outstripping Nixon. At the last moment, however, Kissinger sent his regrets and dis¬ 
patched two of his deputies, Helmut Sonnenfeld t, Counselor of the Department of State and

Sonnenfeldt is a notorious leftist and internationalist who always receives the finest press 
coverage and is obviously chosen for a rapid rise in the RothschiId-Rockefeller world secret 
government.

In the last issue of Homefront , the organ of the Institute for American Democracy, 
the editor says, in discussing LIBERTY LOBBY: 

The zealots are fighting against a "conspiracy. 11 This, you must admit, 
is a much handier explanation for the state of things then (sic) the 
hard-to-face fact that we have problems for which there are no reason¬ 
able, short range solutions. They all look for whipping boys to rally 
against. 

Students of the intellectual perversion known as Marxism will recognize the above as 
a statement of the orthodox Marxist view that the historical movement toward social¬ 
ism is inevitable, and proceeds ponderously according to vast and impersonal forces 
which cannot be denied. Unfortunately, this opinion has been absorbed by American 
"intellectuals" as standard liberal doctrine. Those who have dared to contradict 
openly this orthodoxy have paid for their courage by being immediately labeled by 
the press with such terms as "paranoid," "extremist," "fascist" and, of course, 
"anti-Semitic," the standard imprecations hurled as witches' curses against the 
luckless few who dare to challenge the official "line." 

Innumerable Americans have thus been intimidated from professing the "conspiracy 
theory" and those who have not been so intimidated have oftentimes wasted their 
time and effort in trying to explain it to others because of the obvious difficulty 
involved in trying to expose something which, by its very nature, is secret and 
hidden. 

The tremendous difficulties involved have therefore seriously prevented popular as¬ 
signment of the responsibility for why America and the West have reached such a 
state of pronounced decline. Obviously, without such assignment, any hope for the 
survival of the West is fatuous. 

PROOF OF A CONSPIRACY 

Is there any way to prove the existence of a great conspiracy to despoil the West-- 
a relatively easy way to lay out the facts in such fashion that no fair-minded per¬ 
son can possibly deny that such a conspiracy exists? 

Thanks to the facts that are now known about the Bilderberg Group and the astounding 
control that this organization exercises over the so-called "free press" in Europe 
and America such proof is now simple to establish for anyone who will devote 15 
minutes to the subject. 

Please note that this argument is not concerned with the subjects the Bilderbergers 
discuss in their secret conferences. Of course, the content of their discussions is 
the core of the controversy, but all this issue of Liberty Lowdown addresses is the 
fact that the meetings are unreported by the press. In other words, for the purposes 
of this analysis, it is unimportant whether they get together once each year in 
secrecy to play pinochle, have a party or to discuss plans and strategems to trans¬ 
fer additional billions of taxpayers' money and the wealth of the world to their 
bank accounts. The mere fact that they do get together and that their meetings are 
protected from any and all publicity is what is germane to this discussion, and what 
is, in itself, proof of a conspiracy. The nature of the conspiracy is another mat¬ 
ter worthy of inquiry but one that cannot be intelligently explored until the exis¬ 
tence of the conspiracy itself is recognized as an incontrovertible fact. 

CONSPIRACY STATED 

Because of what is known about the Bilderberg Group and the control It exercises over 
the so-called "free press" of the West there is no explanation save that of conspir¬ 
acy to account for the fact that the entire press of the world has suppressed all 
mention of the Bilderberg meetings and all recognition of the existence of the Group. 

The simple statement in the paragraph above is far too much for the average American 
to comprehend, be he conservative, liberal or neuter. It is totally at odds with the 
Great American Myth—that America is a free Nation, resting on the bulwark of Freedom 
of Speech, and that the newspapers and other media are free and uncontrolled. 

To accept the paragraph above requires the average American to destroy the image of 
America he has held since infancy. Yet, the image must be destroyed if America is 
to survive. The image is as false as the decline of America is factual.

There are only three possible explanations for these two facts: 


1. The event was really not "news" in the accepted journalistic definition and con¬ 
sequently unworthy of notice, or 

2. The press did not know of the meeting and so could not report on it, or 

3. Every wire service in the world, including AP, UPI, Reuters and Tass, and hundreds 
if not thousands of professional journalists and their employers in Europe and the > 
U.S., leftists, liberals and "responsible conservatives" knew of the meeting and con¬ 
spired together to suppress it.

As for the first, Lesson Number One in all journalism classes is that "names make 
news."

Every year, somewhere in the world, 
the Bilderbergers get together to discuss concerns of mutual interest. His Royal High¬ 
ness, Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands, the chairman of the Bilderberg Organization, 
arrived at Kennedy International Airport on April 22, 1971, en route to Woodstock, Vt., 
from Holland to attend the Bilderberg meeting scheduled for that weekend. He was met 
by dozens of reporters, and additional dozens surrounded the Woodstock Inn during that 
meeting. Before this meeting, as well as prior to the Megeve meeting, during the meet¬ 
ings and afterward newspapers printed thousands of tons of paper for readers containing 
advice to the lovelorn, horoscopes, crossword puzzles, recipes, features ,on giant pandas, 
African voodoo and Common Cause, advertisements for and reviews of pornography and other 
garbage. 


But not one square inch in this Sahara of newsprint is ever given to a Bilderberg 
meeting. No news coverage. No features on the personalities, their love lives or 
their riches. No human interest. No photos of them at work or play or alighting 
from their private jets or riding in their heavily-guarded limousines. 

And most important of all, nothing--absolutely nothing--about what they talked about. 

No speculation, predictions, analysis. No interviews, no halfbaked syndicated 
philosophy, witticisms or moralizing editorials in the Los Angeles Times . No car¬ 
toons by Herblock, Conrad' or Parrish. No screams of rage from Jane Fonda, William — 
Kunstler or the ACLU. No threats from the SLA. No wisdom from Eric Sevareid, Howard 
K. Smith or David Brinkley. No excited exposes from Jack Anderson or biting sarcasm 
from Nicholas von Hoffman. Not even a peep from Time —even though its managing editor, 
Henry Grunwald, attended the 1974 meeting, just as Osborn Elliott, president of Newsweek , 
attended in 1971. Total silence. 


HARD-WORKING REPORTER MYTH 


The second excuse is equally preposterous. One of the great legends of America 
(taught to us by the press) is that of the honest, hard-working reporter who, 
by dint of effort, comes up with a great story exposing an evil plot. It is true 
that once his boss puts him on the trail of a story he wants, a reporter will not 
easily give up--so long as he continues to draw a salary and expenses, that is. 

There must be a hundred thousand reporters in Europe and the U.S. The Bilderbergers 
have been meeting for years at roughly the same time every year. Virtually any re¬ 
porter, if he had wanted to, could have found out when and where the 1974 meeting 
was going to be held. Liberty Lowdown did, with a budget of pennies compared to 
the Associated Press, UPI or CBS-TV. 


In addition, all newspapers, radio stations and TV stations subscribe to a wire ser¬ 
vice and possess at least one teletype that connects them with the world. By their 
Contrsc-C -they..are obligated JLc-.lnfqr m-th e agency-of. Local-news -This is the way the 
agency normally learns of floods, ai^{[ag33^ ashes and earthquakes — from feedback 
from a local newspaper or radio station. In 1971 the Rutland Herald carried a small 
news story on the Bilderberg meeting at Woodstock, Vt.--a small town next door with 
no daily newspaper of its own.

The conclusion therefore has to be that the third possibility—conspiracy—is the only 
possible explanation of the facts. The Rothschilds, Rockefellers and other super-rich 
internationalists at Megeve merely told their underling publishers—the Sulzbergers, 
Schiffs, Newhouses, Knights, Chandlers, Pulliams, Buckleys, etc.—that there was to be 
no news of the meeting.

"How the press loves to brag to its victims—its readers—about its freedom. Yea, the 
press may be free to lie and distort and suppress and deceive and malign, but is it 
free to tell the truth?"

They are, therefore, specifically exempted 
from disclosure pursuant, to the provisions of the Freedom of 
Information Act, Title 5, United States Code, Section 552 
lb) (7) . 

The deletions made in the memorandum dated August 27, 
19G4, also sent to you, were made to protect classified infor¬ 
mation, names of lav; enforcement personnel, and information 
contained in investigatory files compiled for lav; enforcement 
purposes. These matters are protected from public disclosure 
by exemptions (b) (1), (2), (C), and (7) of the above-cited 
Act. 

The above-described deletions were made in these 
documents when they were initially released to prior requesters 
and the Department of Justice was aware of the scope of these 
deletions at that time.

NELSON ROCKEFELLER: COMMUNIST AGENT Number 62 

Nelson Aldrich Rockefeller wants to be President of the United States. Governor Rock¬ 
efeller’s socialistic views and left-wing approach to politics are well known. He has 
declared that racial rioting in the United States is "actually a sign of progress." 

He has demanded that the United States establish "intimate" relations with Red China. 

His book, The Future of Federalism , is a blueprint for world government. 

Rockefeller's disloyalty to the Republican Party is equally well known. It will be 
recalled that, after his repudiation of Barry Goldwater in 1964, Richard Nixon referred 
to Rockefeller having gotten his "pound of flesh," and advised that there was no place 
for him in the leadership of the party. His personal life is such that the minister who 
married him to his second wife was officially censured by the Presbyterian Church. 

More important, but hardly known at all to the American people, is Nelson Rockefeller's 
( role as an agent for the Soviet Union. As unbelievable as this charge might seem, the 
facts document it beyond any doubt. In examining the fantastic record of Rockefeller's 
dealings with the communists, it would be well to keep in mind the dictionary definition 
of "agent": "One who acts for or in the place of another by authority from him." 

ROCKY THE RED TRADER 

On January 16, 1967, readers of the New York Times were shocked to see a front page head¬ 
line reading "Eaton Joins Rockefeller to Spur Trade with Reds." The story began: "An 
alliance of family banking fortunes linking Wall Street and the Midwest is going to try 
to build economic bridges between the free world and communist Europe. The International 
Basic Economy Corporation, controlled by the Rockefeller brothers, and Tower Internation¬ 
al, Inc., headed by Cyrus S. Eaton, Jr., Cleveland financier, plan to cooperate in pro¬ 
moting trade between the Iron Curtain countries, including the Soviet Union, and the 
United States, Canada and Latin America. The International Basic Economy Corporation 
was organized in 1947 under the principal direction of Nelson A. Rockefeller, now New 

York Governor" (emphasis added). 

The Times pointed out that: "The joint effort contemplated by I.B.E. and Tower is seen 
as combining the investment skills and resources of the Rockefellers and the ; special 
entree to Soviet bloc officialdom that Tower enjoys largely as a result of contacts cul¬ 
tivated over the last 15 years by Cyrus S. Eaton, Sr. The elder Eaton has been an out¬ 
spoken advocate of closer ties between the U.S. and the Soviet Union. He has backed 
his convictions by visiting Russia and entertaining high Soviet leaders including former 
Premier Khrushchev."

Cyrus Eaton, Sr., Nelson Rockefeller's pace-setter' in blood trade with the communist 
enemy, is notorious for his long and close friendships with Soviet leaders. He is the., 
only private American citizen known ever to entertain top Soviet officials. In addition 
tp having Khrushchev as a guest at his Ohio farm, Eaton found no difficulty in trans¬ 
ferring his loyalty to Alexei Kosygin, the new Soviet Premier, whom he entertained at 
his Pugwash estate in New Brunswick, Canada.

As early as December 21, 1958, The Worker , official communist publication in the United 
States identified Eaton as being responsible for arranging increased East-West trade. 

The Worker quoted with approval Eaton's suggestion that "the main responsibility" for 
forcin g America's surrender to ’international communism "lay with America's industrial 
giants. Were these business leaders to urge an accommodation 'with the communist world, 
our Government.would have but small choice to change its policy." If Nelson Rockefeller 
ever fulfills his consuming ambition to become President, Eaton will have free access to 
the White House at all times. 

The sinister deal between Eaton and Rockefeller was described by Cyrus Eaton, Jr., as a 
"50-50 partnership." I.B.E. will be offere'd a 50 percent interest in any Red Trade 
deal Tower undertakes, including projects under way at the time the deal was made. Rich¬ 
ard S. Aldrich, a vice-president and director of I.B.E., and a member of the Rockefeller 
family, was quoted as saying that his organization's objective in entering Red Trade on 
a huge scale is "to improve the standard of'living of the peoples of the world ... An 
initiative that creates a commercial and industrial dialogue between the East and West 
cannot help but contribute to this end."

ROCKY AND SOVIET ESPIONAGE

The Times story referred to above revealed that, in December 1966, Tower International 
had reached an agreement with "Licensintorg," the’ official Soviet licensing and patent 
organization, covering future licensing and patent transactions. The Eaton-Rockefeller 


























combine was to take over the i^ing and selling of licenses and^atentt; froi.i the Amtorg 
Trading Corporation, innocent^^ described by the Times as "the^wicial Soviet agency in 
this country for promoting Soviet-American trade." 


Cyrus Eaton, Jr. complained of the difficulty Amtorg*s representatives in this country 
had encountered in trying to arrange agreements with American companies. "As you can 
imagine," Eaton said, "it is almost impossible for a Russian to walk into the research 
department of an American aerospace company 2 nd try to arrange the purchase of a patent." 
Eaton and Rockefeller are therefore generously relieving the communists of this difficulty. 
Their Red Trade combine will act for Amtorg, by its authority, as its official agent in 
the United States. Recall the definition of "agent" given above! The Rockefellers and 
the Eatons will thus have monopoly control of American trade with the U.S.S.R., control¬ 
ling both the American and Russian ends. 

J. Edgar Hoover writes: "In 1924, Amtorg Trading Corporation (a Soviet government com¬ 
mercial agency) was established. This gave the Soviets their first 'legal' base for 
espionage operations. In this way persons and institutions in a country openly as 
representatives or agents of a foreign power have an ideal cover to fulfill their as¬ 
signments of clandestine espionage" ( Masters of Deceit , p. 274). 

Again in 1959, in testimony before a subcommittee of the House Appropriations Committee, 
Hoover warned of Soviet efforts to use Amtorg to obtain information from American busi¬ 
nessmen "that would be of value to the Soviet bloc in their activities in opposition to 
this country." In answer to a question as to whether Amtorg. still conducts and fits 
into the espionage picture, Mr. Hoover replied: "Amtorg fits into it 100 percent." 

A hearing conducted by the House Committee on Un-American Activities ( Patterns of Com¬ 
munist Espionage , House Document #119, 86th Congress, 1st Session, 1959) revealed that 
Vassili M. Zubilin, Amtorg representative in the United States in the 1930's, had engaged 
in spying and espionage work. He later played a key role in the theft of atomic secrets 
from the radiation laboratory at the University of California. Alexander Barmine, a 
Brigadier General in the Red Army and high Soviet intelligence agent before defecting 
to the United States, told the HCUA that "...persons in Amtorg were used by the intelli¬ 
gence department and they were having foreign trade representatives as cover for them." 

Are the profits of Red Trade so important to Nelson Rockefeller that he is wiLling to 
betray the Nation of which he aims to become President? 

PROFITS IN BLOOD 

The Rockefeller-Eaton partnership is indeed highly profitable. Lucrative luxury hotel 
ventures are under way or contemplated throughout Eastern Europe, in Belgrade, Warsaw, 
Sofia, Prague, and Bucharest. Cyrus Eaton, Jr. boasts that he has had "firm inquiries" 
from five Eastern European countries, including the Soviet Union, for the construction 
of 10 rubber goods plants. "These people," says Eaton, "are setting up new automobile 
plants and know they have got to have tire factories." Equally shocking is the con¬ 
struction of a $50 million aluminum plant in Yugoslavia. And the Red Traders greedily 
eye further profits. After pointing out that, by the end of 1966, Tower had $7 million 
worth of orders on its books from Hungarian industry, Eaton boasted that "We think 
there is a potential trade volume with Hungary alone of §50 million a year." 

These huge potential profits, it should be remembered, are a virtual Eaton-Rockefeller 
monopoly. Any other American businessmen so unpatriotic as to want to profit from trade 
with the enemy will have to cut these two official Soviet agents in handsomely. And it 
has been disclosed Chat the State Department is cooperating closely with Eaton and Rock¬ 
efeller. An official of the Department's Office of East-West Trade has admitted, ac¬ 
cording to the Washington Observer (August 15, 1967), that all information relating to 
the business transactions of Rockefeller and Eaton with the communists was strictly 
confidential, "because they must be protected from their competitors." 

■Another -Rockefeller-Eaton operation, which apparently heeds "protection" was revealed • 

py a refugee from communist Bulgaria. 'In that country,- Tower and I.B.E. have 1 contracted

with the communist government to sell chickens and mushrooms, raised by slave labor on 
collective farms, in the world market. They can undercut American prices, and have al¬ 
ready taken the West German poultry market away from American exporters. In yet another 
outrage, Tower has been appointed official purchasing agent for the Hungarian government, 
and in the past two years has purchased vast quantities of American drugs, some of which 
have been transshipped to North Vietnam. J ' 

• « » 

The Constitution of the United .States (Art. Ill, Sec. 3) defines treason as '.‘levying 
war against (the U. S.) oi . . . adhering to their enemies, giving them aid and com¬ 
fort." Can it be denied that providing the communist enemy with -food and drugs, alum¬ 
inum and rubber plants, ana -vitally important foreign exchange, falls- within the defini¬ 
tion of "aid and comfort" to the enemy? Nelson Rockefeller's communist partners have 
been responsible for the deaths of 20,445 Americans killed in action in Vietnam, as of 
March 23, 1968. They have been responsible for 65,517 other casualties. Only the 
technicality of the lack of a formal declaration of war prevents Rockefeller's trading 
in the blood of dead Americans from being actionable as treason.

By now you have probably heard or read about the resignation of Attorney General 
William B. Saxbe. "Resignation"—that's a polite political way of saying he had to 
go. The action was referred to as the beginning of President Gerald Ford's move to 
put his own men into office, but it does seem odd that after four months in office 
President Ford is just now getting around to the reorganization process. 

Perhaps it's not so odd when you consider that the action came at the time when 
Nelson Rockefeller's confirmation as Vice President was virtually assured. With 
Rockefeller finally on the inside where he can more readiy affect the affairs of 
the U.S. to suit himself (and, of course, the Rockefeller empire), it was necessary 
to start inserting into office men who were willing to play ball with him—and 
William Saxbe was not his type of man. 


If this sounds unreasonable, compare the record of Mr. Saxbe with the philosophy 
and background of his proposed replacement, Edward H. Levi. First of all, Mr. 

Saxbe was a law and order man—rough and toughl He called the shots as he saw 
them. For instance, he was dead against unlawful monopolies and trusts to the 
point that he once said, "Price fixers Bhould go to jail." Certainly, Mr. Rockefeller 


couldn't have an anti-trust man nosing around the Rockefeller empire, so Mr. 
had to go.

It was necessary to get rid of Attorney General Saxbe for a second reason—he once 
had made a statement to the effect that Jewish Intellectuals were enamored of 
communism. That's the wrong thing to say if you want to stay in office. And 
finally, for Mr. Rockefeller to achieve his desired aim of becoming President, it 
is necessary that he have complete control over the law and order agencies. He 
couldn't count on Mr. Saxbe'8 full loyalty, so it was necessary to replace him.

Mr. Chairman anti Ksmbera of the Coiwnltr.ee: 

I am E. Stanley RItteahouse, Legislative Aide of LIBERTY L033Y, an institution 
consisting of American citleau# who have voluntas.!ly joined'together to promote their 
patriotic end constitutionalist convictions. I represent our more than aC,000-roember 
Board of Policy, and also appear on behalf of the approximately quarter million readers 
of our monthly legislative report, Liberty Letter . I appreciate this opportunity to 
appear today. 

It would be disastrous for America to hava Edward KirscU Levi as Attorney General. 

Why do I make such a strong statement? 

To begin with, he is the controversial choice of Nelson Rockefeller. This extreme¬ 
ly important appointment shoves that Mr. Rockefeller ie westing no time raehaping the 
federal government—a fear LIBERTY LOBBY has held for Borne time. As a matter of feet, 

U.S. Neve A World Repor t (Jan. 13, 1975) confirms our fear: "It was Nelson Rockefeller, 
according to insiders, who wee behind President Ford's controversial choice...." 

It is apparent that Raison Rockefeller would appoint only those who favor hie posi¬ 
tion on key issues. Mr. Rockefeller favors one-world government—which can be accomplished 
only at the expense of Anorlca'e sovereignty. To quote a Rockefeller Foundation report: 
"The challenge of the future Is to make this world one world..... 1 ' To quote Releor. 
Rockefeller: "The answer to a supranational political being with the power to tax." 

Can America afford to have an Attorney General who la not interested in maintain¬ 
ing our sovereignty? 

Mr. Levi himself could hardly bo further to the left. He hesda the University of 
Chicago, founded by John 0, Rockefeller, Sr.„ end recipient of many Rockefeller millions 
over the years. How convenient It is for Nelson to pick the president of his grandfather's 
school to be our Attorney General. With ebch an investment as Che Rockefellers have in 
that school, LIBERTY LOBBY seriously doubts whether any antitrust prosecutions will be 
brought against the Rockefeller empire by Mr. Levi. With Nelson Rockefeller's "contro¬ 
versial choice" in as Attorney General, the Rockefeller monopolies and cartela appear safe. 

The University of Chicago has been a hotbed of leftwing causes of all kinds for 
years. However, Mr. Levi couldn't spot a communist on the campus with a telescope. 

For example, in 1955 he told the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee that ha 
"recommended Norman Burster, present law librarian, to the University but did not 
know him to be or to have been a member of the Communist Party." 

After much questioning and getting little Information, Chief Counsel J.G. Sourwir.e 
asked, "Do you know anything, sir, of any Communist group within the faculty of the 
University of Chicago?"- There was no response from Mr. Levi. 

Instead of being a David who slew Goliath. Mr. Levi reminds ire of King Saul, who 
lacked the courage to throw the Phll-latinea out of the land but coveted the glory that

When the men who ie nominated to be Attorney General allows the anarchists to drive 
him out of hie own office and then cowardly yields to their occupation by setting up a 
temporary substitute office in the Center for Continuing Education across the Midway, 
this reveals weakness, not strength.

LIBERTY LOBBY SUES 

Oklahoma City, Jan. 20 (LLNS)— 
Gen. Clyde J. Watts, well-known attor¬ 
ney, announced today the filing of a one- 
half million dollar suit in behalf of LIB¬ 
ERTY LOBBY. 

Defendants in the action arc the Mu¬ 
tual Broadcasting System and the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith, which 
are responsible for try¬ 
ing to drive the LIB¬ 
ERTY LOBBY radio 
program off the air. 

“I don’t know when 
I have seen such a blat¬ 
ant attempt to under¬ 
mine the First Amend¬ 
ment right of freedom 
Gen. Waits speech,” said Watts 
“We intend to establish by this suit the 
citizen’s freedom of speech to present the 
truth through the electronic media with¬ 
out censorship by pressure groups. LIB¬ 
ERTY LOBBY has the legal right to 
present its vital message to the American 
people.” 

The controversy grew out of the cen¬ 
soring by Mutual of two radio programs 
dealing with the Mideast. The ADL is 
involved because of its attempts to in¬ 
timidate stations into removing the LIB¬ 
ERTY LOBBY program. 

“This suit promises to rival the Peter 
Zenger case which first established the 
right of free speech in America," said 
Watts.

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FOR YEAJIS, American patriots and political conservatives have been 
predicting doom ahead as the direct result of the various insane policies 
of the Internationalist Establishment. 

The warnings and predictions have been dismal, so dismal in fact that 
others have refused to listen. No one likes to hear sad tidings or to 
befriend the bearer of them and this is one reason why the "conservative," 
anti-communist message utterly failed in its aim, which was to produce a 
viable political movement capable of sweeping out the fast-accumulating 
rot in our society and replacing it with a healthy system which would 
liberate constructive and creative forces to cope with the vicissitudes 
of modern life. 

’ The result of the total failure of "conservatives" to mobilize their 
fellow Americans is, naturally, that their dismal predictions of doom 
»nd destruction are coming true. Indeed, our society has been .c.c.ed 
from its racial, cultural and religious moorings and like a ship has been 
drifting with increasing speed toward the waterfall, .and has now toppled 
over the edge, beginning a massive fall into the black pit of moral, 
cultural and political anarchy beneath. 

Now is not the time to review what has happened. This has been done 
in thousands of books and speeches. Suffice it to say that what once 
appeared to be merely a political threat has turned out to be nothing less 
thau an uncompromising demand for unconditional surrender of everything 
our forefathers created. The enemy began by exercising a secret and gentle 
power and they are ending by erecting a dictatorship based on terror. 

These perverters and destroyers asked to "asaprove" and "reform" our insti- 
tutions and now they insist on the total eradication of our traditional 
White values.- They begun by supplying "cultural enrichmeat" for our 
gullible parents and now they give us art forms and a culture xuafit for 
pigs. They begun by corrupting our political parties and now they have 



corrupted our familial relationships, turned men into women, women into 
men and children into sex perverts and drug fiends. They began by urging 
us to march off overseas to fight foreign sin and now they demand that we 
submit to an international dictatorship and willingly hand over our price¬ 
less rights and our Constitution. They are criminals of the worst sort, 
and ve are in the supremely suicidal position where these enemies of man¬ 
kind are most powerfully placed in our government and society, the struc¬ 
ture of which has been totally captured by agents of their alien cause. 

Under such a condition—where a Nation is governed and led by traitors 
and criminals who are intent on enslaving those they lead-if not exter¬ 
minating them-survival of the decent people left in society is impossible 
without the most extreme efforts. 

Under such harsh conditions, the struggle for survival is sedition 
or even revolution. When your mortal enemy sits at the economic and 
political summit, expertly exercising all of the tools of government to 
perpetuate his power, patriots are outlaws just as certainly as government 
itself is crime. 

It is important to realize the stark truth that the criminals who 
govern us have turned our ancient Teutonic (Anglo-Saxon) system of 
justice on its head. They are not affronted by treason because they are 
traitors; murder does not impress them as evil because they are steeped 
in it: they are responsible for the murder of a hundred million men and 
women in the last sixty years. These evil men know only one crime: it is 
to not pay our taxes. Their fraudulent economic and political system is 
reared on the foundation of the gullible willingness of the productive 
middle class to continue paying taxes to support and expand their universe 
of crime, and the man who contemns their demand for money becomes their 
greatest enemy.

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But they are becoming progressively mere helpless even while their 
control over the machinery of the establishment becomes more complete. 

The anti-human policies they have used to subvert and disintegrate our 
society have all but destroyed our system of justice, which is crumbling 
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before our very eyes. Thus, they find themselves unable to punish nil but 
a very few who refuse to pay them further tribute. As the government and 
courts disintegrate to anarchy and complete impotence, its strong-arm 
goons will often lash out to seize and torture a patriot, as a mad dog 
•will bite the closest living thing while the others move out of its way. 
patriotism, heroism ana the determination to remain free is their greatest 
enemy, not crime. 

So Americans find themselves with a great decision to make—should 
they prepare for the worst, and if so, when? There is only one responsible 
answer for the first question, but the matter of timing is something else. 

No man can predict the certain hour of Armageddon, but this sh.ould not be 
an excuse for inaction. The days and months ahead will probably see 
numerous fluctuations in public hopes and governmental action, as well as 
on the stock market and in the price of gold and silver. These fluctuations 
will swing more wildly as time passes, until one day the violence of the 
turnabout will destroy the framework itself. The road ahead may be long 

i 

or it may be short; it surely leads up many hills and down many valleys. 

No one knows when we will reach the end of that road, but we do know what 
we will find there. 

Acceptance of the point of view that quite possibly there is no longer 
any political solution to our national problems and that a wise man's 
.. attention, must perforce be turned to survival represents a radical shift 
in psychology because it is rr alien to our traditional pamterns of 
thought which have been built up by generations of good living and the 
traditional assumption that our birthright of liberty was still basically 
intact, if from time to time undermined by stupid but honest mistakes on 
the part of various well-meaning statesmen. 

Happily, it is not necessary for one to ‘“Fully accept the Doomsday 
point of view to survive the tribulation ahead any more than it is neces¬ 
sary for a man to believe that his house will burn down for him to buy 
fire insurance. The mere fact that conditions might deteriorate as many 
expect- they will should be enough to cause any prudent person to be 
prepared to act in the eventuality. In fact, anyone who does not prepare- 
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himself and his loved ones for the worst, given the abundant evidence of 
our escalating national decline, is surely a fool. 

In fact—and this must be emphasised—political efforts need not and 
should not be abandoned after one accepts Survival-thinking. Chapter I 
deals in detail with this very important subject. 

Personal acceptance of the Survival philosophy is much like swimming 
in the cold ocean. At first the water is frigid, and. your feet and legs 
are pained with the cold. But little by little you go in deeper, splashing 
the water on your chest and arms until you are able to duck beneath the 
waves. Then a strange thing happens. The cold water feels great—it has 
suddenly warmed up. You are enjoying yourself. You are filled with an 
exhilaration that continues after you emerge from the sea to a much warmer 
world, your body toned and hardened. You will see, as you begin to think 
in terms of Survival, that things look much better the more you learn. 

This is natural: the worst fear is fear of the unknown. Once you have 
made up your mind to alter your environment by your own free will you 
have te.ken the biggest step toward Survival. You have decided to be a 
free man. Once your viewpoint changes from ideology to the practical 
philosophy of .Survival your ideology changed. In fact, ideology itself 
is an artificial luxury which can be afforded only by the fat—just as 
politics is a luxury. 

A word pn. personal freedom, or individual liberty, words used inter¬ 
changeably here.,' There is a. rigid cult popular today which purports to 
expound on the so-called "freedom philiosophy." Its name is Libertarianism. 
A great deal advocated by its spokesmen is valid and sound, but much of 
it is unsound and some is nonsense. In fact, Libertarianism is inappli¬ 
cable to the real world because it determinedly ignores many facts which 
do not fit into its brittle ideology. Libertarianism is not a philosophy 
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of action, it is a relgion, steeped in its own concepts and locked in its 
own logic. There is really only one thing you need to know about freedom: 
its true definition. Liberty can be be enjoyed only if it is used and 
possessed only if it is fought for. The price of liberty is blood. This 
is u<3 figure of speech. I mean blood--the red liquid in your veins. 



Unless you are personally willing to put your life and property on the 
line, you can't enjoy freedom for long. Liberty is not a fine-spun 
legalistic philosophy, it is simply the willingness to fight—it is a 
truce between armed men, and those who are unwilling to fight for it will 
surely lose it. 

One false Libertarian doctrine is that all government is bad. Like 
fire, government is good or bad-a friend or an enemy-according to its 
use. The truth about government is simply that it is good or bad 
according to who runs it. The men, not the structure, makes the differenc 
All governments serve the interests of whatever minority controls it. 
Democracy tries to hide this verity, but it remains true. No government 
can be all things to all men. Our government operates very well for the 
men who operate it. The argument that all government is "bad" simply 
because it is government and that our problem is big government, rather 
than the men who run it, is a puerile excuse offered by people who do 
not have either the sense to understand their predicament or the courage 
to do something about it; namely, to take,it over. 

This manual is not meant to be the final word on Survival because 
the subject is virtually inexhaustible. Survival implies far more than 
one is likely to think. It holds out the possibility of a new life— 
the creation of a new civilization, free from the distortions and diseases 
which have,destroyed the old. The height of pointlessness would be to 
. flea from a world which had been destroyed because of adherence to insane 
philosophies and then re-plant the same insanities in new ground. 

Survival is useless if it is accompanied by the embryos of the same dis¬ 
eases which have destroyed the life before. A Survival Group (SG.) must 
take extreme pains to stamp out the intellectual perversions and sick¬ 
nesses which have made their efforts necessary. Survival-thinking, when 
put into practice, open up Hie rare opportunity to build a now world free 
of the festering problems which have consumed our society. Survival, in 
other words, is significant not merel}' because it signals the end of the 
old, the worn-out and the diseased but because it gives birth to the new. 
How often in history xlo men have the opportunity of creating a new worJd? 
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This is the opportunity offered to you. 

• It is therefore of fundamental importance that all members of a SG 
be close-knit, with much in common. Over the next few years hundreds— 
perhaps thousands—of SGs vfill be established. The strongest ones which 
will have the best chance of surviving will be the ones which have the 
toughest- internal cohesiveness. There will be many SGs of a religious 
or philosophic nature, many racial or ethnic SGs and many family' SGs. 

The strongest and the best able to cope with all contingencies will be 
those which are internally the purest, with the fewest unnecessary internal 
strains caused by differing outlooks, religions, races or lifestyles.. 
Cosmopolitanism^-internationalism—is one of the greatest factors pro¬ 
ducing and guaranteeing America’s decline. Ve have been purposefully 
taught that ve wore somehow exempt from the sociological law demonstrated 
over and over again in history that a nation may absorb only a little 

alien matter before sickening and dying. If the massive tragedy of 
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America's decline and fall teaches us that the proper state of man is 
with members of his own kind, and that mixing races and cultures is 
literally suicidal, then the experience has been worth something—to the 
survivors. It is sure that any SG which tries to emulate the example of 
America and integrate all races and. religions can expect to reap the same 
harvest America has. By now it should be perfectly obvious to everyone 
that Thomas Jefferson was right as usual when he observed that Negroes 
and Whites cannot live together in the same government. Remember that 

he did not say this because he hated Negroes but because he was wise 

i ’ ! 

enough to know that any alien group in our White, Western, Christian 
culture weakens it. 

Since "Operation Survival" first began—in 1970—the subject has 
become very popular. The desirability of a family accumulating gold and 
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silver and dehydrated food i*s now widely recognized and becoming more so 
daily. Whole industries are catering to the Survival-minded. 

The present work carries Survival two or three steps forward. The 
overall purpose ol' this manual is to present the subject of Survival 
as an integrated whole; to view it within its proper and ever-changing 
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context* Here you will find guidelines on Survival as an idea in itself, 
on physical fitness, on city and rural survival and on group retreats,.

But the most important aspect of this work .is the study of Leaderless 
Resistance. 

The concept of Leaderless Resistance was first presented in the United 
States by Col. Ulius Amoss, of Baltimore, in the '50s. It is a concept per¬ 
fectly suited to Survival, Together, Survival and Leaderless Resistance 
complement and supplement each ether; the one vrithout the other is incom¬ 
plete * Leaderless Resistance is an idea whose time is coine. 

Finally, this manual incorporates a two-part Bibliography. The first 
one is concerned with the subject of Survival itself, and if you did not 
agree earlier that the subject is virtually inexhaustible, you will when 
you study Survival Bibliography. 

The second Bibliography is listed as part of Cultural Dynamics —an 
article written in 1958 by Dr. E. L. Anderson. These books are designed 
to substitute the Establishment's lies with Truth. They deal with all 
aspects of the decline of the Vest and our beloved America and should form 
the study course given to all SG members. Cultural Dynamics is Survival 
philosophy. A new world will arise from the ashes. It must be based on 
Truth. Here is Truth. 
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CHAPTER VI 
UNIT STRUCTURE 

"United we stand; divided we fall." 


Let's suppose for a moment that you are "survival conscious,” to 

such an extent that you have taken a number of important precautions. 

You live in the city, but have purchased a small piece of acreage on 

the outskirts of the city. You have built a seemingly ordinary dwelling, 

but with some refinements not visible to the passer-by. 

There is^ for example, a hidden cellar well stocked with dehydrated 

survival food. You have stocked enough water to re-hydrate your de-' 

hydrated food plus'the installation of a portable distiller. There is 

even a chemical toilet and sufficient books, pamphlets and magazines to 
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while away a number of hours. You have successfully transported your 
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family out of the city when disaster appeared imminent, and, armed with 
weapons, food, shelter and water you feel you are well«*prepared to face 
the uncertain future. 

What you have prepared for comes to pass. The federal government 

collapses. Like domdnoes standing on end, the stete, county, city and 

community government ceases to function. The public utilities go first, 

depriving multitudes of water, heat and electricity. The inter-dependent 

system under which we have all lived for so many decades breaks down 

completely. Anarchy reigns. The city, in the distance, is alight with 

the flames cf scores^, of fires, set by looting mobs. As dawn breaks, 

frightened Klreams of people take to the streets, hamperod Dy a thick 

p:II of smoke, trying desperately to get out of the city. ! 

Snug in your self-imposed exile you listen to frantic snatches of

radio broadcasts on your portable radio. 

Suddenly, over the noise of the radio you hear an ominous growl, 

«*■ 

.inreasing in volume as*it gets^-closer. You realize the howling mobs have 

reached your part of the outskirts. With ycur family, trained for such 
6 

an emergency, you check the rifle and ammunition and try not to worry. 

The shelter is fireproof, after all, and the only thing you have to fear 





is an all-out frontal attack on the house proper,, Vhen it comes it 
happens with devastating suddene.ss and fury. The front door is knocked 
down, and you hear running feet over your head mingled with curses as 
they fail to find the inhabitants. You realize it will only be moments 
before they find the secret entrance to your hideaway and your hands are 
sweaty as you grasp the rifle. 

Almost as in a dream you watch the trapdoor flung back and the 
opening filled with glittering-eyed faces. Your mind is filled with 
horror as you contemplate what will happen to your wife anddaughters. 

The last thing you see is the flash of gunfire as the bullets rip into 
your body. 

This is a scenario which will be all too common when our society 
breaks down. The entire thrust of this story is to impress upon you 
the necessit}' of aligning yourself with others of like mind and per¬ 
suasion. No,,one can forsee all the possible contingencies when the 
bottom falls out, but it should be very obvious that safety lies in 
numbers for you just as it does for your attackers. Let's see how, 
why and what you must do to be sure you get the kind of companions you 
must have to survive. 

RECRUITING 

Had you just one other capable, prepared individual with you in that 

__survival cellar you might have survived. It is obvious one man's 

strength is doubled when jcisad by a friend. Pronrerring mathematically, 

you might feel it necessary; to get a group together, or join a community 

' ' > 

geared for survival. The limits appear to be rather definite. More 
than twenty or so individuals necessitates logistical and tactical 
solutions virtually insoluble without revealing the nature of your plans. 
And secrecy is of the utmost importance. "So, your job, if you want to 
throw the odds in your favor, is to find those tvo dozen or so people 
and together, make each of your deaths or capture a very costly affair 
for the enemy. 
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Obviously it is desirable that you select your future allies from 
your immediate area. This way you can select and prepare a survival 
site in your own neighborhood or determine a safe and regulated retreat 
to a more distant shelter. 

Pew people have even the vaguest idea of survival. It is simply 
impossible for them to imagine a situation where they are involved. 
Another thing: people are growing softer today. The elements of modern 
living have made us more vulnerable. It is simply too much of an effort 
to do more than earn a living. 

It is your job then to tell people they are being fattened for the 
kill. You can be encouraged with the fact that even physically soft 
people can and do react well in crises, IP they have a plan of action. 
And the time to plan for a war of resistance is before the action 
starts. If you have experienced riots, uprisings or disturbances in 
your area, it won't take much discussion to convince them it could very 
well happen again. Even if they haven't yet had any unpleasant experi¬ 
ences you can generally motivate a co-operative response by reminding 
them that even under the best of circumstances the police can only 
handle the 5% of the population that is criminal and could not possibly 
handle widespread revolt or riots. 

In your initial contacts with potential recruits for your Unit you 
must remember-to- be voy.y casual in your conversation. It won't take 
to find, out if you have an ally or an enemy on your hands. 
Anyone who doesn't participate in your endeavors must be viewed as a po¬ 
tential enemy for, without planning and preparation, even your long-time 
friends and neighbors will turn into animals during a disaster. . Telling 
people who think you are’ crazy for preparing for trouble that you have 
food, guns and shelter is issuing a perso&ally engraved invitation to 
lose them. Your neighbor, even though he might lack the foresight to 
prepare, stidl loves his children as much as you do and he will not 
hesitate to kill you and take your food if his own children are starving. 



INFILTRATION 

The problem of infiltration into your Survival Croup by an enemy 
agent is very real. Many "activist” groups have been infiltrated and 
betrayed by enemy agents in the past. Many of the enemy agents have 
been considered the hardest-working and most dedicated of the group until 
they were ordered to "blow their cover,” They have been eager 1 to supply 
illegal arms to the group, dynamite or to suggest illegal activities. 

This is entrapment, but it has often been engaged in by. federal agents, 
and many good patriots have been convicted of crimes and gone to jail 
because they have allowed themselves to be victimized by such agents. 

As the objective situation inside America deteriorates, the danger 
of this sort of entrapment will lessen, but it will 'be practiced as much 
as possible in order to provide an "example" to persons who may be think¬ 
ing of joining a Survival Group. Thus, you should be very much on guard 
against the infiltration of an agent. 

Many people are convinced that they or someone else—perhaps your 
spouse—has a sixth sense, and can tell a "good" or a "baa" person by 
looking at them or talking with them. This is deadly foolishness. There 
is only one way to tell a "good" man from a "bad" one and that is to 
investigate his background. Another method—which can be used separately 
or- in conjunction with investigation—is a polygraph, or lie-detector. 
INVESTIGATION 

--A man or woman who is up to no good will leave telltMc tree? 1 ? every 
time. If these clues can be found, you can demand explanations, and un¬ 
less the explanations are perfect, the suspected individual should be 
shunned or disciplined in some manner to prevent him from plying his 
grisly and treacherous trade elsewhere. 

Your intent to investigate him should*he explained to the prospective 
member. Then he should fill out a questionnaire. At the end of this 
chapter a very good sample information form is reprinted. Copies can be 
made and supplied to all applicants. If the subject refuses to fill it 
out after you have explained the necessity of an investigation, then 
regardless of the righteous indignation he may display, you may be sure 



that there is something he wishes to hide, and your investigation has 
already borne fruit. Trusting your life to a person who refuses to tell 
the truth about his background is playing with fire. It is recommended 
that in such cases the subject be dropped. 

Assuming that your subject has no objection to filling out the form, 
your next step is to investigate him. 

There are numerous agencies around the U.S. that investigate persons 
for a fee. In your city there is at least on retail credit agency. To 
use its services, however, you must be a member. There are also 
detective agencies in every city. Each of these has access to credit 
information. If your subject is a deadbeat with others, you can be sure 
that he will be a deadbeat with you, too. Any person who is a chronic 
bankrupt is of bad character and/or so in need of rnonoy that he may veil 
sell you out for a few dollars. Shun that person. 

Previous jobs and addresses should be checked—either through an 
agency or personally. Telephone the personnel manager of the subjectls 
previous employment, (live an assumed identity-—say that you are checking 
his credit application for a deep freeze purchase, for example. Verify 
his past employment. Always ask this question: "Is he eligible for re¬ 
hire?" That may bring out interesting facts regarding why the subject 
left the employment. 

As for present and previous residence, verify length of time at each 
place. Check both residence and employment back, for five years. Aie hi*> 
rent payments up to date? Are there wild parties in the home? What kind 
of people call on the subject? What is his reputation for honesty? What 
are his political opinions? You may be surprised. 

POLYGRAPH 

There is a lot of propaganda against the 1 io-detector. This propaganda, 
emanates from criminal and leftist elements who wish to destroy its use. 

In the hands of a good operator, the polygraph is an extremely effective 
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weapon to detect .insincerity. 



If you wish to polygraph your subject, do riot buy a machine. Use the 
services of an experienced firm. Be sure that the operator is a member 
of the American Polygraph Association, This professional association 
requires high standards from its members—and remember that only a skilled 
operator can properly operate this machine. 

To find a polygrapli operator, look in your telephone yellow pages. 

In Los Angeles they are found under "Lie Detection Service." At the 
present time, it costs $25 and up to test one individual. You will be 
asked the purpose of the testing. Say that you want a regular pre¬ 
employment and background test. Tell the operator prior to the testing 
to check for left-wing affiliations or sentiments; that your company 
does not want to hire any leftists, communists or pos'sible company spies. 
This will help the operator develop proper questioning procedures. From 
time to time, change the polygraph source so as not to become dependent 
on any single operator or company. 

In the Appendix of this chapter you will find a listing of some 
large agencies who will conduct pre-employment investigations for a fee. 
LEADERSHIP 

At some time, you must consider who will lead your group. Perhaps 
you feel you, yourself, are capable of leading. Good. Most of us excel 
in-some, areas, and some of us excel in many. The most important criteria 
_is__how-.you-feel you will function under distress situations. Any experi¬ 
ence in this area is of incalcuable importance for when Ireable ceres it 
could come in very large doses. 

You will find that a leader usually takes charge without being 
nominated to the position. If you feel you don't want or couldn't handle 
a leadership role, seek out someone who will. 

Leadership is tho most, important part oT your unit, Mo unit can be 
led by a committee or a board. Decisions often cannot be argued, dis¬ 
cussed or even voted on. You are dealing with your very lives and 
democracy must be temporarily replaced with a form of martial law just 
as in any army. Once you have selected your leader, or leaders, which 



of course can be done a3 democratically as you like, he must exact un¬ 
questioning obedience in a time of crisis. To argue, discuss or vote 
on an action demanded by your leader vill eventually defeat you; at 
best it vill confuse your purpose. 

Should you find a dissident within your group, especially one who 
is constantly arguing at crosspurposes, drive him, or her, from your 
midst. Such a person will only weaken your efforts. There should be 
someone ready to assur.ie leadership in the event something happens to 
your leader. This would help insure survival of the group. 

FINANCING 

The financing of unit activities should be on an assessment and 
a voluntary basis. Whenever possible, materials can be donated di¬ 
rectly. Titled property should be kept in the donors name as your SG 
will have no name. When cash is needed for a particular project, make 
your assessment and keep it in a cigar box until the purchase is made 
and the receipt destroyed. There must be no bank account, or any 
records kept. You uhould try to find one member who will take the 
responsibility of raising funds for needed purchases. A verbal report 
to the Group or to the unit leader is all that should be required. 

The physical structure of your SG should be as simple as possible. 
Ycur - unit must be a separate entity, avoiding ties with a state or a 
national organization, except for the area of communications. Any 
attempt to form or join a larger network could jeopardize your entire 
effort (see Chapter X.) Agents constantly look!for opportunities to 
infiltrate such on apparatus. 

Don't be discouraged if you fail to find interested people when 
you begin to put your unit together. The quality of your recruits is 
far more important than the quantity. A unit can be made up of as few 
as three people, or perhaps as many as thirty. Your best rule of thumb 
is to determine the number that can work best together in harmony. 



NAME • 


Do not name your group. The inclination will be to call yourselves 
the Mountain Marauders or the Patriotic Protectors or some such. This 
makes it simpler for the enemy investigator to determine the size of 
your unit and to go to work on one of your members iu order to infil¬ 
trate, entrap and destroy your unit. When it is necessary to refer to 
your group, say "jogging group," "bird-watchers" or simply, "the group." 
Only those whom you wish to join should be informed as to the existence 
of the group, and then the information given should be sketchy.■ Wait 
for a favorable response before committing the integrity of the unit to 
a friend or relative. Security is a subject worthy of great attention 
to detail. 


A unit should have no officers, directors, titles, or even format 
for meetings. Yon aTe not running a political committee. Business 
can be discussed, of course, with the leader of your unit' keeping order. * 
Meeting places should be changed often. No records or minutes should be 
kept of any meeting. If you have built your unit wisely you will have 
no need of records. You will have absolute faith in your fellow members 
and they in you. The unit must be as solid as a rock, functioning 
rightly as a cohesive, closely-knit group, yet, non-existent on paper. 
Officially, your unit simply does not exist. 

PURPOSE 

The'purpose of the unit will be the combining of each individual's 
strong points or talents for the mutual benefit of all, the primary 
benefit being survival. Your purpose will also be educating and re¬ 
cruiting other patriots for the unit, until you have achieved maximum 
efficiency and capability. 

As important as/your ovjv survival is the survival of your family 
or good friends who might live in another area, thousands of miles 
from you. Your experience in an SG can be invaluable in training and

educating others in order that they,- in turn, can form their own

The primary mission is to survive. Which means you must learn how 
to live through almost every conceivable kind of accident or disaster 
that might materialize,, The ostrichlike attitude that it can't happen 
to you is dangerous. Even without a national calamity, accidents and 
disasters happen eA r ery day. To thousands of people, just like you. 
Their only really nightmarish experience in all their lives was their 
last. They didn't learn how to survive. Fires, floods, earthquakes, 
out-of-control cars, crashing trains, sinking ships ask no questions. 
Wind, rain, snow, ice, burning sun make no exceptions. To live through 
an impossible situation, you don't need the reflexes of a Grand Prix 
driver, the muscles of a Hercules or the mind of an Einstein. You 
simply need to know what to do. Your unit can prepare jmufor almost 
any emergency, 

THE ENEMY 

We are concerned mainly with the problems of survival during or 
after a collapse of government. Most people, when they think of the 
"enemy" think of Russia, China, Cuba. Those who understand the need 
for survival will also understand the enemy "wivhin," All of those 
who seek a one-world government, a one-world religion and a one-world 
race. 

Riots and rebellions are not necessarily spontaneous protests. 

They can be, and quite possibly will be, organized uprisings insti- 
tute.dL-by semi-trained groups led by well-trained revolutionaries„ 
Revolution is the complete overthrowing of an established form of 
government. A revolt is an act or state of rebellion against a 
governmental administration. 

As was pointed out earlier, we are told over and over again that 

no*- 

our law enforcement ■facilit 4 .es can handle the criminal element; com¬ 
prising less than 5?o of the population. The Watts riots proved this 
is a dangerous fallacy. Where less than one-tenth of one percent of 
the citizens of Los Angeles County took part, it took all of the police 
of Los Angeles County, plus the National Guard six days to put down the 
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rebellion. Imagine the chaos if ten or twenty of our largest cities 
erupted into anarchy and riot simultaneously. 

SUMMARY 

In summary then, a survival unit does not suddenly emerge, in a 
crisis, fully trained and adequately provisioned. It reaches this stag 
by laborious preparation, or it does not reach it at all. To be succes 
ful it must have attained some measure of organization, training and 
leadership. It must, in succeeding stages, enlist increasing support 
by demonstrating its ability to survive. If this ability is not forth¬ 
coming, the attrition of men, morale and material will result in defeat 
For the survival unit the philosophy of freedom is the well from 
which ull drink. It is true today as when it was written many years 
ago. "We have not lost until we give up." In order to resist evil and 
tyranny, j'ou must "survive." 

The time for alliances to be formed and loyalties determined is 
hefnre the storm breaks. If it is difficult to accomplish your task 
now, think of the odds later. Mistakes made nov may be harmful, but 
later on they will be deadly. 

Although our Nation appears to be sliding downhill rapidly, the 
number of books and magazines relating to survival have proliferated 
amazingly. This is a benefit of the plunge which you must take ad¬ 
vantage of. There is hardly an area of survival not covered in this 
manual, but where space or depth precludes sufficient examination, a

bibliography is provided in the back of the book.

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CHAPTER IX 
RURAL SURVIVAL 




Rural survival means exactly the same as city survival—staying 
alive. The difference being that the rural dweller is not encumbered 
by being interdependent. Under the most normal of circumstances, al¬ 
most any one, at any time, can suddenly find himself dependent on his 
or her own resources for survival. It costs very little time, money and 
effort to be ready for such an emergency. If you are not ready, it may 
well cost you your life. 

So, the idea is to stay alive. Preferably in a manner that allows 
time for other activities. The ideal state of' preparedness allows you 
to function as a Survival center for others of like mind and persuasion. 

As any rural dweller will testify, survival in the country has many 
advantages over the more pampered city resident. You have to work harder 
for the advantages, but even today, vestiges of our pioneer heritage 
cling to the rural life. Even a small farm probably has a garden. Most 
preserve or can a portion of what they raise. Later in this chapter we 
will discuss an easily grown and maintained food no patriot, rural or 
urban, should be without. (See sub-chapter heading IX—4). 

Often there is livestock on the rural property. This means meat, 
eggs and milk; probably unavailable to the city dweller in times of 
emergency. It is a very unusual farmer or rancher that won't know the 
best fishing and hunting.areas in his region. It is a source peculiarly 
restricted to the area aud means a source profitable in terms of both 
sur> r ival and profit. 

Rural dwellers operate on the theme, "Total independence means no 
dep endence on any other human being." This is a privilege not offered 
to less fortunate city dwellers. 

If you don't already have a "root cellar" or storage area for fruits 
and vegetables, build one. It is imperative, where feasible, to keep 
this area highly*'secret. Only the family or your unit members should 
have access. You must, at all costs, ke,ep your food survival area velUn¬ 
protected, veil-hidden and easily available from your shelter. This pre- 

v • > 

eludes ft and/or acquisi tion during au emergency. 
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Grow and. preserve more food than meets your yearly needs. Try to 
stock at least a two or three year supply. This not only provides for 
natural calamities such as drought or flood, but allows you to service 
other families in your unit. It also allows you to assist commando 
patriots who might be operating in your area temporarily. 

i , 

Your unit should prepare for being driven from your home. It is 
wise to store quantities of food and supplies in wilderness areas. 
Naturally, the cache should be hidden from hikers, hunters or stragglers 
from the city. Make sure it is safe from wild animals. Thrown upon 
your own resources in the wilderness will mean little more than incon¬ 
venience if you are prepared to survive. No preparation means possible 
death. You must learn the largely free methods of living off the land. 
Survival is a positive thing. Mere endurance is not enough. Just as 
important as the physical problems are the psychological problems to be 
faced when you are suddenly forced to adapt to a primitive existence. 

It is not always a question of survival of the strongest. It is more 
likely to be survival of the thinkingest, for mai : s brain is his best 
survival tool. Mary people live their lives without realizing how much 
strain, stress and isolation they can endure. Learning your outer limits 
is excellent preparation for any survival episode. As Thoreau said, "A 
man is rich in proportion to what he can do without." 

-For extended stays in the wilderness.knowledge must be gained 
concerning wild edibles such as roots, flowers, berries, nuts, etc. 
Starvation is about as unpleasant as most of us think it is. The old 
wives tale that you can always chew of a piece of shoe leather or buck¬ 
skin is just exactly that: an old wives tale. You will got no sustenance 
from shoe leather. When you are in the process of starving the body 
becomes auto-cannibalistic. The carbohydrates in the body are devoured 
first. The fats follow. Thi^s. wouldn' t be so bad except that proteins 
from muscles and tendons are consumed to maintain the dwindling strength 
their loss more gravely weakens. No reasonable nourishment should there¬ 
fore be scorned if one needs food, ^arly explorers survived for months on 
foods like groundnuts, similar to small potatoes, and lichens, particularly 
that knov'n as rock tripe. V.'ild turnips abound in the wild areas of North 



There conies a, point in your survival experience where luxuries become 
relatively unimportant. There is the common tendency to look down upon 
certain foods as being beneath one's social station. Also, it is natural 
to like the food to which we became accustomed. In the United States we 
have wheat; the Mexican has liis corn, the Oriental his rice. Ve may object 
to a Korean eating raw fish, meanwhile dipping our oyster into horseradish 
sauce. The Eskimo enjoys fish mellowed by age. Many of us regard as 
choice some particularly moldy, odoriferous cheese. 

The point is, it is difficult to starve in the wilderness if you 
know what you are doing, and more particularly, what you are eating. 

Even if no game, fish or oysters (mollusks) are present, you are still in 
no danger. According to one outdoor expert insects are wonderful food, 
being mostly fat, and far more strengthening than either fish or meat. 

It does not take many insects to keep you fit. Of course, you may be 
squeamish about eating insects. Not so many primitive societies. In 
parts of southern Mexico the most nutritious flour is ma.de from the eggs 
of small insects feund in the'swamps. In Japan, dragon flies are a 
delicacy. They have what's considered to be a delicious delicate flavor. 

Although it is true that under ideal conditions the human body can 
sometimes fend off starvation for upwards of two months by living on its 
own tissues, it is equally certain that it is not necessary. A good rule 
is not to pass up any reasonable food source when you are in need. There 
are many dead men who, through ignorance or fastidiousness, did. 

The basic survival chapter (V) goes into more detail on living off 
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the land. ~ > i

Obviously the challenge of survival will be more easily met if you have 

a firearm and ammunition. However, the choice of weapon is a little compli- 

•A- 

cated. Should you take a revolver, automatic pistol, shotgun or rifle? All 
of them' would be welcome as defensive weapons while you are in your home, 
but for wilderness survival, you're considering the extreme problem of 
securing enougli food to maintain strength indefinitely under primitive 
conditions. The question then is largely a matter of mathematics. Vhat 



weight ammunition used with how heavy a firearm can reasonably be depended 
on, pound for pound, to give you the most food? 

Handguns are probably out. Aside from the inadequacy of the weapon 
itself there is the question of range. When you are hunting, and you 
see only one large animal in a month you want to be sure you can kill it. 
lou can't be sure with a handgun. It follows, therefore, that the best 

survival weapon is a fla.t and hard shooting rifle. Of course, it must be 

»»."iV*u 

rugged, accurate and durable. A shotgun is also handy for defensive work, 
but it Shoots heavier, bulkier ammunition at much smaller prey than the 
friflhi! Although some outdoorsmen would prefer a carbine, it would seem the 
extra weight and length of the rifle would be justified by the increase in 
potential accuracy. A good telescope only weighs a few ounces and can mean 
the difference between eating and not eating. .Ammunition should be chosen 
from the standpoint of one shot doing the job whenever possible. For that 
reason, a high velocity, hollow-point cartridge is probably best.

BASIC SURVIVAL FOOD 

There are probably millions of people who would grow "survival food" 
if they knew what it was. Contemporary survival experts haven't been of 
much use; they advocate eating what is wild or adapting what someone else 
grows to your needs—if you can get it. However, there is one, easily grown, 

1: .Curdy; perennial, substantive and nutritious food that anyone, and this means 
men, women and children, can grow and witli almost guaranteed produce. It is 
called vodVi--most commonly the Indian Artichoke, the Jerusalem Artichoke, 
perhaps the Sicilian Artichoke, or the American Artichoke. It has been 
around a long time. 

Understand right off that it is not an a^ichoke. It is in no way related 

# .. 

to the common green or'globe artichoke and doesn’t even taste anything like 
it. (Don't ask. me.why it is called an artichoke then). The Jerusalem 
Artichoke is a large, potato-shaped tuber, characterized by a sweet, nut¬ 
like flabor. it is, surprisingly, a member of the sunflower family. It 
seems that over 300 years ago, French explorers found the'American Indians 



/ cultivating and eating what looked like a large reddish peanut. They 
took it back to Prance vhfence it spread to £ngland„ Constant propagation 
and cross breeding have improved it ever since and in many European 
countries it has long served farmers as a practical, easy-to-grow stock 
and poultry feed. 

Here's an important fact: the Jerusalem Artichoke is 100$ starch free? 

It stores its carbohydrates in the form of inulin rather then starch, and 
its sugar as levulose, the way most healthful fruits and honey do. It 
has practically no caloric value. Because of this-, many medical 
authorities strongly recommend it as a substitute for other carbohydrates 
on the diabetic's menu and in the diet of all who should or must restrict 
their starch or caloric intake. 

Another important factor regarding the Jerusalem Artichoke is that it 
will grow in almost any type of soil that gets a little sunshine. They 
are free from disease, are fantastically productive and. completely frost- 
hardy. (Which means they can be left in the ground during the winter 
until ready for consumption). The artichokes grow so rapidly, spread so 
prolifically that unless cultivated with some care, will become trouble¬ 
some as weeds. For this reason it is sometimes better to give them an 
out-of-the-way planting, kept at a reasonable distance from other 
vegetables. This becomes important when you consider that hidden caches 
of food can be supplemented with growing patches of artichokes which need 
1 iti.Iif any attention while they are growing. Unlike potatoes, artichokes 
can be set out in the fall as well as early spring and the method of plotting 
is very similar to that of. potatoes: that is, cut pieces having a seed or 
"eye." The plants will grow to a height of 10' or 11', and have a good 
screening effect. 

Although we are primarily interested in the "fruit" or tuber of the 
artichoke, the bright blossom, -Tipper stalk and leaf growth need not go to 
waste. Where they are not used for livestock or pultry feeding, the tops 
can be cut and fed to the compost pile. 

Since freezing doesn't injure the tubers, they may be left in the ground 
indefinitely after fall frosts, a fresh supply being dug as needed throughout 




the off season. In fact, leaving them in the ground is a practical 
storage method for the tuber's tender skin doesn't make it a particularly 
good indoor keeper. Those that are brought in should be kept quite damp, 
or moist—if necessary given a daily soaking In water prior to use. 

A twenty-five foot row of. artichokes, each plant about a foot apart, 
will provide the average family adequately. On a larger scale, it should 
be noted that the Jerusalem Artichoke will produce as much as 15 tons to • 
an acre—compared to about three tons for potatoes ! For further information 
concerning the Jerusalem Artichoke, see, The 'fericyciopeadi.a of Organi c 
Gardening, by J. 1.

EXCLUSIVE TO SPOTLIGHT

WASHINGTON—After ‘'liberating" Panama. Cuba is committed to a 
communist takeover in troubled Nicaragua and the eviction of Americans 
in our strategic Guantanamo naval base. 

This is the mind-eet of Cuban dictator Fidel Castro despite attempts, in 
recent months, to publicly shrug off the Soviet puppet's earlier boast of 
"exporting the revolution" throughout South America. 

Thia glimpse into the mind—in contrast with the rhetoric—of Fidel 
Castro came when a syndicated columnist taped a brief, private interview 
with Cuba's "minister of education," General Fernando Vecino Alegret. 

The columnist, Wuller Riley, is a frequent contributor to SPOTLIGHT. 
Riley made General Alegret believe he was a friendly, Marxist type when he 
interviewed him. The interview occurred after a public confrontation 
between this reporter and Alegret during a National Press Club breakfast 
on Nov. 22, 1978. 

Alegret had been warmly received on a tour of universities in America. At 
the Nov. 22 confrontation, the matter of his directing the torture of U.S. 
prisoners while in North Vietnam and his role in the slaughter of men, 
women and children during Cuba’s udventurcs in Africa were raised for the 
first time on on eyeboll-to-eyebull bmn». 

There had been angry public protest* 
from Cuban exiles and other patriots in 
Boston and otherstops on Alegret’s U.S.. 
tour. 

Riley spent many years in Latin 
American countries and is eo fluent in 
Spanish (hat few natives take him for a 
"gringo." He was interviewed by 
SPOTLIGHT Bfterwards and played a 
tape of the Alegret interview to 
a SPOTIiGHT interpreter whose native 
language is Spanish and who confirmed 
the contents. He then gave the tape to 
The SPOTLIGHT. 

Much of Spanish, like French, is 
spoken in gestures and intonations. 

Through these miblvtivs. without Buying 
so directly, Riley obtained n private 
interview with Alegret after the public 
news session ended. The communist 
torture-and-execution ortiat was thus 
made to believe that he was speaking to 
an American newsman of Marxist 
sympathies—obviously not an unusual 
situation for him. 

DENIES TORTURE ROLE 

Alegret hud repeatedly denied ever 
having been in North Vietnam despite 
repealed pressure from The SPOT

on an “off-the-record" or "deep back¬ 
ground" basis. 

When it’s "off-the record,” the reporter 
is honor-bound to suppress the infor 
mation In theory. Richard Nixon could 
have told the press all about Watergate 
“off the record”—and you would never 
have read a word about it. 

On “deep background," all the 
information can be used, but the source 
can never be precisely identified. For 
example, Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger was widely quoted as a “.well- 
placed source" while he floated “trial 
balloons” during the Nixon years. 

The circumstances, words and ges¬ 
tures between the American journalist 
and Alegret set the Beene as a "deep 
background” discussion. If I were to 
play the game by the Establishment 
rules, I would be giving you a story—as 
if it originated here and not with 
Alegret—about why the communists 
should “free Nicaragua” and why ”U.S. 
imperialists” should give up our “colony 
in Cuba.” 

Panama propagandists called the 
Canal Zone a “U.S. colony violating the 
sovereignty of Panama.” Similarly the 
Cubans and their cohorts now argue 
that Guantanamo Bay is “a U.S. colony 
violating the sovereignty of Cuba.”

"Si,” exclaimed Alegret, nodding 
vigorously, and repeating “ah hah” 
(assent). Alegret confirmed Castro's

Foreigners Buy a Million Acres 


Nearly a million (826,543) acres of U.S. farmland were bought by foreign 
investors in an 18-month period. Almost half of the purchases were concen¬ 
trated in seven sunbelt states stretching from Texas to South Curotina, accor¬ 
ding to a report by the Senate Committee on Agriculture, Nutrition, and For¬ 
estry. The information was provided by the U.S. Extension Service und the 
Department of Agriculture. 

The study surveyed farmland tronsfers in every county in the nation from 
January I, 1977, through June 30, 1978. 

It did not include substantial purchases of 
property znnad for business or identified 
as private housing 

The 826,5-13 acres, which amount. to 
about one percent of U.S. agricultural 
land, seem concentrated in areas that pro¬ 
duce crops now exported by American 
farmers 

The five stales with the most acreage 
purchased by foreigners were Oregon, 
with 129,700: Texas, 93,200: Georgia, 

S7.90J). Louisiana, 54,300; and Arkansas, 

42,900. (A single purchase in Oregon 
involved more than 125,000acres.) 

The- study found that foreign purchases, 
on the average, involved larger tracts of 
farmland than domestic purchases.

Rut there was no way to make 
sure: all the post mortem tenia pre¬ 
scribed by New York state law and city 
ordinance to check and verify the causes 
of violent, accidental or unattended 
deaths which would have been com¬ 
pulsory for an ordinary mortal dying in 
similar circumstances were waived. 

On the order of "higher authority," the 
normully mandatory coroner's autopsy 
and clinical toxicology tests were 
canceled. A physician identified as “Dr. 
Ernest R. Esakof, a Rockefeller family 
doctor," signed the death certificate 
identifying the cause of death as 
“myocardial infarction." 

Within moments, the corpse of the 
four-time New York state governor and- 
former vice president was on its way—in 
a convoy of police patrol cars with sirens 
screaming—to the 3,500-acre family 
estate at Pocantico Hills.

• In late 1963 Chase Manhuttan 
become the owner of a long-established 
Ecundonun bank, the Banco Central de 
Guayaquil, and of the Bnnco Conti¬ 
nental de Peru—that nation's largest 
privately owned foreign-trade bank. 

• In early 1964, Rockefeller interests 
acquired control of the Instituto 
Finnneiern Industrial y Mcrcantil, the 
largest export import "factoring" 
merchant bank in Mexico, and in Banco 
Atlantida, the largest private bank in 
Honduras, with substantial assets in 
Ecuador. 

ACQUISITIONS 0RINO CONTROL 

These shrewd investments, impres¬ 
sive even nt first glance, represented in 
reality the acquisition of fnr greater 
power by the('hAHc Manhattan complex 
than appeared on the surface, The 
network of IjDtin banks ond credit 
houses which become, in effect. Chase 
Manhattan subsidiaries, maintained an 
aggregate total of 287 branches. Many 
of them were situated m frontier towns 
or in the Andean foothills where—by 
grunting or withholding the lines of 
credit and the seasonal limns which are 
the lifeblood of farming und commerce— 
they effectively controlled agriculture, 
trucking, shipping, warehousing and 
most related nspecte of local business. 
The growers and processors of two 
major narcotic substances, cannabis 
saliva (marijuana) and the coca leaf, 
knew they had a friend at Chase.

promotional brochures declare, the 
focus of its investments aimed not at the 
present but at the future, "at potential 
growth, modernization and maximized 
earnings."

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Carter Sure to Support

The gun-grabbers, inside and* outside of Congress, are making a major 
effort to get the White House to sponsor gun-control legislation. 

The effort is taking two routes: 

No fewer than 38 congressmen have signed a joint letter culling upon 
President Carter to back up his campaign promise "that .there be 
significantly stronger federal gun-control laws.” That is the public attack. 
Privately, a campaign of direct contacts with White House staffers is 

being undertaken by lawmakers and 
gun-control organizations. 

Several issues of The SPOTLIGHT 
(most recently Feb. fi) have dealt with 
efforts to get gun controls moving early 
in this Congress The theory is that more 
gun-control can be obtained immedi¬ 
ately after an election limn when the 
lawmakers face the voters 

REGULATIONS REDRAWN 

The 38 signatures are the result of 
efforts, by Rep. Abner J. Mikva (D-Ill.). 
Additional gun-controls has become a 
vendetta with Mikva, having been once 
defeated by, and now narrowly elected 
over, strong opposition from gun-owner 
organizations.

Justifying bills <h. Res. i4>: 

Tom. Hagedom (R-Minn.) has introduced a 
resolution to amend the rules of the House to 
require that every bill or resolution received or 
considered must contain a statement citing as 
precisely as possible the constitutional article or 
umeiidmenl, section, parugrnph and clause 
which is the basis ofnulhorily for the legislation. 
Fifteen other members have co sponsored the 
resolution. 

"Each of us as elected members of Congress,” 
llagcdorn observed, "must take an .oath to 
uphold the Constitution. The . objective of 
the.. legislation in to ensure that each of us give 
further thought to this vow during the two year 
period between swearing-in ceremonies” and ''to 
occasionally remind ourselves that our federal 
government remains one of limited powers, and 
that such powers must be enumerated by the 
Constitution. 

"Legislative initiatives ... must be judged not 
simply on the' basis of whether they are ‘good 
ideas,' but also on the basis of whether they are 


legitimate areas for federal involvement or not," 
he said. “Not all ‘good ideas' meet this latter 
test.” 

The Constitution itself, in Amendments IX 
and X, explicitly says that all powers not 
delegated to the federal government are reserved 
to the states and to the people. The "general 
welfare" clause, as the Federalist Papers point 
out, is no Bubstniitivc'granj of-powcr at all, for if 
Congress cbuld enact any. statute on the basis 
that the general Welfare would be served, there 
would have been no need to enumerate the 
powers of Congress; 

The enumeration of powers in that case would 
be so much surplus verbiage—which was not the 
intent of the framers of the Constitution. As 
James J. Kilpatrick pointed out in the 
Washington "Star," the Constitution “was never 
intended to authorize Congress to enact 
whatever laws the Congress pleases to enact." 


As Prof. Gottfried Dietze once noted, “An 
uncurbed Congress will probably be leas 
constitutionalist.. . than a Congress that must 
doubt whether its acts will be considered 
constitutional.” Congress-itself will have to do 
the doubting, since our courts today are not likely 
to. The federal judiciary, whose duty itia todoso,- 
has not only failed to instill this sense of doubt 
into the mind of Congress, but has in fact been 
spearheading an effort to encourage the 
Congress to enact unconstitutional statutes. 

It will be instructive, and perhaps in the long 
run remedial, to learn the purported con¬ 
stitutional authority—if any—underlying the 
many pieces of congressional legislation If 
nothing else, it would open the eyes of the people 
to the abuse of the “general welfare" clause— 
which in turn might culminate in' a popular 
reaction—perhaps in the form of an amendment 
repealing that clause. 9 


Abortion Opponents Rally 
To Support Human Life 


KXn.UMVL TO SFOTL1CMT

Pledging to protect the "par¬ 
amount right to life" by con¬ 
stitutional amendment, 60,000 
marchers brought .their caBe to the 
Capitol steps January 22 in the 
sixth annual protest against the 
1973 Supreme Court decision up¬ 
holding abortion. 

Fresh from electoral successes last fall 
that unseated several key congressional 
liberals, abortion opponents are now 
massing their support behind Senate 
Joint Resolution 12. a constitutional 
amendment introduced by Sen Jesse 
Heims (R N.CJ to protect "each human 
being from the moment of fertilization.” 

"If we lose reverence lor any part of 
life, we lose reverence for all life,” Helms 
told the rally. He said his Human Life 
Amendment (HLA) is an effort to "fight 
those who believe life is only for the 


planned, the perfect, and - the priv 
tlegsd.” 

Sharing the podium with Helms were 
representatives of both ma)or parties•. 
who. in addition to supporting the 
proposed amendment, expressed con¬ 
cern that abortion is "symptomatic of 
the general political and moral malaise" 
in America today.

How Can Treasury Continue S 
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"induBlry.” The dollarn can be traded for 
"hard” currency, but the more that are 
traded, the more the hard currency costa. 
A “run” on the dollar could see ite value 
plummet as desperate bankers try to 
dump dollars before they become 
completely worthless. 

The claim that selling American gold 
will help the Eurodollar problem is 
patently falee. If all the gold we hold 
were sold at $230 an ounce, the proceeds 
would come to only about $66 billion- 
less than 10 percent of the dollars out in 
Europe waiting to be redeemed, and only 
$16 billion more than the kitty of paper 
credit "currency” we are now using to 
try to prop up the dollar. 

The Treasury Department started 
selling our gold in May. 1978 They sold 
300,000 ounces per month through 
December. Then in January of this year, 
they did something a little different: 
they sold one million ounces of fine gold 
and. for the first time, they say, 500.100 
ounces of coin gold. 

To this day no one knows for sure, and 
the Treasury won't tell, just how the gold 
still in our possession is valued. Are the 
267 million troy ounces we still hold 
pure?.Or. do they include the weight of 
droBS metal in the sum? 

HOW MUCH GOLD IS MISSINQ7 

When the scandal at the Assay Office 
in New York broke it was learned that 
this office was one of those examined by 
the committee investigating our gold 
supply. If they did check, it couldn't 
have been a very thorough check or they 
would have learned that gold was 
missing, that security was shamefully 
lex. and that records kept at the Assay 
Office were notoriously poor and 
antiquated. 

In fact. Assistant Secretory for Public 
I Affairs of the Treasury Joseph Loitin is 
quoted as saying, in "Newsday," 
December 21, 1978, "... The full truth

There is something very strange 
going on with the nation's gold 
supply. It has apparently been 
going on for some time and little, if 
anything, is being done about it. I 
refer to some well-known facta: 

• The United States Treasury is 
auctioning off part of the nation's gold 
holdings, and most of it is being bought 
by foreigners 

• In 1977, the Treasury Deportment 
announced the nation's hoard amount¬ 
ed to 267 million ounces of gold. As 
recently as 1974, Treasury claimed 275 
million ounces of which only *18 million 
ounces were classified in “good 
delivery form” (“fine” gold of .9995 
purity or better). The balance is "coin” 
gold (gold alloyed with base metals). 

• 5.200 ounces of gold are miMtnng 
from the United States Assay Office in 
New York City. 

• In 1974 Director of the Mint, Me. 
Mary Brooke.ordered an examination of 
the U.S. bullion depository ut Fort Knox. 
Ky.. nnd the most startling fact to arise 
from the "on site inspection” was that 
the committee conducting the examin¬ 
ation "were credited with visually 
inspecting non inventoried compart-

Today, the situation is exactly reversed. The West is the buyer of 
consumer good* turned out in abundance by the Ea»t With the exception of 
some very high-ticket or high-technology items. «uch as some types of 
armament, some airplanes nr computers, the competition offered by Far 

Eastern factories with their low-cost 
labor and efficient and new machines is 
simply too stiff for Western industry. 
The .Japanese are currently developing a 
new generation of unmanned, fully 
automated factories so flexible that they 
can be programmed to turn out different 
products. The plans ore readily ackno wl- 
edged to be far in advance of similar 
developments in other countries. 

It is but a matter of time until the 
superiority of the Far East as a 
manufacturer is established even for 
those rapidly-fewer items in which the 
West can still excell.

Europe has tried to cope with this 
serious problem by importing Paki-. 
stanis, Indians and Africans to man 
their lathes and pick up the garbage.

The 
prime example of this is England. Only 
a liberal cannot see the horrendous 
social mess which the greedy and 
plunderous English Establishment has 
planted in the formerly "tightlittle isle."

OTHER REASONS 

For another reason why the West is on 
the down escaltor at this time in history 
look to the intellectual prejudice for free 
trade, an aberration as common to 
conservative internationalists as it is to 
liberal internationalists. Wc might say 
that along with pomogTaphy and racial 
integration, free trade is the third part of 
the liberal trinity. The prejudice is s* 
deeply ingrained in Establishment 
dogma (hat it will take some lime of 
suffering by a lot of voters before our 
trade policies can be politically remedied 
in any substantial sense, fn the 
meantime, you can expect to Bee the 
"religious" libertarian doctrine of free 
trade to be preached from the houBe tope 
even at the further ruination of 
the American economy und the loss of 
jobs of millions, us the super rich 
banking internationale reaps billions in 
profits emasculating American industry 
and raping the American workingman 
and every American taxpayer.

the lure of fat campaign contributions 
and graft from foreign industries cannot 
be far from the minds of many of our 
‘'statesmen." So don’t expect anything 
more than highly-publicized but only 
cosmetic dabs at the problem designed 
to placate the voters rather than a true 
reversal of free trade philosophy. 

There is also the matter of com¬ 
parative living standards—presumably 
the heart of the matter. Historically, the 
materia) standard of the West has far 
outstripped that of the East. This is still 
true today, even though there has been a 
vast improvement overall in the latter 
and a slight but real dimiuishment of 
the former It is the fact that the two 
trends will continue that is significant. 
Of course, this is no accident; the well- 
funded one-worlders and other Estab¬ 
lishment fanatics have long worked for 
precisely this: the "equalization" of the 
living standards of everyone in the 
world except themselves (they plan to 
remain on tax-supplied and often tax- 
exempt salaries).

The discordance between Japan nnd 
China is analogous to that between 
England and Germany. In both cases, 
the island nation became unified 
centuncs before the continental power 
and it desires to keep the larger power 
bereft of colonies and disunited, fearing 
its competition. Both Japan and 
England have Co export or die. and both 
China and Germany pose mortal threats 
to this imperative. (The analogy even 
extends to England’s suppression of 
Ireland and Japan's suppression of 
Korea, and to both nations’ centuries of 
isolation, producing a national frame of 
mind distinguished by a deep-seated 
orrogancc, ruthlessness and n con¬ 
viction of superiority. But interestingly, 
the typical English and Jewish ability to 
disarm opponents by floods of unctuous 
hypocrisy nnd cant seems to appear 
among the Japanese merely us ritual 
politeness. Napoleon would not have 
called the .Japanese a nation of 
shopkeepers, as he scornfully labeled 
the English.) 

AMERICAN POLICY AT FAULT 

The actual and potential status of 
Asian politics points up once again the

malevolent nature of America’s inter¬ 
ventionist foreign policy for the past 
half-century. More than anything else, 
this is ihe primary culprit for the mess 
the world finds itself in today. Native 
American gullibility nnd a credulous 
acceptance of moralistic war hate 
propaganda as revealed from Jehovuh 
combined with the greed of inter¬ 
national bonkers and wnr profiteers 
provided the raw material for two 
glorious wars to save the world from 
itself. 

Nothing whatsoever was accomplished 
which a normal human would consider 
^ J^ neficiol,- but the old . order - was 
''^Jcstroyod to the benefit of the enemies of 
the West, world communism and its 
allied financial underworld were vault¬ 
ed to the bloody monsters they are and— 
best of all from the standpoint of the 
haters of the West—more than 100 
million whites were killed by each other 
in combat and the loss of the progeny of 
the millions who were killed outright. 

The method that has been used by the 
Establishment to extend our adventure 
into internationalism for as long ns 
possible is interesting to examine. It hns 
been a process of diverting criticism by 
mislabeling the issue, which has nlways 
been internationalism va. nationalism 
and nothing else. Today, our progress is 
such that the average "intellectual" no 
more than the average American can 
even understand the terms. The "mar¬ 
ketplace of ideas" permitted by the press 
is between acceptable somethings called 
"liberals vs. conservatives," which has 
no relevance at all to foreign policy, 
which will come as a surprise to moBt 
readers. 

NATIONALISM VS. INTERNATIONALISM 

But it is true, and this is very 
important. There is no such thing ns a 
"conservative" or a "liberal" foreign 
policy! Both words refer to matters of 
domestic concern, if they refer to 
anything at all. Still, even so-called 
"conservative" groups use these words 
to categorize foreign policy. To use them 
in this way is either proof of un¬ 
comprehension of the issues or 
malicious intent. The great question 
facing the nations and the people of the 
West today is survival, not finding 
labels acceptable to liberals for phil¬ 
osophical debate. It is purely* the 
question of who is to govern: true leaders 
who represent the best of the West or a 
piratical and parasitical financial 
underground which sets up politicians 
like wooden milk bottles at a county fair 
for the rubes to throw baseballs at. 

The politicians who hold office in a 
democracy do not have the authority. 


The real sources of authority in a 
democracy are those who control the 
money. In actual effect, control of the 
money power makes slaves out of those 
who use the money. 

The masters of money put forth and 
control their puppets—the politicians— 
at will. In a democracy, all political 
leaders are tools of the bankers, 
contemptible in their pretense to power 
which they do not possess but re¬ 
sponsible to the people for it. 

WHO RULES AMERICA? 

The international financial mafia (the 
word "mafia" is not an exaggeration but 
conveys precisely the connotation we 
have in mind) rules this "democracy" 
with the assistance of an interrelated 
orchestra of surface groups, including 
the Trilateral Commission and the 
Council on Foreign Relations, certain 
"minority” special-interest organ¬ 
izations, such as the Anti-Defamation 
league (ADL) and all other arms of 
international Zionism und—most im¬ 
portantly— its press which, while 
constantly braying about its "freedom," 
is as tightly controlled as the state- 
owned press in the USSR, as any reader 
of The SPOTLIGHT must realize. 

Here we must take a moment to 
absolve the bankers from an accusation 
often heard—that their aim is to make 
the entire world communist. Although 
monopoly capitalism is essentially the 
same whether it lurks under the label of 
Marxist socialism or so-called "free" 
capitalism, the aim of the plutocrats is to 
do to the world what they have done to 
the United States and England—indeed, 
to make it truly "democratic." 

WHAT IS DEMOCRACY-? 

To understand this you must ap¬ 
preciate the essential nature of "social 
democracy" apart from what the 
textbooks and newspapers claim that it 
is. A social democracy in actuality and 
in its operation is only a system of 
miegovernment so divided by con¬ 
flicting interests that it can have no true 
national direction, no real freedom of 
action, but is instead easy prey to 
domination by the predatory inter¬ 
national money power. All of its vital 
functions are controlled for the personal 
profit of the controllers, not for the 
people. 

(Parenthetically, it was the attempt to 
correct this system of institutionalized 
crime which gave fascism in Italy and 
national socialism in Germany their 
inspiration. The economic program of 
these regimes wbb precisely to steer a 
middle course between the "two” 
internationalisms.)

IS THIS tJEMOCaACVT 

A well-known anti-communist likes to 
say that this is not a democracy. He ia 
right, although not for the reason he 
cites. This is certainly not a democracy 
because it is a plutocracy, virtually 
insulated from majority rule. If it were a 
democracy we would be much better off 
than we are. 

What is so bad about majority rule? 
People who say out loud that they don't 
like majority rule make no friends for 
their cause. And to imply that there is 
majority rule in America is downright 
misleading. 

"Democracy" in the parlance of the 
bankers and their chattels, the liberals, 
means something else than majority 
rule. It means dictatorship by an elite 
which is, in the most vital matters, 
totally unresponsive to the majority. 
Today, up to 99 percent of the voting 
public are on the opposite side of the 


Establishment on the following pro¬ 
grams, each of which is necessary to the 
mattoids who rule us if ruinous to the 
concept of “majority rule"; liberal court

of degree; the only difference is that the 
Communists in that unhappy land are 
more direct and open in what they are 
about than are our political masters 

In fBct, the people of America are far 
more misled and in error about the 
fundamental nature of "their" govern¬ 
ment than the people in any communist 
country or any other dictatorship have 
ever been. If an open dictatorship would 
try to follow policies so completely 
opposite to the will of the people as 
"ours” does, there would be a coup or a 
popular armed revolt. It ia the hypocrisy 
and the fiction of "democracy" that 
masks the scam so that not one in a 
hundred actually understands it. 

Whatever the problems of the Far 
East, those of the West are greater. The 
nations of the Orient face economic 
competition among IhemselveH, possible 
domination by the Soviet Union, Red 
China or communism, nuclear tension 
and perhaps war, but they are rising in 
their power and the consciousness of it 
whereas the Weal is going downhill 
every day and in every way. The nations 
in the East by and large have govern¬ 
ments which represent their people, 
whereas the government of the United 
States is a sham und a fraud in its 
pretense that it represents the people— 
which is the basic reason for our decline 
and for the rise of the East. 
mow to auRvtve 

Ironically, if America and the West is 
to survive in any form comparable to its 
heritage we must rid our minds of the old 
thought-patterns We must stop think 
ing that our present political system is 
better than that anywhere else, or that 
we are "more free” than others, because 
it isn't and we aren’t. We must rid 
ourselves of the prejudice that our 
economic system is inherently more 
productive than that of the ‘/backward 
Far East," because it's no longer true. 

We must get over the idiotic liberal 
notion that foreigners will immediately 
recognize our natural superiority and 
will become as lovely ae we are if we only 
tell them about the Great American 
Democracy! Foreigners like themselves 
the way they are and don't need "peace 
corpse" creeps and meddlers to tell them 
to change. 

We need less flag-waving and more 
honeBt recognition of the basic flaws in 
our society. We need more moral courage 
and fewer businessmen or actors posing 
as "conservative leaders." And we have 
to stop using cliches like "Good Old 
American Ingenuity" because we don't 
have it any more like the Japanese or 
Taiwanese have it.

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Carter’s Goal: Abolish Family Farms 



In Favor of 
Megafirms 

WASHINGTON—The disposseesion of 
America's family farmers and their replacement 
by immense, stateless, international “agri¬ 
business” conglomerates is now recognized as 
one of the primary policies of President Jimmy 
Carter and his Trilateralist advisors. 

In recent months, implementation of Carter’s 
anti-farmer policies has accelerated. The 
stepped r up campaign against American family 
farmers by the Carter administration coincides 
with the complete takeover of the Agriculture 
Department by David Rockefeller's Trilateral 
Commission. 

Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland is now 
reported to have been formally inducted into the 
Trilateral Commission, although whilespeakihg 
in Willcox, Ariz., on October 3, 1978, Bergland 
publicly denied being a member of the 
Rockefeller-created commission. The SPOT¬ 
LIGHT (June 5, 1978) reported Bergland’s 
nomination for full membership in the com¬ 
mission by Vice President Walter Mondale, a 
fellow Minnesotan. 

Bergland’s elevation to the commission 
guarantees that the full power of the Establish¬ 
ment will be used against America’s family 
farmers. While the use of federal power by the 
Carter administration against farmers pre-dates 
Bergland’s full Trilateral membership, observers 
point out that increased anti-farmer activity at 
the Agriculture Department has been apparent 
in recent months. 

CREATING DESERTS 

In a draft report issued by an Agriculture 
Department task force last November, for 
example, sweeping sanctions were proposed to 
drive more family farmers off the land. 

The task force recommended that legislation 
be passed to drive down the prices received by 
farmers for their produce; that prices paid by. 
farmers for energy be increased; that fertilizer,. 
pesticide and herbicide use be limited; and that 
ground water use by farmers be heavily taxed. 

These measures, if enacted, would drive many 
more farmers into bankruptcy and force them 
from the land. This, in turn, would open the way 
for international corporations to seize the land 
for a pittance. 

The task force report was ordered produced by 
Carter in July, 1978. Carter—without explicitly 
saying so—ordered both the Agriculture and 
Interior Departments to recommend methods of 
driving farmers off the land. 

The draft report also urged that many land 
conservation programs be abandoned, thus 


transforming productive, fertile land into desert. 
The task force recommended that irrigated 
acreage be forced out of production by legal 
sanctions and that federal crop insurance be 
disallowed in some areas. This move would leave 
farmers open to financial devastation due to 
freak weather or other circumstances. 

PRAISES TRILATERAL COMMISSION 

Bergland, in fact, has outdone himself in 
praising and defending the Trilateral Com¬ 
mission. 

During his appearance in Willcox, Ariz., 
Bergland lauded the commission and claimed 
that it "is only a group of church leaders..."This 
silly claim left listeners perplexed. 

Speaking in Lincoln, Neb., in February, 1978, 
Bergland criticized farmers and said that 
meeting farmers' requests would be bad for large, 
multinational megabanks. Bergland specifically 


cited David Rockefeller's Chase Manhattan as 
one bank which would lose if pro-farmer federal 
policies were adopted. The “American Agri¬ 
culture News” reported that Bergland quickly 
realized his blunder and attempted unsuccess¬ 
fully to extricate himself. 

Bergland, however, is not the only top Carter 
appointee to favor bankrupting American 
farmers. 

ANTI-FARMER POLICY ADMITTED 

Barry Bosworth, director of the Council of 
Wage and Price Stability, and a top economic 
advisor to Carter, has reportedly stated frankly 
that it is Carter administration policy for 
American farmers to go broke. 

Bosworth made this amazing declaration 
during a conversation last May with Wayne 
Peterson, a representative of the American

Agriculture Movement, reported the “Ameri¬ 
can Agriculture News.” 

The “Newe” reported that Bosworth told 
Peterson that the administration knows 
American farmers are going broke, but that it is 
federal policy to drive down drastically the 
number of farmers in the U.S. 

Bosworth, the "News” reported, said that 
federal policy is to deprive American farmers of 
what remaining purchasing power they hove. 
Then, having broken the farmers, the federal 
government will whip industrial workers and 
labor union members into line.

Credit for this tremendous educational 
achievement goes to o number of AAM activists, 
including Jerome Fromeil, Texas state AAM 
leader; Gerald McCathern, author of “From the 
White House to. the Hoosegow" (SPOTLIGHT, 
January 16); Tommy Kersay, an AAM leader in 
Georgia; and J.C. I-ewie, a nationally-known 
speaker who has personally alerted thousands of 
farmers to the nature of their oppressor.

COMMISSION ASSAILED 

Lewis’ evidence against the Trilateral

“Who diversified into the food business at 
about that time (1975, when farm prices 
plummeted but retail food prices remained 
high)?”Lewi« asked.

They want to keep 
farm prices down and their profits high, at the 
expense of the farmers...

“It’s late," Lewis said, “it’s real late. We have 
to get active. You know, when I was leaving 
home today my 16-year-old son told me. 'Dad, tell 
the people that freedom isn’t free. 1 And that’s 
right. If you’re not willing to sacrifice for it, 
you’re not going to get it. America’s asleep. A lot 
of people die in their sleep. When are we going to 
wake up?” 3

mentation of the act have already been 

introduced in both the House and

Parity, while unfamiliar to most 
Americans, ia nevertheless not a 
com plicated 'concept. 

Parity ib an equivalence between 
farmers' current purchasing power and 
their purchasing power at s selected 
base period maintained by government 
support of agricultural commodity 
prices. It is designed to maintain market 
equilibrium among commodities. 

Parity prevailed in America until the 
early 1950s, when government inter 
Terence in the marketplace disrupted 
the agricultural economy. The free 
interplay of market forces had produced 
parity from the curly 1940s until early 
'50s. 

"Parity is not a revolutionary con¬ 
cept," explained an AAM uctiviat. "It 
merely means equivalent buying power 
for the family fanner, who in the final 
analysis is the source of weulth in this 
country. 

"One hundred percent of parity is not 
a handout It is an investment, for 
without it the family farm system of 
agriculture in this country will dis¬ 
appear and the ultimate cost to society 
will be immeasurable. Parity allows the 
producer to keep pace with his cost of 
production." 

FALSE CLAIM 

Carter and his anti-farmer Tri- 
lateralist advisors have sought to 
confuse Americans by claiming that 
parity represents "guaranteeing an 
income to farmers" when it does not. In 
addition, bureaucrats who spend so 
freely of the taxpayers* money demon¬ 
strate a surprising concern over in¬ 
flation when rejecting parity. 

Bureaucrat* claim that parity would 
boost the inflation rate. Independent 
economic studies, on the other hand, 
conclude that parity would have a 
negligible effect on inflation, which is 
the result of enormous federal deficits. 
In addition, parity in the past has 
always stimulated private-sector em 
ploy me nt, lowering the unemployment 
rate and producing prosperity.

"Foreign labor with lower standards 
of living is producing goods cheaper 
than American labor, and their excess 
production is entering our marketplace 
nearly duty-free." explained an AAM 
activist.

AFBF SUPPORTS DUMPING 

Amazingly, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation (AFBF), one of the 
nation's largest farmer groups, an¬ 
nounced January 25 its support for new 
trude-ngreementa that will permit the 
continued dumping of foreign goods in 
the U.S. 

The AFBF had earlier criticized the 
proposed pact, and President* Allan 
Grunt gave it M a low D rating." 
Mysteriously, the AFBF reversed itself, 
and orchestrated at its press conference 
what the far-left Washington "Post" 
described as "a pep rally" for the 
agreements. 

Agriculture Secretary Bob Berglnnd 
admitted that the new agreements 
would not help American farmers this 
year at all and would assist only 
minimally in boasting farm exports in 
the future. On the other hand, foreign 
countries received as a concession an 
agreement that the U.S. would continue

It is not known 
how the couple spent the next half-hour. 

It seems established, however, that 
sometime between 10 and 11 p.m. 
Rockefeller was striken with chest 
pains, shortness of breath, and other 
symptoms of overexertion not. un¬ 
common in aging men found in similar 
situations.

At 5:31 p.m.—20 minutes behind 
schedule—Rockefeller ended the press 
briefing It had looted twice as long as 
uruaI. Rockefeller rode the chauffeured 
limousine to Buckley, an exclusive boys' 
prep school at 113 East 73rd Street, 
where former Secretary of State and 
lifelong Rockefeller house scholar 
Henry Kissinger was to deliver a brief 
talk to the class in which the ex- 
governor's 15-year-old son, Nelson Jr., is 
enrolled. 

As always, a bodyguard rode in the 
front seat beside the chauffeur and a 
security vehicle preceded the billionaire 
politician’s limousine, opening the way 
through the thick Manhattan traffic. 

Rockefeller and his entourage arrived 
late at Buckley School The ex- 
govemoT, who was later described as 
appearing “tense” and "fatigued," 
spoke briefly and cut short the prepared 
text. He returned to the family’s vast 
duplex apartment at 812 Fifth Avenue 
ahead of the other family members 
attending Kissinger’s lecture—his wife 
"Happy’’ and his younger son Murk, 
12—with whom he was to havedinnerat 
7:15 p.m. 

During dinner, Nelson Rockefeller 
seemed "absent” and ''preoccupied.” He 
had apparently pul in a radiotelephone 
call to his brother David, who wus in the 
Mideast conferring with the oil sheiks in 
Oman. The dinner was interrupted by 
an attendant reporting that the Chase 
chairman had been located and was 
ready to talk. 

SECRET TALK WITH BROTHER 

The long-distance conversation be 
tween the Rockefeller brothers, via 
■■scrambler” radiotelephone, lasted 
almost 16 minutes. Nelson Rockefeller 
returned to the family dining room only 
to excuse himself and summon, once 
again,, his limousine escort. The ex- 
govorhdr left his Fifth Avenue abode a

The fast-paced drama began January 24 when the Greens disappeared 
from their home at nearby Scituate, a Massachusetts coastal town. The

ment, the Greens left Massachusetts for 
Mexico. Commonwealth of Massa¬ 
chusetts authorities immediately sought 
to have them returned, with the parents 
facing “kidnapping" charges. 

The Greens said in on interview from 
Mexico that Massachusetts officials 
contacted tha FBI to lodge kidnapping 
charges, but were told it wae impossible 
since the child was with his rightful 
parents. 

On January 30 the Massachusetts 
Appeals Court upheld a lower court 
ruling that Chad must undergo chemo¬ 
therapy chemical poisoning, and not 
receive Laetrile. Meanwhile, state 
authorities have given up their attempt 
to charge the Greens with kidnapping, 
but will 6eek a contempt of court 
citation. 

The Greens' ability to evade the forced 
method of treatment for Chad, up to this 
point, represents still another defeat for 
the FDA and other medicrats who have 
been denying the right to freedom of 
choice for parents in caring for their 
children.

banking facility maintained by Chase 
somewhere near the South American 
mainland, in the Bahamas or in 
Panama, where its tracks disappeared. 
Usually it was said that these financing 
operations served for 'economic expan 
sion projects' situated in the principal 
drug-producing countries, in Mexico, 
Colombia, Bolivia, and so on." 

But if the financing arrangements 
remained murky, their explosive effect 
on “economic expansion" and the 
"earnings maximization" of the inter¬ 
national megabanks was apparent. 

BECOMES LEADING EXPORT 

Narcotics became Mexico's leading 
export rommodlty by the late 60s. By the 
early 70s. the Latin drug trade began to 
dominate the economies of Colombia, 


Bolivia and Ecuador os well. 

By the middle 70s the illegal, once- 
despised "smoke and coke trade" had 
expanded into Colombia's leading 
economic activity. From a sleazy, 
disorganized, hil-or-mias patchwork of 
shotgun-toting, mule-driving hill farm¬ 
ers and shadowy smugglers keeping one 
stop ahead of pursuing lawmen, it had 
become—just as the Rockefellers had 
planned—a well-financed, smoothly 
functioning world cartel. It was a 
business empire which wrote its own 
Jaws, elected its own hand-picked 
politicians, owned its own transport and 
distribution facilities, and set its own 
prices. From a seamy, illicit operation on 
the run, the drug business had expanded 
into an empire. It became the world's 
leading commodity cartel whose annual 
flow eclipsed that of the gold or even the 
oil trade. 

"DGPEC," as a recently published 
book noted, had become bigger than 
"OPEC." 


The impact of this “economic expan¬ 
sion’' on the U.S., especially on 
American youth, has been equally 
explosive. Marijuana consumption in 
the U S. increased six fold between 1973 
and 1978. It is now estimated at 150,000 
pounds daily, with annual retail 
revenues in excess of $38 billion. Two- 
thirds of this booming poison market is 
supplied by Colombia. Confidential 
drug enforcement reports have repeat¬ 
edly cited the role of the Rockefeller- 
owned Banco del Comcrcio as thosource 
of the financing and seasonal credits 
which keep marijuana production 
booming. But no known action has ever 
been taken by the U.S Department of 
Justice against the organizers and 
financiers of this vicious racket. 

Similarly, none of the financiers, 
major wholesalers or international 
shippers of cocaine hue ever been 
arrested or prosecuted, although thia 
branch of the narcotics industry has 
also shown unprecedented expansion 


in recent years—its illegal sales in the 
U S. market are now reliably estimated 
in excess of $30 billion annually. 

Numerous drug-enforcement intel¬ 
ligence reports, according to knowledge 
able sources interviewed by The SPOT¬ 
LIGHT, point to the role of Rockefeller- 
controlled financial institutions in 
Bolivia, Ecuador and Peru (where most 
of the coca plants are grown in the 
Andean foothills) and in Colombia

"Not until I was forty did 1 make up my 
mind that 1 was going to retire before 
ten years had passed. I knew 1 couldn't 
do it on n salary, no matter how good.

It was perfectly obvious to me 
that I had to start a business of ray own. 
But that posed a problem. What kind of 
business? Most of my money was tied 
up. Temporarily I was broke. But, when 
I found the business I wanted I was able

"To pyramid this investment into re¬ 
tirement in less‘than ten years seems 
like magic, but in my opinion any man 
in good health who has the same ambi¬ 
tion and drive that motivated me, could 
achieve such a goal., Let me give you a 
little history. 

"I finished high school a t the age of 18 
and got a job as a shipping clerk. My 
next job was butchering at a plant that 
processed boneless beef.

In their historic "Miranda” decision of 
1966, the Supreme Court grunted 
peruona arrested o specific “hill of~ 
rights” to insure equitable treatment. In 
the belief thnt the average American 
taxpayer should be allowed similar 
rights when dealing with the IRS. 1 have 
reintroduced the "Taxpayers’ Bill of 
Rights." 

I first introduced the bill in May, 1978, 
and hove reintroduced it for 
consideration by the 96th Congress. 
This bill will help simplify the red tape 
taxpayers have to go through when 


faced with an . audit or any IRS 
relationship. 

This bill will help insure equitable 
treatment for the taxpayer. With the 
tremendous growth and accumulation 
of power by the federal bureaucracies 
there needs to be some kind of simple 
."bill of rights" to help the people who 
pay the bureaucrats' salaries—the 
American taxpayers. 

The main provisions of the 
Taxpayers' Bill of Rights would: 

• Require IRS officials to inform 
taxpayers of their rights to have an

to only those laws directly under the 
charge of the IRS (thus curbing any 
possibility of conducting “enemies-list” 
type haraesments). 

• Provide that a taxpayer could set a 
reasonable time and place for interviews 
with IRS agents. 

• Provide for the issuance of 
"taxpayers' assistance orders" to 
postpone seizures or actions by the IRS 
which would impose undue hardships 
on citizens (such us the confiscation of 
cars and homes). 

The Taxpayers’ Bill of Rights allows 
taxpayers the same rights the Supreme 
Court guaranteed every citizen under 
arrest. The IRS must reverse its position - 
that the taxpayer is guilty and must 
prove his own innocence.

The U.S. Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare I HEW) has awarded a SI million 
pranl to a privately-run New York college with 
close personal ties to HEW Secretary Joseph A 
Califano. 

The award was made to the College of New 
Hochelle (CNR) in June 1978 under the U S. 
Office of Education’s (USOE) Advanced 
Institutional Development Program (AIDP), 
which a USOE spokesperson said was designed 
to help colleges that are "geographically 
isolated, have a disadvantaged clientele, or are 
financially strapped.” 

A USOE "fact sheet" concerning the program, 
which is authorized under Title III of the 
amended Higher Education Act of 19155, notes 
that "grants help colleges and universities with 
limited financial resources upgrade their 
academic und administrative programs until 
they are better able to attract students, improve 
course offerings, and hire outstanding faculty 
members." But the College of New Rochelle's 
primary qualification for the $1 million grant 
appeurs to be its relationship with Califano. 

I .Denied in affluent Westchester County about 
10 miles outside of New York City, the 76-year-old 
liberal arts college was founded as a Catholic 
institution for young women by two Ursuline 
nuns, Mother Irene Gill and Mother Augustine 
(•ill. College literature frequently describe* these 


women as having been "cousins of HEW 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano.” These sign¬ 
ificant. albeit distant, tics are. however, far from 
the secretary's only personal link to this school. 
The SPOTLIGHT has learned that Mrs. 
Califano—the former Trudy Zawaeki—is a 1954 
graduate of CNR, and that (for at least the past 
decade) Califano himself has taken a persona] 
and active interest in the school’s affairs. For 
example: 

REVOLUTION HEALTHY' 

In 1971 Califano, who had just completed a 
round-the-world tour under a Ford Foundation 
grant to study "youth vs. establishment" at a 
time when student unrest was at its peak, 
delivered the school’s commencement address. 
He said "I have found the student revolution, 
particularly to the extent it touches large 
numbers of students, to be a healthy force in 
society." 

In 1974 he accepted an appointment as a 
member of the school’s newly formed President s 
Advisory Council, which a college publication 
noted was formed for the "extension of the 
reputation and influence of the College.” 
Califano served on this council until his 
appointment by President Carter in January 
1977 as HEW secretary. , 

In May 1977 he returned to.thfc school—this ■ 
lime nt government expense—to deliver the 
commencement address and to receive an 
honorary degree. According to a spokeswoman

at HEW’s Office of Education, this particular 
speech was prepared by a USOE employee, and 
“Califano liked it so much that he had 1600 
copies mailed out” by the department Despite 
this massive and costly mailing however, un 
objective reading of the 10-page speech finds it 
singularly lacking in any news value what¬ 
soever, and it certainly failed to announce any 
new or major education goals. 

The May, 1977 speech did however set the 
stage for the college's receipt of the $1 million 
AIDP grant: for Califano noted: "We are 
committed to the continued health and stability 
of private colleges and universities in America. 
And we intend, within the limits of Con¬ 
stitutional law, to help these institutions as 
much as we can. . . . For most of our nation’s 
history, institutions like this one worked their 
educational miracles with scant support from 
ICnnlimied on pane.17) 


HEW ‘Judge’ Can’t Consider Constitution 


Kkl.’fllKrVK TO Sf'l 11 LIGHT

GROVE CITY, Pa.—An "administrative judge” of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare (HEW) has openly acknowledged 
overlooking the U.S..Constitution in delivering an opinion that students at 
Grove City College should not be allowed to receive "federal assistance" in 
the form of guurunteed loans from private lenders or personal grunts. 

Grove City College, treated north of Ihttsburgh, has been under fire for 
more than a year for refusing to sign Title IX compliance forms which ban 
"sex bias" in federally assisted educational programs and activities 
(SPOTLIGHT. August 14, 1978). 

The college has refused as "a matter of principle," rejecting the HEW 
philosophy that government should fund or control the private sector. The 
college has never accepted federal funding and therefore contends that 
HEW haB no jurisdiction over it. 

The latest HEW' attack wus supported by Albert P Feldman, an 
"admtnjBtrative judge" of HEW. in an effort to force compliance upon 
college officials In rendering his decision. Feldman claimed he was 
powerless to challenge HEW's Attack upon individual students nf the 
college seeking aid through personal grants and federally guaranteed 
loans. 

'JUDGE' ASTOUNDS COLLEGE 

Feldman astounded Grove City College officials by writing. "(HEW> is 
given unlimited discretion, so that the administrative law judge has no 

nuthonly to rule und is powerless to rule 
either that the regulations are unconsti¬ 
tutional or that the regulations exceed 
the statutory authority.** 

"When an administrative law judge 
says he itt 'powerless* to challenge what 
may be unconstitutional regulations." 
Grove City's president, Charles S. 
MacKenzie, responded, "thia is an 
indication that regulatory agencies ore 
nut of control us they seek to govern 
American society We are deeply 
concerned because this decision, if 
actually earned out. would seem to be 
discrimination against students who 
freely choose to attend Grove City 
College." * 

"Judge" Feldman further astounded 




college officials by conceding, "It should 
also be noted that there was not the 
slightest hint of any failure to comply 
with Title IX, save the refusal to submit 
the executed assurance of compliance 
with Title IX, This refusal is obviously a 
matter of conscience und belief." 

For more than 100 years, Grove City 
College has been committed to a policy 
of voluntary non discrimination as "a 
matter of Christian conscience " How¬ 
ever, the college has been unwilling to 
sign specific compliance forma because 
to do so would be to acknowledge HEW’s 
claim to jurisdiction over a private 
college. 

"Government inevitably secularizes 
institutions it controls," MacKenzie 
said. "If we were to follow Mr. Feldman's 
reasoning, we would become an instru¬ 
ment of government and would even¬ 
tually be forced to become religiously 
neutral or secular.

"Existing loon funds at the college 
coupled with gifts from friends of the 
college hopefully will meet the financial 
needs of present and future students if 
HEW singles out Grove City College 
students and, in effect, says they cannot 
receive the same personal federal 
assistance granted to millions of other 
college students," MacKenzie stated.

1980. there must be a balanced federal 
budget for Fiscal Year (FY) 1981. 

Originated by Sen. Harry F. ByTd flndopendent-Vu.), the bill passed the 
Senate by a vote of 58-28. and passed the House 286-91 on October 10,1978, 
under the sponsorship of Rep. Charles E. Grassley (R-Iowa). 

The text of the bill, which took the form of a rider to an amendment to the 
Bretton Woods (IMF) Agreement Act, is brief and to the point: “Beginning 
with Fiscal Year 1981, the total budget outlays of the federal government 

- shall not exceed its receipts.” The reader 

will note that the language ofjthe bill 
requires a balanced budget not only in 
\ y FY 1981, but in every year from then on.

More Than 50 Gun-Grabbin

Power politics within the Democratic party, with gunowners reduced to 
pawns, will determine just when additional firearms restrictions become a 
hot legislative issue. It is “when"—not "if." More than 50 gun control bills 
have already been introduced. 


The political struggle is between President Carter and Sen. Edward 
Kennedy ID-Mass.). Kennedy is winning this fight. 

Gun control is one of several so-called “social issues" involved in the 
behind-the-scenes war for control of the Democratic party. The prize is a 
chance to he president after 1980. Had it not been for Carter’s preoccupation 
with foreign policy, he would already 
have sent anti-gun-ownership bills to 
Congress. 

In domestic matters, the White House 
finds itself reacting to proposals 
initiated by Kennedy. 

New anti-gun measures hove, in past 
Congresses, received favorable action in 
both the House and Senate, only to die 
with adjournment 

Now anti-gun people control the 
legislative process ut every key post. All 
major gun bills introduced have gone to 
the House and Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittees. 

Rep. Peter W, Rodino Jr. (D-N.J.) still 
heads the House Judiciary Committee 
and now Kennedy heads the Senate 
Judiciary. 

Rodino pushed an anti-gun measure 
out of his committee two years ago. But 
he did not take it to the House floor 
because the gun-grabbers wanted still 
more controls and President Ford said 
he would veto any bill placing ad¬ 
ditional controls on rifles. 

Rodino waited until Carter wsb 
elected. Preoccupied with foreign policy. 

Carter was convinced by the bureau¬ 
cracy to seek additional restriction!)

KdwartJ Kennedy Irvin 
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need Budget 


Individuals cannot keep going deeper 
into debt year after year, and neither can 
businesses, nor local nor state govern¬ 
ments. But we are assured by the big 
spenders that the national government 
is different: that in reality we owe the 
debt to ourselves. 

But Rep. J. ’William Stanton (R-Ohio) 
says.'Tt is just not true that we owe the 
debt to ourselves. Foreign holdings of 
U.S. dollars are on the order of $400 
billion, or roughly one-half of the 
national debt. Much of these foreign 
holdings are the interest-bearing Trea¬ 
sury securities thut comprise our debt 

“The national debt has grown more 
than $400 billion since FY 1970 We are 
now spending more than $130 million a 
day Lo cover the interest alone. The cost 
of the debt service last year exceeded 
total government expenditures For 
transportation, education, and envi¬ 
ronment combined. In fact, more than 
25 percent of the money the govern¬ 
ment takes in, a» luxes, goes right 
back out as interest on the national 
debt," said Stanton. 

Rep. Stephen L Neal (D-N C:) denied 
that the balanced budget act goes far 
enough: 4 \ . . it certainly does not mean 
that we will have a balanced budget by 
1981 I hope the American people 
understand that there is much more to 
balancing the budget thun simply 
voting for this . It is going to require 
real discipline on the part of the 
Congress and the American people, and 
we must plan carefully to reuch that 
goal. * . . 

•'I hope the Congress will adopt my 
constitutional amendment, resolution 
which would require a balanced budget 
and would limit federal spending to no 


more than 20 percent of (the) gross 
national product," said Neal 

The liberal Washington "Post” 
claimed that such an amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution, as recently proposed 
by California Governor -Jerry Brown 
(who originally opposed Prop. 13), would 
deny the president flexibility But there 
is no reason to think so, in view of the 
flexibility afforded by the balanced 
budget act. 

Stanton declared, " . this balance- 

the-budget provision ... does not dictate 
to the administration the means it muftt 
use to make the budget balance. . It 
gives the president ull the flexibility he 
could want, while requiring that the 
outcome be a balanced budget in 1981.” 

Neal claimed that the 95th Congress, 
which had only a couple of weeks lo go at 
that time, could not bind the 9fith 
Congress: “We can express our desire to 
balance the budget by 1981, and 
certainly I would love to see us balance 
the budget by 1981.. . But... we might 
be misleading the American public into 
thinking that by adopting this (bill) they 
can be assured, in fact, that we will have 
a balanced budget in 1981." 

Still. Congress has performed a real 
service by voting for this proposition, to 
show that they are really serious about 
achieving that goal by 1981. They have 
sent a loud and clear message to the 
people that the spending habits of the 
federal government are about to change, 
and they have affirmed what the people 
want, what the people believe, and what 
the people understand to be the common- 
sense approach—that government 
cannot live heyund its means arty more 
than' the people themselves can.

Patriotic activists interviewed by The 
SPOTLIGHT agreed unreservedly that now is 
the time for Americans .to call and write their 
representatives to urge the rejection of 
implementing legislation and the repudiation of 
attempts by Carter to further circumvent 
Congress. 

"First the president blocked a House vote on 
the Panama Canal treaties.” said Rep. Steve 
Symms (R Idaho). "The House has a consti¬ 
tutional duty to vote on the disposition of 
American property, yet we were not allowed to 
exercise this right. 

"Then the House was again bypassed since we 
were never forwarded any of the implementing 
legislation for the treaties. Now the president is. 
spending money without the approval of tl& 
House. In my view, the president bus ‘struck out’ 
three times. 

‘The canal fight is not over," Symms said. “We 
are not going to allow billions of taxpayer dollars 
to be spent on implementing these treaties 
without a fight.” 

JUGGLING ACT 

Carter’s flouting of congressional prerogatives 
has apparently prompted many members to 
decide that the House must take a forceful stand 
for its rights over the implementation issue—or 
risk conceding its constitutional duties and 
rights. 

Carter has recently stepped up his program of 
unlawfully juggling U S. property and funds to 
implement the treaties without the authorization 


of Congress (SPOTLIGHT, October 30 and 
December 4, 1978, January 29). 

This latesl attempt to run roughshod over the 
House closely parallels Curler's successful ploy 
last year, in which the Mouse's right to vole on 
the disposal of U.S. property was ignored. 

The Constitution (Article IV. Section 3, Clause 
2) stales that "the Congress shall have power to 
dispose of the territory or other property 
belonging to the United States . . ." 

American fee-simple ownership of the entire 
U.S. Canal Zone was conclusively documented 
by the late Sen. Janies Allen (D-Ala.), whose 
Separation of Powers Subcommittee held 
extensive hearings in early 1978 (SPOTLIGHT, 
March 27, 1978). 

Allen determined from witnesses as well as 
crates of land deeds that ‘‘not only does the U.S. 
assess the Canal Zone ns owner of the territory, 
ut additionally, the fee-simple absolute title to 
the land iuelf has become pifblic property as a 
result of our government's decision to buy up all 
the land holdings in the Canal Zone " 

HOUSE VOTE ESSENTIAL 
Thus, because the U.S line conclusive title to 
the Canal Zone, the House must vote on the 
transfer of property Authorities point out that 
although this argument was used unsuccessfully 
in 1978, when the debate was over the treaties 
pending in the Senate, it carries more force now 
because the House cannot be ignored in voting on 
the implementing legislation 
There remains the possibility, however, that 
Carter will unconstitutionally seek to bypass 
Congress entirely, and will uttempl to implement 
the treaties arbitrarily This, too, could provoke a 
constitutional crisis. 


Anti-treaty congressional observers say that 
urging the House to assert itself over the funding 
issue is the course which will produce the most 
favorable results. 

In addition, it is pointed out. the tremendous 
cost of the pnynwny (running into the billions of 
dollars) is another reason budget conscious 
legislators' may this year be wnry of it 
The political fallout from the passage of the 
giveaway treaties was evident in last year's 
elections. Several senators who voted for the 
treaties were defeated, with their pro treaty votes 
cited as a major cause. The same fate may await 
representatives who approve billions of dollars 
for Panamn’s-eanal grab. 

IMPLEMENTING BILL UP 

Meanwhile, Garter finally got around—after 
more than half a year of fudging —(a sending up 
to Congress an January 23-the legislation to 
implement and fund the giveaway treaties. 
’Don't be' surprised, however, if this story 
wasn't on page one of your local newspaper, 
Carter craftily sent the legislation only a couple 
of hours before appearing in the House chamber 
for his state of the union speech 

Thus, Carter's address—which had even 
Secretary of Defense Harold Brown nodding off 
on nationwide TV—served to reduce coverage of 
the implementing legislation from token to non¬ 
existent. The far-left Washington "Post," for 
example, took the opportunity to bury its two- 
nnd n-quarler inch "slory" on the legislation in 
one of the more remote wastelands of the paper 
The "Post" also erroneously "reported" that 
defeat of the legislation "could not undo the

For the veterans and the freshmen members of 
Congress, the volume of legislative consider¬ 
ations is picking up as the number of 
"welcoming" receptions, cocktail parlies and 
social gatherings tapers off to only a few a day.

From 
this jumble, some important legislative pro¬ 
posals are being debated. Such as: 

LIBERTY AMENDMENT (H.J. Res. ?3): 
Once again, Rep. John Rousselot (R-Calif.) has 
introduced a joint resolution proposing an 
amendment to the U.S. Constitution to abolish 


the personal income tax. Known as the Liberty 
Amendment, it would also abolish the estate and 
gift taxes, and would prohibit the U.S. 
government from engaging in business in 
competition with the citizens. 

While critics claim the government could not 
achieve a balanced budget without the revenues 
arising from the income tax, supporters of the 
amendment—which has already been ru tided by 
seven states—explain that if Uncle Sam got out 
of all his unconstitutional business enterprises, 
the cost of government could be cut in half. 

Since the income tax supplies about 43 percent 
of the federal revenues, this would give the 
budget a 7 percent surplus, which could be used to 
pay off the national debt. 

If the amendment becomes law, workers would 
receive about 20 percent more take-home-pay— 
stimulating the economy and creating more jobs. 
Thus, for every $100 you bring home now, you 
would receive $120 under the Liberty Amend¬ 
ment. 

The bill has been referred to the Committee on 
the Judiciary. 

A note of encouragement: .Both houses of 
Congress are, today, more conservative.than in 


recent years. And, the pols are running scared 
because they know the patriote who pay all their 
bills have had enough. 

Already we can see a more pro-American tone 
in proposed legislation. Fewer big-spending, 
give-away programs are being introduced and 
Congressmen are taking a careful look at ail 
spending bills. With your help they will be 
supported in their efforts toward a balanced 
budget and a Constitutional America. j. 


Improved ‘Parking’ Sought for Canal 


Although the Panama Canal is a 
monument to euperb engineering 
and dayto-dny. year hy-year effi¬ 
ciency, und can pass ail of Iheocean- 
going ships of the world except a few 
aircraft carriers and supertankers, 
there is a move afoot in Congress to 
make it even better. 

The plan trails for the construction of a 
summit-level lake, a “parking lot for 
ships,” at the Pacific end of the canal. 
(There is already such a lake at the 
Atlantic end) 

The lake would be created by raising 
and Btandordizing the water level 
throughout the entire length of the 
canal. This would improve the canol’s 
efficiency by permitting ships to more 
swiftly traverse it. 

Additional steps would include the 
•physical removal of the inefficient, 
outdated locks at the Pacific end of the 
canal and the consolidation of the lock 
system in a group of new structures. 

The modernized canal would he 
something like a dumbbell in shape, all at 
one level, with a lake at each end und a 
narrower passage connecting the two 
lakes. Hy putting the whole canal at one 
level, it would be possible to gel by with 
just two sets of locks—one at each end. to 
move the ships from canal level to or 
from the respective ocean level. The 
reduction of the number of sets of locks 
would result in a major saving of time— 
the immediate purpose of the modern¬ 
ization plan. 

In addition to the above, experts 
recommend enlargement of the pipeline 
which parallels the canal, thus permit' 
ting tankers to tranamit their cargo from 
one ocean to the other in a matter of 
hours. 

A veteran expert of many years' 
experience on the Panama Canal told 
the reporter why it would be desirable for 
the U.S. to drag its feet on the giveaway: 
“The communists would become im¬ 


patient and show their true nature. In 
turn,.opposition to the giveaway would 
increase within the V S. Congress," he 
speculated. 

Hopefully, any such plan, if put into 
effect, would go hand-in-hand with a 
determination on the part of Congress to 
refuse to fund the canal giveaway 
treaties. To achieve such a linkage is the 
underlying purpose of the modern¬ 
ization proposal, and has been con¬ 
sidered by at least one conservative 
senator. At the very least, the modern¬ 
ization would probably delay or post-

In addition to his 
lecture, Ney and the other speakers will 
answer questions from participants in 
attendance’on such subject* 1 * os- the 
future of stock prices for 1979. how to 
cope with manipulation of the market by 
insiders and the influence of private 
political/financial organizations, such 
as the Trilateral Commission, in 
manipulation of commodities, stocks 
and precious metals. 


Another speaker at the Los Angeles 
seminar will be Dr.. Martin A. Larson, 
America's foremost expert on legal tax 
avoidance, the author of 18 books and a 
regular columnist for The SPOTLIGHT. 

Herman Dinsmore, former associate 
foreign editor for the New York "Times" 
and author of two books, will speak on 
manipulation of the news by lhat 
newspaper and how this affects prices of 
stocks and the economy. 

Mark 'Her, publisher of the "World 
Money Analyst." a widely-respected 
international financial udvisory 
service, will speak, as will Robert J 
Chapman, vice-president of Brown, 
Cass & Co., a Los Angeles brokerage 
firm. Chapman, who handles one of the 
nation's largest gold investment 
accounts, is regarded as an expert in 
South African gold stocks and has a 
wide acquaintance with the men in 
South Africa, London and Switzerland 
who own and manage gold mines and 
the financial firms and banks which are 
close to them.

Wage and Price Controls Will Never Work

(Inflation continues at a wild rate 
as (he 1980 presidential campaign 
approaches. President Carter will be 
under mounting pressure to impose 
wage and price controls. Would this 
bring relief ? It neuer has—not in 
more than 16 centuries.) 

In the early days of the James¬ 
town settlement, acting Gov Sir 
Thomas Dale conceded in a statement to 
the settlers that "martial law did not 
grow corn." What he meant ia that 
government laws and controls have no 
power to create production 
Tins truth was self-evident, in 17th 
century Virginia. It formed part of the 
foundation of the American free 
enterprise system well into the 20th, 
century. But today, unfortunately, there 
is a growing reliance on economic 
regimentation as evidenced by the price 
controls decreed in this country in recent 
years. 

The controllers persist in refusing to 
learn from experience. Controls fulled 
during World War II at a time when the 
U.S. government was fighting a global 
war that had tremendous popular 
support. They would fail today. Indeed, 
controls have failed whenever and 
wherever they hove been tried, for they 
are cosmetic measures that provide no 
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real or lasting remedy to economic ills. 

Price controls were ordered by the 
Roman Emperor Diocletian in 301 A.D., 
fixing prices for hundreds of items 
Violators were to be executed As a 
result, therefore, merchants ceased lo 
offer goods for sale. Scarcity became the 
rule. In time, the low was repealed. 

Price fixing or freezes were ordered by 
King Henry III of England in 1202, by 
municipal authorities in Antwerp in 
1585. and by the popular authorities 
during the French Revolution. In all 
cases, the controls were a dismal failure 

Yet modern governments, including 
the U.S. government, continue to impose 
controls. They issue vast quantities of 
money to ‘stimulate growth" and then 
vainly seek to prevent runaway in¬ 


flation by imposing price freezes and 
ceilingH. 

It is tragic that Americans don't listen 
lo the free market economists who 
understand the harmful and illogical 
nature of price controls. Some of the best 
writing on price controls has been 
authored by Henry KazliU, the dis¬ 
tinguished economist. 

Writing in "The Freeman" Magazine, 
Ilazlitt explained: 

"If the legal price for any commodity, 
whether it is bread or shoes, is held by 
edict substantially below what the free 
market price would be. the low fixed 
price must over encournge the demund 
for it, discourage its production, and 
bring about a shortage. The profit 
margin in making or selling it will be Loo 
small as compared with the profit 
margin in producing or selling some¬ 
thing else." 

In other words, a freeze simply masks 
the consequences of inflation. Price 
controls, wage controls, rent controls 
and interest controls distort and 
unbulaiice production. They inhibit 
business confidence, scare off investors, 
and produce shortages. Moreover, 
controls distract attention from the true 
cause of inflation—the failure of 
successive administrations to exercise 
fiscal responsibility The root of all 
inflationary evil in the U.S. is excessive 
government spending and consequent 
excessive money supply issued to cover 
the federal deficits. These are the things 


that must be attacked through adequate 
congressional budgeting techniques 
and through an aroused public will to 
curb spending by both the legislative 
and executive branches of government, 

The application of controls, on the 
other hand, only thwarts the operation 
of the law of supply and demand with 
resulting distress for the whole econ 
omy. Increased production is the natural 
curative process in n time of rising 
prices, but price controls only lead to a 
rationing of scarcity, 

These truths must be stressed time 
and again because economic error is 
frequently prewented as an economic 
wisdom and translated into law and 
public policy. 

Where price controls are applied, 
freedom is diminished and opportunities 
for economic growth and improved 
living are drastically reduced. In short, 
the controls, the freezes and the ceilings 
only result in private loss and public 
distress. 9

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PLYMOUTH, Mass.—While a three-year-old child’s life hangs in the 
balance, the Supreme Court announced January 22 that it will decide 
whether the federal government can withhold from terminal cancer 
patients the anti-cancer vitamin Laetrile. 

Meanwhile, Massachusetts Superior Court Judge Guy Volterra ruled a 
day later that three year-old leukemia victim Chad Green is the property of 
the state, and will not be permitted to receive Iaetriie or other vitamins. 
Judge Volterra first gave custody of Chad to the state several months ago, 
in order to enforce his order that that child be subjected to chemotherapy. 

Chad, son of Gerald and Diana Green of the coastal community of 
Scituate, Mass., has been on court-ordered chemotherapy for about six 
months. The treatment consists of the administration of four drugs. 

The Greens unsuccessfully sought both to regain complete custody of 
their son and the lifting of Judge Volterra’s original order prohibiting 
Laetrile for Chad. The Greens wanted full legal control over Chad’s medical 
care at first, but were willing to compromise and permit chemotherapy 
along with metabolic treatment, including Laetrile. 

Judge Volterra refused the Greens’ pleas for Chad’s life, and ordered that 
the state continue to exercise control over Chad’s treatment. 

Prior to his court-ordered chemotherapy, Chad had been doing well on 

metabolic treatment alone. 


Chad had been taken off chemo¬ 
therapy by his parents in the first place 
because his condition wan deteriorating. 

Since Judge Volterra had issued the 
chemotherapy order, the Greens decided 
on their own to continue giving their son 
a regimen of Laetrile, enzymes, vita¬ 
mins and minerals in addition to the 
chemotherapy Consequently, his leu 
kemiu is in remisuion with no signs or 
symptoms visible. 

Judge, Volterra also forbade the 
Greens from continuing to treat Chad 
with the regimen of enzymes, minerals 
and other vitamins.

Almost a year after you read that questionable bunk denis be¬ 
tween Jimmy Carter and his friend. Bert Lance could prove an 
embarrassment to the president (SPOTLIGHT, February 13, 
1378), the New York '’Times” ran the same story— wilbout 
crediting ’’The paper you can trust.” The SPOTLIGHT, * as *

Then, you read (SPOTLIGHT. December 18. 1978) that probes by 
the SEC and a grand jury had revealed "sweetheart” loans 
okayed by banking ‘'insiders” Involving the Carter peanut 
business. The •’Times” finally woke up to the story on Jan¬ 
uary 19. 


"We're concerned that amygdalin (the 
chemical name for Laetrile), which 
containB cyanide, could actually poison 
a patient." 

In moat instances this cyanide¬ 
poisoning line is defeated in testimony. 
A Green expert, Dr. Dean Burke, said 
that a person "would have to eat 70or 80 
of the most toxic kernels, just as fast ae 
he could, to eclipse the rhodenase 
effectiveness and develop so much as a 
stomach ache." 

In spite of the setback of Judge 
Volterra’s refusal to lift the ban, the 
Greens are continuing the fight. 

The Supreme Court will review a 
decision by the 10th Circuit Court of 
Appeals. Last July, the appellate court 
affirmed the December, 1977, ruling by 
U S. District Court Judge Luther 
Bohannon that cancer patients can 
receive Laetrile. 

Judge Bohannon ruled that Laetrile 
was exempt from federal regulations, 
saying: "By denying the right to use a 
nontoxic substance in connection with 
one's own personal health care, the FDA 
has offended the constitutional right of 
privacy." 

The appeals court upheld Judge 
Mohanuon, with Chief Judge Oliver 
Seth declaring: "As a matter of law. the 
'safety' and ‘effectiveness* requirements 
(of FDA regulations) have"no appli¬ 
cation to terminally ill cancer patients 
who desire to take the drug . 

Significantly, Judge Seth explicitly 
rejected the claim of FDA Commissioner 
Donald Kennedy that Laetrile is toxic. 

Seventeen states have legalized the 
use of l*aetrile within their boundaries, 
despite continuing schemes by the FDA 
to harass interstate transporters of the 
vitamin: Alaska, Arizona. Delaware. 
Florida, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, 
Louisiana, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Oklahoma, Oregon, Texas 
Maryland, Idaho and Washington. $

THE CROWN JEWEL OF PERFIDIOUS ALBION 


Many delnils concerning ihe British Crown Colony of Hong Kong were 
given by Ur. Martin l.arson in The SPOTLIGHT two issues ago. and his 
comments on the role that the. British play as marketing agent for Red 
Chinn are particularly cogent Peking finds it to its interest to have a 
cashier's window, so to speak, on the free world where bankers and other 
free enterprisers may line up eager to market its products to buyers around 
the world.

The two major BriliBh-owned hanks in Hong 
Kong, the Hong Kong and .Shanghai Bank and the Chartered Bank (a 
subsidiary of the Standard Bank), both ofthem semi-official arms of Britain 
ure deeply involved in the criminal finuncing of the drug trade. Among their 
other services to the finnnciul well-being of the ruling class of Britain are to 
issue the money for Hong Kong, playing the role of the Federal Reserve 
System in the United States which, as anyone who has looked into the 
matter is awnre, is also privately-owned and controlled for private profit 

The protection of the international drug trade by the liberal 
Establishment has to be one of Ihe gTcutcsl con jobs in humnn history and 
underscores Mencken's observation tliut it is difficult to underestimate the 
intelligence of people in the mass.

This exceptionally well-written, broad and informative new work on the 
“world's biggest business" is not just another piously hand-wringing 
commercial exploitation of the $200-billion-dol!ar global narcotics industry. 

It is a breakthrough, a dam-buster of a book which blasts away the liberal 
publishing Establishment's long-standing lies and evasions to Jay bare the 
interlocked elite of British bankers, Red Chinese bureaucrats, Zionist 
agents and U.S. politicians. 

It uncovers a subterranean web of financiers, lawyers, smugglers, dirty- 
money movers and professional assassins reaching all the way from the 
illiterate muleteerB of Burma’s border hills to Senators Ted Kennedy (D- 
Mass.) and Jacob Ja vits (R-N. Y.)— which skims lush profits from the agony 
of America's growing army of addicts.

Shanghai Bank and Standard & 

Chartered Group—to the Union Bank of 
Israel, the Bank Leumi and the Bank 
Ilapoalim, where dirty money churned 
from narcotics is recycled into funds for 
covert Zionist espionage and terror 
operations. 

"DOPE, Inc.” takes the reader on a 
gripping and well-researched tour of the 
world-wide drug works and its hitherto 
hidden principals.

consortiums in London designated 
“Orion" and “Libra." 

Chase also bought a controlling 
interest in at least one key institution: 
the Banco del Comercio, Colombia's 
Hecond-lnrgejil bank. After this ac¬ 
quisition. Colombia’s drug traffic quickly 
skyrocketed to $4 billion-a-year—the 
nation's largest export industry. 

ESTABLISHED FOR DOPE DEALING 

The Chartered Bank of India, Aus¬ 
tralia und China was never reluctant to 
serve as ex-officio hanker to the inter¬ 
national opiates traffic. It was specif¬ 
ically established for that very purpose 
in 1853 by a group of wealthy I/ondon 
traders and financiers eager to share in 
the profits of the wide open 19th century 
opium trade with the Orient. 

The Standard Bank, chartered by 
Cecil Rhodes in the British colony of 
Capetown in 1869, was designed to play 
a similar role with regard to both opium 
and gold—a trade in which Standard 
quickly became the dominant bank. And 
since gold was the prime currency of the 
thriving drug business, the two com¬ 
modities were harmoniously and profit¬ 
ably joined in many an account book. 
Such finances did not discredit these 
banks; to the contrary, they were 
encouraged and protected—when neces¬ 
sary. with military force—by the British 
Crown, which came to look on the 
officers and staff of the Standard and 
Chartered Banks as semi-official func¬ 
tionaries of the Empire. 

By the mid-20th century, both Stan¬ 
dard and Chartered wore international 
megabanks with combined assets of 
almost $20 billion. In remnants of the 
Empire—especially in llong Kong, 
where they were authorized to issue and 
circulate the official currency—their 
semi governmental status was pre-

served. And when in 1947 the com¬ 
munists seized mainland China, other 
banks and businesses fled in panic. But 
Standard and Chartered kept their 
branch offices open in Shanghai, and 
soon began to open accounts for Red 
Chinese officialdom. 

In 1959, with Standard and Chartered 
preparing to merge into a single mighty 
multinational megahank, Chase Man¬ 
hattan began, to show an interest in 
acquiring both hanks tt is Vtisy to see 
why The acquisition would give Chase 
whnt Standard and Chartered had in 
common: domination of the drug trade 
in the Far East, the Middle East and 
Africa (where Standard Bank had more 
than 800 branches), and primacy in 
related commodities, such as gold. 

There was just one catch In the 19th 


century', drugs flowed to the Orient by 
way of Britain (most of the opiates 
originated in India ). In the mid-20th 
century, the flow had reversed itself. 
Now heroin and cocaine found their way 
along uncounted smuggling routes to 
the U.S., to be consumed—not by 
Chinese coolies—but American youths. 

Thus, when Chase Manhattan set 
about acquiring a controlling interest in 
the newly merged Standard & Chartered 
Bank, Ltd. (the "&" was dropped in 
1975) it did so cautiously. To amass the 
required equity positions, it used three 
dummy “nominee" companies: the 
Orient & Union Trust of Singapore, the 
Midland Bank of London, and Danesco 
Associates GmbH, of Hamburg—the 
last firm reportedly named after David 
and Nelson Rockefeller. 

A "nominee" is the legally registered 
holder of shares or securities for 
someone other than himself. His role is 
to provide cover for the real owner of 
these securities—an important function 
in toduy’s world of federally regulated 
corporate affairs. 

Chase Manhattan has long used the 
nominee system to exercise control over 
areas it considers important without 
governmental interference. To quote a 
single example: FCC requirements 
mandating the registration of anyone 
holding more than 2.5 percent of stock in 
a TV station were meant to prevent a 
single .megabank acquiring control of 
the nation's communications industry. 
But that was precisely whatChasc foll.it 
needed—to dominate the national 
media—and it went about consolidating 
its'control by acquiring large blocks of 
shares3n-all three majof networks and 
then assigning these blocks of stock to 
nominees bo that none of them owned 
more than 2 percent—and thus none was 
required to report his holdings. 

In the case of the Standard Chartered 
Bank Ltd., the Rockefeller brothers used 
the same formula. They acquired a 
controlling position in S&C equities, 


and then distributed the shares to 
nominees, most of whom ended up 
holding blocks of securities too small to 
require registration of any kind. Yet, 
whenever it wanted-, Chase could vote or 
employ the stock to implement its 
control over Standard & Chartered. The 
essentia) function of the nominee is to 
hold his share of stock without either 
disclosing the identity of the r<*Al 
owner—or impairing his control over the 
equity holdings. 

The acquisition maneuvers were 
conducted with such discretion that the 
world would still not know who was the 
real proprietor of Standard Chartered 
Bank were it not for a sudden rush of 
overconfidence with which Chase 
Manhattan suddenly decided to assume 
public ownership of its covert S&C 
holdings in 1965. 

With 26 percent of outstanding shares, 
the widely dispersed holding pattern of 
S&C gave Chase unrestricted control of 
what was, after the merger, the largest 
British overseas bank, with more than 
1,400 branches strewn from Tehran to 
Shanghai. 

It was a magnificent property, but 
there wan the question of the norcotics 
connection; the pompous Rockefellers 
gTew embarrassed. In 1970 it was 
decided to “divest" Chase of its 
controlling equity in Standard & 
Chartered by transferring the shares 
back to nominee holders who would 
safekeep them for the real owner. 

It took a while, for Benior Chase 
executives were slow to let go of such 
profitable property—if only for ap¬ 
pearances—oven to a dependable “nomi¬ 
nee." But’by November, 1975 the deal 
was done; 97 percent of Chase equity- 
holdings in Standard Chartered Bank 
were parceled out among dummy 
holders. 

The largest "share"—8.2 percent- 
wen t to Midland Bank of London. The 
Transimpex Co. of Singapore was set up

their government beyond their tax-exempt 
status. Only in the last few years has the federal 
government come to play a more significant role 
in support of private higher education." 

There is little doubt that the college and its 
president. Sister Dorothy Ann Kelly, were 
exploiting their personal relationship with the 
good friend who had by a stroke of fortune 
become the country's education czar—the man 
with the ultimata control over billions of federal 
education dollars. 

AN OLD FRIEND 

Indeed,-the New .York "Post.-' nr an article, 
generally critical of (he awarding of honorary 
degrees, took note of Califano's receiving an 
honorary doctor of laws degree. On May 23.1977, 
they queried: “So if you're the College of New 
Rochelle, a small and politically well-connected 
women’s liberal arts college, what better 
commencement speaker could you ask for'' than 
Califano? Calling it "no accident" that he was 
selected for the honor, the "Post" also quoted a 
school spokesman who said; "He's an old friend 
of ours." 

While the New York paper noted that the 
secretary’s wife was graduated at the school and 
that he himself had been a member of its 
advisory council (which, they stated, “was 
instrumental in raising funds at a time when the 
school's financial state was uncertain"), even 
they did not realize the true extent of the 
involvement. Indeed, Califano's ties to the 
school's president—an ardent Democrat who 
prides herself on her political savvy—are as deep 
as his links to the school itself. 

For example The SPOTLIGHT has learned; 
that Sister Dorothy Ann. who became CNR 
president in 1972, is a long time personal friend 
of Mrs. Califano. that the two women often lunch 


together when Sister Dorothy Ann comes to 
Washington, and that on several occasions she 
has been a house guest of the Califanos. 
Moreover Agnes Williams, lire wife of Califano’s 
controversial former law partner Edward 
Bennett Williams, is also a friend of the 
President's, and in fact the two women 
graduated from the school together in 1951. 
Moveover Sister Dorothy Ann (who, until this 
year, had been largely unsuccessful in her efforts 
to obtain federal grants for the school) has til tile 
past confided to friends; "It helps to walk into u 
congressman's office and be able to say you have 
friends like Ed Williams and Joe Califano. It 
makes them sit up and listen.": 

CALIFANO’S AMBITIONS 

’ As often -happens in "W&shihgtbh politics 
however, this is one friendship which could cost 
Califano his political life: for the revelations 
about the questionable $1 million grant are 
coming to light at a time when the secretary is 
hoping to replace Griffin Bell (who speaks 
frequently of leaving government).as attorney 
general, and when it is widely rumored that 
Califano’s ultimate goal is. to receive an 
appointment to the Supreme Court. 

Califano and other HEW officials realize the 
sensitivity of his relationship to the school and 
the awarding of the grant. This was demon¬ 
strated in the department's and USOE's foot- 
dragging in responding to Freedom of Infer 
mation Act requests for documents relating to 
the award. 

However, while the agency has yet to comply 
with a month-old request for a variety of 
pertinent documents, The SPOTLIGHT has 
learned some details concerning the award and 
the use to which it will be put. 

The college, which until the early 1970s had a 
direct Catholic affiliation and was in fact owned 
and run by the Ursuline nuns, became a secular 


private institution around 1972. School officials 
freely acknowledge thut this move was made in 
large part to make the college eligible for various 
forms of stale and federal funds At the same 
time, moreover, the school's administration— 
fearful of the declining-enrollments which were 
developing in the wake of educating the post- 
World-War-II baby boom—sought new types of 
clients and began to branch out aggressively into 
the area of adult education. Thus it was that the 
College of New Rochelle, which for almost seven 
decades hud devoted itself to providing quality 
education for upper-middle-claas Catholic 
women, established its School of New Resources. 

Under the New Resources Program, which has 
now grown lo encompass thousands of students 
on four satellite campuses in New York City, 
working adults nre given an opportunity Ui 
receive a college degree by fulfilling a variety of 
innovative courses and programs at more or less 
their own pace. 

The vast majority of these adult students pay 
tuition, and a substantial percentage are 
attending school with the help of federal and 
state tuition grant and loan programs. The HEW 
Office of Education’s funding for the school 
essentially goes into this new resources program 

The $1 million grant, which a college news 
release calls "the largest ever received by the 
college," is to he paid uut over a period of three 
years to "support a comprehensive institutional 
development effort comprising four HEW 
approved activities.'' 

Despite the cries at school administrators thut 
the college is financially strapped—els is 
virtually every learning institute In the nation 
today—it was planning an expenditure of about 
$ 811,000 for renovation of the school chapel as 
recently as late 1971. A recent school pulili 
cation—the some one announcing the federal 
grant—noted u crying need for refurbishing "the 
tennis courts" at its beautiful Westchester 
campus. 9

If there is any statement which 1 
have repeated more often than any 
other it is perhaps this: that the IRS 
is a vast system of extortion and 
bribery and that its primary purpose 
is not to collect taxes but to control 
and regiment the people; make the 
favorites of the government rich;

Inflation, how bad will it get? 

Unfortunately, no one can re-ally tell 
just how much worse inflation is going 
to get 

But let us hope and pray we never go 
through anything similar to whiu 
(icrmany experienced during the five 
years after the end cl* World War I. 

When World War I broke out, the 
dollar would buy a little more: than four 
marks, just about what the dollar would 
buy just a few years ago. 

But, by the end of the first great war, 
the vuluc of the mark had been cut in 
half. 8 4 marks for one dollar 

And the decline wusii*l through 

By I he end of 1919. one dollar would 
buy 28 murks; a year later it wus good 
for 71 marks, and by the end of 1921, it 
was 162 marks to the dollar 

And the worst was yet to come. 

On December .‘11, 1922, one dollar 
would buy 7.000 marks Six months 
later, the figure wus 160,000 marks In the 
dollar. 

By the first of October 1923, the dollar

was worth 242 million marks. 

And it was destined to gel even worse. 
In fact, by November 20, 1923, one 
U.S. dollar was worth 4.2 trillion marks 
Terrifying, isn't HV It wasn't just the 
value of the mark in relation to the dollar 
which so crippled Germany. food price* 
kept pace with the decline until, 
eventually, the priix* id n loaf of bread 
w.is calculated in the trillion* of marks 
The German government couldn’t 
keep pace. It would just Mtump extra 
zeros on bills in an effort to keep up with 
the inflation. 

It was perhaps the moat terrifying 
economic crunch ever experienced by a 
modern nation 


Ironically, that dollar which was 
worth 4 2 marks at the outbrea k of World 
War 1 and the same amount just a few 
years ngo is now the currency in peril. 

I list cud of better than four marks for a 
dollar, it s now less than two 
Instead of looking forwnnf to n lour of 
duty in Germany, our soldiers and 
airmen now dread the very thought of 
going to Europe and trying to live in an 
economy where they are Lhc “poor 
relations ." 

It's not nn easy position for Amer¬ 
icans Our economy has long heen our 
blessing, our strong point 
But now it stands in danger, under 
attack from abroad and at home. 


From abroad, it's our reliance on 
foreign oil which is doing so much 
damage „ > 

But, at home, it's our government 
which is doing us in It's the Congress 
which refuses to make the tough choices 
necessary, which declines to set prior 
ities for our tax dollars and which 
blithely spends more than the govern¬ 
ment can'expect to take in 
That's why it is so important that Ihe 
Congress act on my anti-deficit spend 
ing constitutional amendment. 

Because without it—without some 
similar clamp on excess spending—we 
just may end up traveling thesame path 
as post-World War 1 Germany ^
